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MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

September  14,  1982 

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:05  P.M..  and  led  the  Faculty 
in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  March  16,  1982  and  April  20,  1982  were  approved. 

Orders  of  the  Day: 

1.  Charles  Getchell  was  appointed  as  Parliamentarian  and  Dick  Morris  was 
appointed  assistant  Parliamentarian. 

2.  Eldon  Kuhns  was  reelected  as  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  Malthon  Anapol,  John  Hubbard  and  Forrest  Keesbury 
were  elected  to  serve  regular  terms  on  the  Academic  Freedom  and  Grievance 
Committee  and  that  Mike  Roskin  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  on  this  committee 
created  by  the  resignation  of  Bob  Zaccaria  who  was  elected  to  The  Promotion  and 
Tenure  Committee. 

There  was  no  old  business. 

The  following  new  business  was  transacted: 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Blumer  during  his  administrative  report  to  return 
to  new  business. 

Following  the  adoption  of  the  motion  to  return  to  new  business.  Dean 
Van  Marter  offered  the  following  motion,  duly  seconded: 

Be  it  resolved  that  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Faculty  of  Lycoming  College  be  amended  to  conform  with  the  Bylaws 
of  Lycoming  College  (as  amended  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
April  23,  1982)  as  follows: 

"The  President  of  the  College,  the  chief  academic  officer,  &/wd. 
all  persons  serving  full-time  teaching  appointments  (with 
the  rank  of  Instructor,  Assistant  Professor,  Associate 
Professor  or  Professor) ,  'and  other  academic  instructors  or 
administrative  officers  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees! 
shall  be  considered  voting  members  of  the  Faculty."     <^ ~^ 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  [the  Assistant  Dean  of  the  College  andj 
each  full-time  professional  librarian  be  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  as  voting  members  of  the  faculty  and  that  part-time  instructors 
be  considered  nonvoting  members  of  the  faculty. 

Following  explanations  of  the  motion,  it  was  moved  and  recorded  that  actic 
on  Dean  Van  Marter' s  motion  be  postponed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  faculty. 
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Administrative  Reports: 


Dean  Van  Marter  called  upon  various  Department  Chairmen  to  introduce  new 
members  of  their  departments.   Dr.  Blumer  also  welcomed  new  administrators. 

Marshall  Raucci,  Director  of  Admissions,  reported  on  new  student  profiles  and 
described  his  office's  recruitment  procedures. 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  on  a  variety  of  issues  affecting  the  academic  development 
of  the  college: 

1.  Though  development  of  new  programs  may  have  prevented  significant 
declines  in  student  enrollment  this  year,  Lycoming  College  should 
continue  its  commitment  to  the  arts  and  sciences  as  the  foundation 
for  its  curriculum. 

2.  A  planning  commission  charged  with  formulating  a  new  five-year  plan 
for  institutional  development  has  been  appointed  by  Chairman  McKenney. 
Dr.  Blumer  recommended  the  following  membership:  the  faculty  who 
served  on  the  original  self-study  steering  committee  (Berthold, 
Getchell,  Larson),  Chairman  of  G.C.A.A.  (Franz),  Dean  of  the  College, 
Treasurer,  Dean  of  Student  Services,  Director  of  Development, 
Director  of  Admissions  and  two  Trustees. 

3.  Dr.  Blumer  asked  the  Faculty  Handbook  revision  committee  to  recommend 
a  new  provision  for  Section  2.7(d)  "Disability"  of  the  Handbook  with 
regards  to  a  policy  to  follow  when  termination  of  an  appointment  is 
necessary  because  of  permanent  disability. 

4.  Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  he  recommended  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  extend  an  invitation  to  the  Chairman  of  G.C.A.A.  to  attend 
meetings  of  the  Board.   However,  Dr.  Blumer  reminded  the  faculty  that 
such  invitations  do  not  constitute  a  precedent  nor  imply  a  right  to 
attend  and  that  a  person  other  than  Chairman  of  G.C.A.A.  might  be 
invited  in  the  future  if  deemed  advisable  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

5.  Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  negotiations  were  recently  completed  enabling 
Lycoming  to  join  Tuition  Exchange.   Juliann  Pawlak  was  appointed 
liaison  officer  and  she  and  Fred  Grogan  have  been  asked  to  recommend 
policy  and  procedure  for  this  program.   Their  report  will  be  circulated 
in  the  Academic  Bulletin  and  this  will  provide  faculty  with  an  opportuni- 
ty to  make  suggestions.  When  a  final  policy  has  been  formulated,  it 
will  be  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  final  approval. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:55  P.M.

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:05  P.M.  and  led  the  Faculty  in  prayei 
The  minutes  of  October  12,  1982  were  approved. 

Previously  Distributed  Reports: 

1.  The  proposal  from  G.C.A.A.  regarding  the  Department  of  Philosophy 
curriculum  change  was  approved. 

Old  Business: 

1.  Dean  Van  Marter's  motion  regarding  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Faculty  (re:  Faculty  definition)  was  again  presented  for  action. 

Dick  Morris  made  a  motion  to  eliminate  the  following  phrase  from  the 
Dean's  motion — 

"and  other  academic  intructors  or  administrative 
officers  designated  by  the  Board  of  Trustees." 

Morris's  motion  passed. 

Accordingly,  the  Dean's  motion,  as  amended,  read  as  follows: 

"The  President  of  the  College,  the  chief  academic 
officer,  and  all  persons  serving  full-time  teaching 
appointments  (with  the  rank  of  Instructor,  Assistant 
Professor,  Associate  Professor  or  Professor)  shall  be 
considered  voting  members  of  the  Faculty.   Part-time 
Instructors  shall  be  considered  non-voting  members 
of  the  faculty." 

The  Secretary  was  asked  to  prepare  a  ballot  for  voting  on  the  above  motion 
as  is  required  by  Article  VII,  Section  3  of  Faculty  Constitution  for  ratifi- 
cation of  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

The  Secretary  was  also  asked  to  include  the  following  information  on  this 
ballot: 

1.  The  ballot  is  to  be  sent  to  full-time  teaching  appointments,  the 
President,  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  full-time  professional 
librarians  including  those  on  leaves  or  sabbaticals. 

2.  A  statement  to  the  effect  that  full-time  professional  librarians 
are  considered  faculty  members. 

3.  An  explanation  that  a  2/3  yea  vote  of  all  voting  members  is 
necessary  for  the  motion  to  pass. 

Bob  Falk  made  a  motion  to  establish  a  deadline  for  turning  in  ballots  to  the 
secretary  for  counting.   He  recommended  two  weeks  following  distribution  of 
the  ballot.   The  motion  passed.   This  fact  was  also  asked  to  be  included  on 
the  ballot. 


Other  Old  Business: 

2.  Inreference  to  Business  51  Bruce  Weaver  made  a  motion  that  the  faculty 
waive  its  "formal  approval"  requirement  for  50' s  level  courses  that  have 
been  previously  offered  twice.   The  motion  passed. 

New  Business: 

Owen  Herring  introduced  a  draft  of  a  new  appointment's  committee  questionnaire 
(distributed  at  the  meeting)  that  would  be  used  in  making  faculty  committee 
appointments.   After  gathering  faculty  input  regarding  this  draft,  Owen  indicated 
that  possible  revisions  might  be  incorporated  into  the  final  draft. 

There  were  no  administrative  reports,  but  Dr.  Blumer  commended  Charles  Getchell  and 
all  others  who  worked  on  the  United  Way  campaign  for  the  fine  job  that  they  did. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:15  P.M.

1.  Catalog  change 

Add  this  clause  to  the  description  of  the  minor  (p.  8  in  the  catalog): 
"courses  offered  only  in  May  or  Summer  Session  may  not  be 
included  in  a  minor  unless  the  minor  can  be  completed  without 
taking  those  courses." 

2.  New  Course — Art  39,  Women  in  Art  (formerly  Art  50) 
COURSE  DESCRIPTION: 

A  survey  of  women  artists  from  a  variety  of  viewpoints  -  aesthetic,  historical, 
social,  political  and  economic  -  which  seeks  to  understand  and  integrate  the 
contributions  of  women  artists  into  the  mainstream  of  the  history  of  art. 
No  prerequisite. 

JUSTIFICATION: 

The  justification  for  this  important  course  appears  in  the  course  description, 
i.e.,  the  contributions  of  women  artists  must  be  recognized  and  integrated 
into  the  history  of  art.  The  task  is  not  an  easy  one;  before  it  can  be  com- 
pleted basic  presumptions  need  to  be  questioned  and  books  need  to  be  rewritten. 
Courses  on  Women  in  Art  are  needed  in  the  interim.  When  one  looks  at  the 
standard  art  survey  text  booTc  used  each  year  by  thousands  of  students  through- 
out the  country  (Gardner's  Art  Through  the  Ages  and  Janson's  History  of  Art) , 
one  finds  that  half  of  the  human  race  has  been  left  out.  There  was  not  a 
single  example  of  an  art  work  by  a  female  from  the  Renaissance  through  the 
nineteenth  century  (Mary  Cassatt,  who  worked  during  the  fourth  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  was  given  a  quick  nod).  Even  in  the  twentieth  century 
section  only  token  women  were  included  (O'Keeffe  and  Nevelson).  As  the  result 
of  pressure,  the  latest  editions  have  included  one  painting  by  a  woman  from 
the  seventeenth  century.  Old  prejudices  die  hard. 

3.  New  Description  for  Photo  II — Art  37 
OLD  DESCRIPTION: 

To  extend  the  skills  developed  in  Photography  I  by  continued  growth  in 
technical  expertise,  presentation,  conceptual  ability,  and  aesthetic 
sensibility.   Emphasis  is  placed  upon  term  essay  in  area  of  student's 
interest  and  presented  in  booklet  format.   Prerequisite:  Art  27. 


NEW  DESCRIPTION: 

To  extend  the  skills  developed  in  Photography  I  by  continued  growth  in 
technical  expertise  including  instruction  in  the  use  and  capabilities 
of  large  format  view  cameras.   Emphasis  is  placed  on  conceptual  and 
aesthetic  aspects  of  photography.   Prerequisite:  Art  27. 
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JUSTIFICATION: 

The  use  of  large  format  view  cameras  has  been  introduced  to  make 
commercial  design  students  and  people  interested  in  advanced  photography 
work  familiar  with  this  photographic  process.   Today's  commercial  artist 
is  using  the  large  format  view  camera  with  greater  frequency  when  creating 
his/her  commercial  designs. 


The  Department  of  Business  Administration  proposes  the  addition  of  the 
following  course  to  its  regular  curriculum: 

Bus.  15  -  BUSINESS  IN  ACTION 

An  introductory  course  emphasizing  the  relationship  of  the  American  business  firm 
to  the  social  and  economic  environment  in  which  it  operates.   Included  is  the 
interdependence  of  the  management,  finance,  and  marketing  functions  as  well  as 
philosophical  background  of  business  institutions.   In  this  context  the  course 
examines  well  known  companies  and  makes  use  of  cases,  speakers,  and  films.   The 
course  is  not  open  to  students  who  have  previously  completed  a_   business  course. 

The  Department  developed  this  course  in  order  to  provide  students  with  a 
broader  more  comprehensive  look  at  the  field  of  business  before  launching  into  the 
components  of  accounting,  marketing,  finance,  and  management.   We  are  not  requiring 
this  as  part  of  the  major,  although  we  are  strongly  suggesting  it.   The  course 
has  been  taught  for  two  semesters  with  what  we  believe  to  be  a  great  deal  of  success. 


Bus.  20-21  -  MANAGERIAL  ACCOUNTING 

The  Department  of  Business  Administration  is  renumbering  the  MANAGERIAL  ACCOUNTING 
course.   It  will  now  be  Bus.  20-21  instead  of  Bus.  10-11.   The  labs  will  be  re- 
numbered accordingly.   Over  the  past  two  years  we  have  begun  structuring  the  course 
primarily  for  sophomores  instead  of  freshmen.   This  semester  we  have  only  one 
freshman  registered  in  the  course  and  the  new  numbers  will  more  accurately  reflect 
the  current  position  of  the  courses  within  the  major.

COMMERCIAL  DESIGN  MAJOR 


Catalogue  Statement 

A  commercial  design  major  must  be  able  to  express  artistic  ideas  in 
ways  that  are  meaningful  to  contemporary  society.  This  sequence  trains 
students  in  all  aspects  of  commercial  design,  and  enables  them  to 
develop  an  area  of  expertise.  The  courses  required  for  the  major  are 
both  specific  and  diverse  enough  to  make  this  process  possible. 

A  major  in  commercial  design  consists  of  12  courses!  The  following  9 

Art  courses  are  required: 

Drawing  I  and  II  (Art  11  and  21),  Color  Theory  (Art  12),  Two-Dimensional 

Design  (Art  15),  Figure  Modeling  I  (Art  16),  Survey  of  Art  (Art  22  and 

23),  Photography  I  (Art  27),  Special  Projects  in  Commercial  Design  (Art  '+2). 

The  three  technical  graphics  courses  offered  by  the  Williamsport  Area 
Community  College  are  also  required: 

Layout  and  Design  (GCO  511),  Typographic  Composition  (GCO  512),  and  Process 
Camera  (GCO  521). 

In  addition  to  these  twelve  courses,  the  following  courses,  although 
not  required,  would  signifcantly  strengthen  the  major  and  are  all  strongly 
recommended:

COURSE  DESCRIPTIONS  OF  COURSES 
REQUIRED  FOR  THE  COMMERCIAL  DESIGN  MAJOR 


Art  Department  Courses: 

1 1  Drawing  I 

Study  of  the  human  figure  with  gesture  and  proportion 
stressed.  Student  is  made  familiar  with  different 
drawing  techniques  and  media.  Some  drawing  from 
nature.  Offered  in  alternate  semesters  with  Drawing 
II  and  III. 

12  Color  Theory 

A  study  of  the  physical  and  emotional  aspects  of  color. 
Emphasis  will  be  on  the  study  of  color  as  an  aesthetic 
agent  for  the  artist.  The  color  theories  of  Johannes 
Itten  will  form  the  base  for  this  course  with  some 
study  of  the  theories  of  Albert  Munsell,  Faber  Berren 
and  Wilhelm  Ostwald.

Perceptual  theories  and  their 
relationships  to  what  and  why  we  see  what  we  see  in 
art  are  discussed  with  each  problem. 

16  Figure  Modeling  I 

Understanding  the  figure  will  be  approached  through 
learning  the  basic  structures  and  proportions  of  the 
figure.  The  course  is  conceived  as  a  three-dimen- 
sional drawing  class.  At  least  one  figure  per  student 
will  be  cast. 

21  Drawing  II 

Continued  study  of  the  human  figure.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  realism  and  figure-ground  coordination 
with  the  ase  of  value  and  design.

A  strong  core  of  foundation  studio  art  courses  is  essential  for  this 
major.  This  core  will  enable  each  student  to  handle  the  wide  variety 
of  creative  processes  with  which  a  commercial  design  major  must  deal. 
Drawing  I  and  II  will  introduce  each  student  to  the  baiic  drawing 
skills  and  materials.  2-D  Design  and  Color  Theory  will  teach  each 
student  the  primary  components  of  2-Dimensional  art  and  the  essential 
theories  of  color  relationship.  Figure  Modeling  I  will  introduce  the 
primary  elements  of  3-D  Design  and  their  interrelationship  to  the 
components  of  2-D  Design.  Photography  I  will  introduce  the  basic 
concepts  of  35mm  black  and  white  photography  and  teach  technical 
concepts  essential  for  proper  use  of  the  35mm  camera.  The  special 
project  course  will  give  the  student  the  opportunity  to  tie  together 
essential  elements  learned  in  the  studio  arts  core,  and  technical 
graphics  courses,  and  create  design  projects  relevant  to  the  needs 
of  the  commercial  design  major.  The  art  history  survey  courses  intro- 
duce the  history  of  artistic  expression  in  western  civilization  from 
the  cave  paintings  to  contemporary  life.  An  awareness  of  these 
visual  images,  many  of  which  have  been  utilized  in  commercial  design, 
is  necessary  for  a  thorough  understanding  of  the  field.

Up  to  this  point  the  commercial  design  major  has  concentrated  his/her 
learning  experiences  in  a  number  of  specific  areas.

it  is  concerned  with  analytical  thinking  and  the  kinds  of  per- 
suasive writing  that  influence  the  professional  world. 

Mass  Communications  10,  INTRODUCTION  TO  MASS  COMMUNICATIONS  will 
orient  the  Commercial  flesign  Major  to  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  field  of  mass  communications.  The  student  will  develop  an 
understanding  of  the  basic  concepts,  the  vocabulary,  the  territory, 
and  the  process  of  mass  communication.  This  understanding  will 
fcelp  the  student  when  establishing  criteria  in  his/her  visual 
presentation. 

Psychology  2k,   SOCIAL  PSYCHOLOGY.  This  coursw  will  make  the 
Commercial  Design  Major  aware  of  basic  beliefs,  attitudes,  and 
behavior  in  social  contexts.  Knowing  how  people  perceive  them- 
selves and  other  individuals,  and  what  motivates  and  reinforces 
human  behavior  can  help  to  determine  the  most  appropriate  visual 
images . 


The  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  proposes  the  following 
changes  in  its  regular  curriculum: 


I   COURSE  DELETIONS 

Mathematics  1.   Continuous  models 
Computer  Science  2.   Computers  in  Society 

Justification: 


Staffing  demands  on  our  department  to  support  the  main-stream 
curriculum  (service  courses  and  courses  which  are  part  of 
the  major  programs  in  mathematics  and  computer  science)  are 
increasing  dramatically.   This  fact,  together  with  the  need 
to  upgrade,  in  content  and  flexibility,  our  computer  science 
program  by  adding  further  courses  (proposed  below)  make  it 
necessary  to  shelve  some  lower  priority,  non-core,  'appreciation' 
courses.   In  the  case  of  Computer  Science  2,  there  is  a 
significant  overlap  in  content  with  Computer  Science  15. 
Using  current  enrollments  in  Computer  Science  15  as  an  indicator, 
three  out  of  every  four  Lycoming  students  are  now  taking 
this  course  during  their  college  career.   Together  with  the 
the  pragmatic  staffing  considerations  just  mentioned,  this 
trend  would  further  devalue  the  importance  of  maintaining 
Computer  Science  2  in  addition  to  Computer  Science  15. 


II   COURSE  ADDITIONS 

1)   Mathematics  16.   Discrete  Mathematics 

An  introduction  to  discrete  structures.   Topics  include 
equivalence  relations,  partitions  and  quotient  sets, 
mathematical  induction,  recursive  functions,  elementary 
logic,  discrete  number  systems,  elementary  combinatorial 
theory,  and  general  algebraic  structures  emphasizing 
semi-groups,  groups,  lattices,  Boolean  algebras,  graphs 
and  trees  . 

Prerequisite :   Computer  Science  15  or  consent  of  instructor 


Justification: 
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2)   Computer  Science  39.   Database  Systems 

External  storage  structures,  hashed  files,  indexed  files; 
relational,  network,  and  hierarchical  data  models; 
relational  algebra  and  the  relational  calculus;  design 
theory  for  relational  databases;  query  optimization; 
concurrent  operations;  database  protection. 

Prerequisite  :   Computer  Science  27.  Alternate  years . 


Just  ificat  ion : 


The  computer  has  evolved  over  the  past  20  years  from 
being  primarily  a  number-crunching  tool  applied  mainly 
in  scientific  areas,  to  becoming  increasingly  a  tool  in 
commercial  areas  to  efficiently  and  effectively  manage  large 
data  banks.   Students  graduating  with  a  degree  in  computer 
science  are  therefore  increasingly  entering  job  environments 
in  which  familiarity  with  database  systems  is  essential. 
In  addition,  this  course  is  a  valuable  asset  for  any  student 
anticipating  graduate  study  in  management  science. 


Ill   COURSE  CHANGES 


Matheraa t ic  s  14 


Multivariate  Statistics 


The  study  of  statistical  techniques  used  in  experimental 
designs  where  more  than  one  random  variable  is  involved. 
Techniques  include  analysis  of  variance,  analysis  of 
covariance,  multiple  regression  and  correlation,  factor 
analysis  and  canonical  correlations,  contingency  tables, 
discriminative  analysis,  and  non-parametric  techniques. 
Further  topics  will  be  chosen  from  cluster  analysis, 
time  series  analysis,  and  repeated  measure  analysis. 
Extensive  use  of  the  PDP  11/70  computer  and  the  BMDP 
statistical  package  is  made. 

Prerequisite  :   Mathematics  13  or  its  equivalent.   Alternate 

years  . 


[FULL  unit  of  credit] 


Justification 


The  recent  acquisition  of  the  sophisticated  BMDP  statistical 
package  now  provides  the  necessary  software  support  for  a 
full  unit  course  combining  the  advanced  statistical  methods 
offered  in  the  current  half-unit  course  Mathematics  14  with 
additional  topics,  including  non-parametric  statistics,.   The 
computational  aspects  necessary  to  successfully  teach  the 
course  are  beyond  the  capabilities  of  an  ordinary  calculator 
and  therefore  require  (and  provide  the  student  with)  hands-on 
experience  with  the  PDP  11/70.   In  addition  to  the  actual 
statistical  content  of  the  course,  it  will  give  students 
with  no  prior  programming  experience  the  opportunity  to 
learn  to  use  a  statistical  software  package.   The  expertise 
gained  could  prove  invaluable  in  research-methods  courses 
in  other  disciplines,  where  the  student  is  expected  to  carry 
out  the  data  analysis  on  a  experiment  requiring  heavy-duty 
statistical  and  computational  resources. 

The  rationale  behind  making  Mathematics  14  a  full  unit  course, 
and  thereby  being  able  to  expand  the  mathematical  content, 
lies  not  alone,  however,  in  the  fact  that  the  additional  topics 
statistics  are  extremely  important  in  disciplines  where 
statistical  methods  are  applied.   Other  departments  which 
require  Mathematics  13  (Intro  to  Statistics)  and  which  in 
addition  recommend  or  require  Computer  Science  15  of  their 
majors  do  not  necessarily  do  the  latter  because  they  feel 
their  majors  should  learn  how  to  program,  but  simply  because 
they  want  their  students  to  have  some  hands-on  experience 
with  computers.   Our  department  anticipates  that  a  full  unit 
course  could  well  supply  these  other  departments  with  a 
viable  alternative  to  a  Computer  Science  15  requirement, 
more  in  compliance  with  their  particular  interests  regarding 
the  use  of  the  computer.   They  may  well  recommend  14  over 
15  to  their  students  because,  first,  it  is  a  natural  follow-up 
to  Mathematics  13  and,  second,  in  their  area  it  could  be 
more  valuable  to  be  able  to  produce,  read,  and  interpret 
computer  output  from  commercial  software  packages  than  to 
be  able  to  program. 


IV   CHANGES  IN  THE  COMPUTER  SCIENCE  MAJOR  REQUIREMENTS 


The  following  revision  is  proposed: 

A  major  in  computer  science  consists  of  11  courses: 
Mathematics  16,  18,  and  19,  Computer  Science  15,  26, 
27,  44,  45,  and  three  other  computer  science  courses 
numbered  30  or  above,  one  of  which  must  be  31  or  37. 
Recommended  extra-departmental  courses:  Physics  27, 
Philosophy  20,  and  Psychology  37. 


Justification 


The  rationale  for  adding  Mathematics  16  as  a  required  course 
in  the  major  is  implicit  in  II  1).   It  will  also  bring  our 
computer  science  curriculum  more  in  line  with  the  "Curriculum  68" 
and  "Curriculum  78"  recommendations  of  the  Association  for 
Computing  Machinery,  on  which  the  majority  of  undergraduate 
computer  science  programs  in  this  country  are  based.   There 
it  is  recommended  that  at  least  one  semester  of  discrete 
mathematics  be  required  for  the  major. 

Currently  every  computer  science  course  in  the  curriculum 
is  required  for  the  major.   If  this  proposal  is  adopted,  it 
will  go  a  long  way  towards  reducing  this  rigidity  in  our 
program.   More  flexibility  means  elective  options  for  our 
majors,  a  luxury  we  have  not  been  able  to  afford  in  the  past, 
but  a  much  needed  one  in  view  of  the  tremendous  diversity 
of  application  areas  in  which  graduates  with  computer  expertise 
are  employed  today. 


V   CHANGES  IN  PREREQUISITE  REQUIREMENTS 


It  is  proposed  to  revise  the  prerequisite  of 

a)  Computer  Science  26    to  read:  "a  grade  of  C  or  better 
in  Computer  Science  15 

or  consent  of  instructor  . " 

b)  Computer  Science  27    to  read:  "a  grade  of  C  or  better 
in  Computer  Science  26 

or  consent  of  instructor . 
Corequisite:  Mathematics  16 

c)  Computer  Science  44    to  read:  "a  grade  of  C  or  better 
in  Computer  Science  26 

or  consent  of  instructor." 


Just  ificat  ion 


The  rationale  for  requiring  Mathematics  16  as  a  corequisite 
for  Computer  Science  27  is  implicit  in  the  justification 
of  II  1).   Guided  by  this  same  rationale,  the  department 
will  strongly  recommend  to  students  that  Mathematics  16  be 
taken  before,  or  at  least  concurrently  with,  Computer 
Science  26,  and,  if  future  staffing  conditions  permit 
offering  Mathematics  16  each  term,  the  department  may 
propose,  at  that  time,  to  make  Mathematics  16  a  prerequisite 
of  Computer  Science  26. 

Regarding  the  "C  or  better"  requirement,  experience  is 
showing  (as  in  the  past  with  the  Calculus  sequence  in  mathe- 
matics) that  a  student  who  does  not  do  C  work  or  better  in 
15  and  26  cannot  handle  the  courses  for  which  they  are 
prerequisites . 


IMPACT  OF  THE  PROPOSAL 


1  )  Cur r icular : 

As  indicated  in  Part  V  of  the  proposal,  flexibility  in 
our  curricular  offerings  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the 
change  in  the  computer  science  major  requirement.   The 
additional  requirement  of  Mathematics  16  will  strengthen 
the  mathematical  foundation  of  the  program  significantly. 
The  total  number  of  courses  required  for  the  major,  however, 
will  not  be  increased  but  will  remain  the  same:   8  courses  in 
computer  science  and  3  courses  in  mathematics. 

2  )  Staffing : 

The  introduction  of  new  electives  and  redefining  currently 
offered  courses  as  electives  creates  significant  flexi-

SUBJ :     Biology  Department — Catalog  Changes 
I.   Deletions. 

A.  Bio  36.   Introduction  to  Marine  Biology  and  Biological  Oceanography 

B.  Bio  37.   Field  Ornithology 

Rationale 

These  three  courses  are  May  Term  Only  courses  and  have  not  attracted  sufficient 
enrollments  for  the  past  three  years.   Consequently,  they  have  not  been  taught  for 
three  years  and  should  be  removed  from  the  catalog. 

II.   Additions. 

A.  Bio  13-14.   Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology 

Description 

Using  the  organ-systems  approach,  the  course  is  an  introduction  to  the  human 
body — its  anatomy,  physiology,  and  normal  development — with  particular  attention 
to  structure  and  function  at  all  levels  of  its  biological  organization    (molecular 
through  organismal) .   Three  hours  of  lecture,  one  hour  of  discussion,  and  one 
three-hour  lab  per  week.   Prior  study  of  chemistry  is  recommended. 

Rationale 

This  course  is  required  for  the  Lycoming  B.S.  in  Nursing  program.   Although 
much  of  the  content  is  similar  to  Bio  5-6  (title  change  requested  below),  11  of 
the  28  weeks  are  quite  different.   (See  memo  from  Dr.  Zaccaria  to  CDC,  Oct.  19,  1982- 
Appendix  A,  below).   In  short,  the  content  of  Bio  13-14  is  specifically  designed  to 
serve  our  B.S.  Program  in  Nursing,  whereas  the  content  of  Bio  5-6  meets  the  broader 
needs  of  the  Williamsport  Hospital's  diploma  nursing  program.   Should  the  Hospital's 
program  be  phased  out  as  ours  develops,  Bio  5-6  will  eventually  be  dropped. 

B.  Bio  36.   Aquatic  Biology 

Description 

A  field-oriented  course  dealing  with  freshwater  ecosystems.   Studies  will 
include  a  survey  of  the  plankton,  benthos,  and  fish — as  well  as  the  physical  and 
chemical  characteristics  of  water  that  influence  their  distribution.   Several  local 
field  trips  and  a  one-week  trip  to  a  field  station  will  familiarize  students  with 
the  diversity  of  habitats  and  the  techniques  of  limnologists.   May  Term  only. 
Prerequisites:  Bio  10-11. 

Rationale 

The  course  has  been  taught  three  times  as  a  50's  level  course,  attracting  11, 
10,  and  9  students — and  is  a  major  area  of  expertise  of  the  instructor.   No 
prerequisite  re  chemistry  is  recommended  because  the  level  of  chemistry  involved 
does  not  exceed  the  level  covered  in  Bio  10-11. 


C.  Bio  38.   Clinical  Microbiology 

Description 

A  study  of  microorganisms  with  emphasis  given  to  their  taxonomy  and  their  role 
in  various  aspects  of  human  infectious  disease.   Mechanisms  for  treating  and  pre- 
venting infectious  diseases  will  be  presented.   Laboratory  to  include  diagnostic 
culture  procedures,  antibiotic  sensitivity  testing,  serology,  anaerobic  techniques 
and  a  study  of  hemolytic  reactions.   Three  hours  of  lecture  and  four  hours  of 
laboratory  per  week.   Prerequisite:  one  year  of  introductory  level  biology,  one 
year  of_ chemistry  or  consent  of  the  instructor.   Not_to  be  used  as  the  required 
biology  elective  (eighth  course) . 

Rationale: 

This  course  was  designed  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Nursing  to  meet 
their  need  for  course  content  different  from  our  existing  Microbiology  course 
(Bio  21) .   Since  some  of  the  basic  information  in  lecture  and  lab  would  overlap 
with  Bio  21,  we  made  an  extensive  exploration  with  the  Department  of  Nursing, 
practicing  professionals,  and  Dean  Van  Marter  to  see:  (a)  if  the  Nursing  Depart- 
ment would  be  satisfied  with  our  present  course  or  (b)  if  we  could  modify  Bio  21 
to  suit  their  needs.   Neither  of  these  options  turned  out  to  be  satisfactory. 
To  include  the  subject  matter  requested  by  the  Nursing  Department,  we  would  have 
to  cut  the  content  in  Bio  21,  including  a  Library  Research  Paper.   Even  with  this, 
we  would  have  to  increase  lecture  to  4  hours  and  reduce  lab  time  to  3  hours  just 
to  include  the  desired  information.   Additionally,  all  nursing  students  entering 
the  course  will  have  had  a  year  of  chemistry,  but  we  would  have  no  assurances  that 
the  Biology  major  would  have  the  same  background.   This  would  further  influence 
how  the  two  courses  would  be  taught.   Thus,  we  feel  to  present  the  best  educational 
opportunity  for  all,  presenting  two  courses  is  the  only  reasonable  answer. 

The  new  Microbiology  course  will  not  represent  course  expansion.   Bio  21  has 
been  taught  every  semester  for  better  than  the  last  ten  years.   Because  of  a  de- 
crease in  majors  in  the  last  4  or  5  years,  we  feel  that  this  can  be  altered.   We 
propose  teaching  Bio  21  each  fall  semester  and  Bio  38  each  spring  semester.   Thus, 
there  will  be  no  increase  in  the  total  number  of  courses  taught  per  year. 

D.  Bio  45.   Radiation  Biology 

Description 

A  study  of  the  effects  of  ionizing  and  non-ionizing  irradiations  on  cells, 
tissues  and  organisms.   Consideration  will  be  given  to  repair  mechanisms  and  how 
repair  deficiencies  elucidate  the  nature  of  irradiation  damage.   Three  hours  of 
lecture  and  one  three-hour  lab  per  week.   Prerequisites:  Bio  10-11,  one  year  of 
chemistry.   Alternate  years. 

Rationale 

This  course  has  been  taught  twice  at  the  50' s  level  under  the  title  "Molecular 
and  Radiation  Biology"  with  enrollments  of  11  and  12  students.   The  course  was 
originally  initiated  to  provide  biology  majors  with  an  opportunity  to  study  a 
discipline  which  has  become  increasingly  important.   With  the  recent  institution 
of  the  Nuclear  Medicine  Technology  Program,  the  number  of  students  who  would  benefit 
from  this  course  should  increase  or  at  least  continue  at  a  high  level.   Staffing 
for  the  course  is  not  a  problem,  as  this  formalizes  a  course  which  has  been  taught 
twice  now  in  the  alternate  year  sequence  of  the  appropriate  staff  member. 


III.   Changes  in  Existing  Courses  and  Department  Preamble 

A.  Bio  5-6.   Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology 

Change 

It  is  requested  that  the  title  of  this  course  be  changed  to  "Human  Biology" 
and  that  the  following  statement  be  added  to  the  course  description:  "Not  open 
to  students  who  have  received  credit  for  Bio  13-14." 

Rationale 

The  change  in  course  title  is  needed  to  distinguish  Bio  5-6  from  Bio  13-14. 
Bio  5-6,  while  concerned  with  anatomy  and  physiology,  also  contains  a  section 
on  biological  chemistry  and  another  on  clinical  microbiology.   Thus,  Bio  5-6 
gives  a  broader  look  at  human  biology.   (With  the  introduction  of  Chem  8  and 
Bio  38,  the  chemistry  will  be  limited  in  Bio  13-14  and  the  microbiology 
totally  deleted.) 

A.  Addition  to  the  Department  Preamble.

As  at  least  a  partial  answer  to  your  questions  concerning  the  ways  in  which  Bio  5-6 
is  a  modified  course  in  human  anatomy  and  physiology,  I  have  transcribed  below  part 
of  some  introductory  remarks  which  were  used  to  described  the  course  for  the  Accredi- 
tation Review  of  the  Williamsport  Hospital  School  of  Nursing.   Special  notes  which 
are  applicable  here  are  included  in  double  parentheses. 

In  overview,  the  two-semester  course  in  Human  Biology  is  concerned  with  the  normal 
development,  structure  and  function  of  the  body  and  includes  a  special  section 
devoted  to  an  introduction  to  microbiology.   In  the  anatomy  and  physiology  section 
of  the  course,  the  structure  and  function  of  the  body  is  considered  by  an  organ- 
system  approach.   Within  each  section,  however,  the  information  presented  stresses 
organization  and  functioning  at  all  levels  of  biological  organization  (from  the 
molecular  and  ultrastructural  through  the  organismal) . 

This  approach  necessitates  an  initial  coverage  of  the  modern  concepts  of  cell  structui 
and  physiology  and  an  introduction/review  of  basic  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry. 
((The  review  of  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry  is  accomplished  in  five  weeks  in  the 
fall  semester.   In  addition,  the  biochemistry  of  each  organ  system  is  introduced  at 
the  appropriate  time;  for  example,  intermediary  metabolism  is  presented  with  the  G.I. 
system.   The  latter  -  the  review  of  biochemistry  -  would  be  continued  in  Bio  13-14.)) 
A  brief  introduction  to  the  histological  level  of  organization  then  leads  into  the 
largest  segment  of  the  course  -  the  development,  structure  and  function  of  each  major 


body  system.   These  are  studied  in  the  following  sequence:  the  integument,  the 
skeletal  system,  the  musculature,  the  circulatory  system,  the  respiratory  system, 
the  digestive  system  and  metabolism,  the  urinary  system,  the  nervous  and  endocrine 
systems.   An  overview  of  reproductive  physiology,  embryology,  and  genetics  completes 
this  section  of  the  course.   The  microbiology  unit  covers  methods  of  studying  and 
controlling  microbes,  host-pathogen  relationships,  and  diagnostic  procedures.   ((The 
unit  on  microbiology  is  a  distinctly  separate  part  of  the  course  taught  during  the 
last  six  weeks  of  the  second  semester.   As  for  the  review  of  inorganic  and  organic 
chemistry,  it  is  included  here  only  because  of  the  special  needs  of  the  Williamsport 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing.))   The  laboratory  exercises  are  designed  to  correlate 
closely  with  the  lecture  material  and  the  sequences  are  precisely  the  same.   The 
laboratories  thus  are  quite  varied  -  some  examples:   laboratory  exercises  in  in- 
organic chemistry,  study  of  histological  preparations  (microscope  slides  and  electron 
micrographs),  laboratory  dissection  (cat),  electromyography,  blood  lab  work,  analysis 
of  data  from  hormone  bioassays,  culture  and  staining  of  bacteria,  methods  of  con- 
trolling growth  of  microbes,  and  diagnostic  procedures.

SUBJECT:  Course  Substitution  in  the  Biology  Major 

With  regard  to  Bio  38  (this  proposal),  CDC  suggests  that  GCAA  consider  the 
possibility  that  this  course  be  allowed  to  substitute  for  Bio  21--with  departmental 
consent.   This  substitution  would  allow  students  to  shift  from  the  Nursing  Program 
without  having  to  take  a  course  (Bio  21)  which  would  largely  duplicate  their 
training.

(Survey  of  Art)  and  two  additional  courses  in  art  history  (Art  24,31,32,33,34). 
Studio  Research  (Art  46)  is  required  along  with  participation  in  a  senior 
exhibition.

The  Department  of  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures 

A.   Proposed  Curricular  changes  in  German 

I.   Add  the  following: 

German  21-22     Comprehensive  Review  and  Language  Practice 

A  two  semester  course  designed  to  review  and  develop  skills  in  speaking,  listening, 
writing  and  reading.   Grammar  and  vocabulary  building  are  stressed  with  intensive 
review,  writing  practice  and  some  reading  on  contemporary  issues  in  German  speaking 
countries.   As  the  course  progresses  greater  emphasis  is  placed  on  speaking,  listening, 
listening  comprehension  and  translation.   Some  attention  is  given  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  language  and  its  relationship  to  English. 

Prerequisite:    German  11  or  equivalent. 

Justification: 

In  recent  years  it  has  become  apparent  that  our  students  need  a  more 
intensive  review  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  language  than  our  present  sequence 
20-31  has  allowed.   The  Conversation  course  has  become  by  necessity  less  a 
conversation  course  and  more  a  grammar  course.   The  department  feel  the 
21-22  sequence  will  create  a  better,  more  balanced  development  of  the  basic 
skills  than  the  present  system.   It  is  not  only  difficult,  but  also  undesirable 
to  separate  conversation  and  grammar  review  at  this  level. 

Course  description  change 

German  47        Contemporary  German  Literature 

Representative  poets,  novelists  and  dramatists  of  contemporary  Germany, 
Switzerland  and  Austria  covering  the  period  from  1945  to  the  present. 
Readings  selected  from  writers  such  as:  Borchert,  Boll,  Brecht,  Benn,  Frisch, 
Durrenmatt,  Bichsel,  Handke,  Walser,  Grass  and  others. 

Justification: 

Naturalism  and  Expressionism  (in  the  old  description)  are  treated  at  some 
length  in  German  34.   It  is  time  to  devote  more  attention  to  major  contemporary 
writers.   Not  only  are  students  interested  in  the  contemporary  scene,  but 
redesigning  the  course  allows  a  fairer  presentation  of  writers  from  all  the 
German  speaking  countries.

Justification:

One  unit  of 
Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures  25  may  be  included  in  the  major  with 
permission.   German  40  or  German  47  is  required  of  all  majors. 
All  majors  who  wish  to  be  certified  for  teaching  must  pass  courses  33 
and  34.   In  addition  to  the  eight  courses  for  the  major  they  must  also 
pass  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures  38  with  a  grade  of  C  or  better.

Proposed  curricular  changes  in  Spanish 

Drop:   20. 

Add:  21  &  22  COMPREHENSIVE  REVIEW  AND  LANGUAGES  PRACTICE 

This  course  consists  of  a  thorough  review  of  grammar,  drills  for  oral 
comprehension  and  expression,  discussion  of  readings  and  the  writing 
of  compositions.   It  is  designed  to  develop  the  student's  ability  to 
read,  write  and  converse  in  Spanish  with  confidence.   Prerequisite: 
Spanish  11  or  equivalent. 

Justification:   In  order  to  conduct  30  and  40  level  Spanish  courses  in  the 
language,  the  students  need  more  preparation  in  reading,  writing, 
speaking  and  understanding  Spanish  than  is  presently  provided  by 
Spanish  20.

Add:  32  HISPANIC  CULTURE 

To  introduce  students  to  the  Spanish-speaking  people — their  values,  customs 
and  institutions,  with  reference  to  the  geographic  and  historical  forces 
govering  present-day  Spain  and  Spanish  America.   Prerequisite:  Spanish  22 
or  consent  of  the  instructor.   Alternate  years. 

Justification:   Current  staffing  makes  it  impossible  to  offer  a  culture  course 
every  year.   With  a  more  rigorous  prerequisite  (Spanish  22) ,  the  course 
can  be  upgraded  to  include  most  of  the  material  in  28  and  29  in  a  one- 
term  course. 

Drop:'  Spanish  34. 

Changes  in  Spanish  33:

Intensive  practice  for  advanced  students  who  wish 
to  improve  further  their  spoken  and  written 
French.    Includes  work  in  oral  comprehension, 
phonetics,  pronunciation,  oral  and  written 
composition,  and  translation.    Prerequisite: 
One  course  from  French  40,  42,  44,  46  or  consent 
of  instructor. 

Justification:    This  course  attends  to  language  skills,  such  as 
naturalness  and  fluency,  that  can  be  developed  only  after  the 
student  has  acquired  the  vocabulary  provided  by  extensive  reading. 


French  21-22  French  Language  Practice 

Further  training  in  speaking,  listening 
comprehension,  reading,  and  writing. 
Includes  extensive  work  in  grammar. 
Prerequisite:   French  11  or  equivalent. 

Justification:    French  21-22  provides  an  integrated  approach 
to  French  by  combining  material  from  separate  conversation 
and  grammar  courses  with  training  in  reading  skills  needed 
for  the  more  extensive  reading  required  in  later  courses.

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The  Department  of  Sociology  and  Anthropology 

RE:        The  Sociology  and  Anthropology  Department  proposes  (a)  an  addition  of 

a  new  area  of  specialization,  Track  II,  Human  Services  in  a  Socib-Cultural  Perspective 

(b)  changes  in  course  description  and  deletion  and  addition  of  courses. 

The  Proposal 

The  Department  of  Sociology  and  Anthropology  would  like  to  add  an  area  of  specializa- 
tion entitled  Human  Services  in  a  Socio-Cultural  Perspective.   This  new  curriculum 
will  be  called  Track  II;  the  regular  Sociology  and  Anthropology  curriculum  will  be 
retained  as  Track  I.   The  Human  Services  track  is  designed  to  provide  a  broad  back- 
ground for  students  who  are  interested  in  working  with  people  in  a  variety  of  helping 
relationships  in  the  varied  and  expanding  field  of  human  services 

The  Sociology  and  Anthropology  department  has  designed  the  Human  Services  track  by 
deleting  a  few  courses  which  are  not  essential  to  either  track  of  our  major  and  by 
adding  courses  which  are  fundamental  to  the  Human  Services  track.   In  addition, 
some  of  the  present  course  offerings  in  the  department  are  refashioned  to  reflect 
current  departmental  emphases.   The  two  new  courses  in  this  new  track  will  be  taught 
by  current  faculty  members  as  part  of  their  regular  course  load. 

Catalog  Description 

The  Sociology/Anthropology  department  offers  two  tracks  in  the  major.   Both  tracks 
introduce  the  students  to  the  fundamental  concepts  of  the  discipline,  and  both 
tracks  prepare  the  student  for  graduate  school. 

Track  I  emphasis  the  theoretical  aspects  of  sociology  and  anthropology.   Track  II 
emphasizes  the  application  of  sociology  and  anthropology  to  human  services. 

Track  I  -  Sociology-Anthropology  requires  the  core  course  sequence  10,  14,  29,  44, 
and  47  and  three  other  courses  within  the  department  with  the  exception  of  15,  22, 
23,  25,  40,  42,  and  43.   Religion  46  may  also  be  counted  toward  the  major. 

Track  II  -  Human  Services  in  a  Socio-Cultural  Perspective  requires:  Sociology- 
Anthropology  10,  22,  29,  43,  44,  and  47.   In  addition,  students  must  select  two 
courses  from  among  the  following:  Sociology-Anthropology  20,  21,  27,  28,  30,  34, 
and  35.   Students  are  also  required  to  choose  two  units  from  the  following  courses: 
Psychology  10,  Psychology  24,  Economics  24,  Political  Science  28-29,  and  Political 
Science  33.   Recommended  courses:  Accounting  10,  Accounting  26,  Spanish  10,  Spanish  11, 
History  13,  Political  Science  32,  and  Philosophy  34. 

Majors  in  both  tracks  are  encouraged  to  participate  in  the  internship  program. 

Justification 

The  Human  Services  track,  dealing  with  helping  relationships,  is  designed  to  prepare 
students  for  fields  in  which  social  and  cultural  perspectives  are  of  fundamental  im- 
portance.  For  this  reason,  as  well  as  for  more  general  considerations  in  regard  to 
the  liberal  arts  tradition,  the  following  core  courses  are  being  proposed:  S/A  10, 
22  (Introduction  to  Human  Services) ,  29  (Cultural  Anthropology) ,  43  (Human  Services  in 
Helping  Institutions),  44,  and  47.   These  courses  introduce  the  student  to  Sociology 
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and  Cultural  Anthropology;  their  theory  and  research  methods.   The  core  will  provide 
students  with  a  basic  understanding  of  human  behavior  from  social  and  cultural 
perspectives.   The  core  of  Track  II  is  distinguished  from  the  core  of  Track  I  in  that 
it  does  not  include  S/A  14.   Moreover,  Track  II  includes  S/A  22  and  42,  which  are 
specifically  designed  to  provide  a  basic  understanding  of  human  services  and  cannot 
be  taken  to  fulfill  Track  I  requirements. 

In  addition  to  core  courses,  the  department  offers  a  number  of  other  courses  that 
are  of  particular  value  for  those  students  who  are  contemplating  careers  in  various 
aspects  of  human  services.   The  following  courses,  S /A  20,  21,  27,  28,  30,  34,  and  35, 
provide  an  opportunity  for  students  to  develop  their  special  interest  in  the  human 
services  area.   Therefore,  students  are  required  to  take  at  least  two  courses  from 
among  the  above  listed  courses. 

The  program  seeks  to  avail  itself  of  coursexof ferings  from  other  departments  that 
can  supplement  a  socio-cultural  perspective  on  human  services  and  thereby  enhance 
the  program.   We  require  ,  therefore,  that  students  take  two  courses  from  the  following 
offerings  outside  the  Department  of  Sociology-Anthropology:   Psy  10,  Psy  24,  Econ  24, 
Pol  Sci  28-29,  and  Pol  Sci  33.   The  courses  included  in  this  category  are,  in  our 
opinion,  the  ones  most  germaine,  though  not  central,  to  an  understanding  of  human 
services. 

By  requiring  ten  courses  in  the  Human  Services  track,  we  believe  we  can  prepare 
the  student  with  a  more  specialized  interest  within  the  broader  context  and  goals 
of  a  liberal  arts  education. 

In  order  to  attain  the  objectives  of  the  proposed  Human  Services  track,  the  depart- 
ment proposes  the  following  changes: 

(A)  Change  the  course  number  Cultural  Anthropology  (16)  to  Cultural  Anthropology  (29) 

The  content  of  the  course  as  well  as  the  intellectual  demands  placed  on  the 

students  justify,  indeed  require,  raising    the  course  number  designation 

to  more  accurately  reflect  its  degree  of  difficulty.   Prior  to  its  present  designa- 
tion the  course  was  listed  as  S&A  35. 

(B)  Delete  People  and  Cultures  of  Mexico  (22) 

Just ificat ion  -  Staffing  consideration. 

(C)  Delete  Socialization  Through  The  Life  Span  (27) 

Justification  -  Staffing  consideration. 

(D)  Delete  20th  Century  Chinese  Society  (29) 

Justification  -  It  has  been  listed  in  the  catalog  for  many  years.   However, 
the  course  has  been  offered  only  once  since  1975  with  minimum  success. 

(E)  Delete  Introduction  to  Social  Work  (42) 

Justification  -   Introduction  to  Social  Work  covered  various  aspects  of 
work  such  as  social  work  concepts,  case  work,  group  work,  community  organizati 
and  techniques  of  social  work  such  as  interviewing,  counseling,  etc.  within  a  semester 
period.   It  has  always  been  difficult  for  the  instructor  to  cover  all  of  these  topics 
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adequately  without  giving  short  shrift  to  each  topic.   Furthermore,  Introduction  to 
Social  Work  is  a  part  of  the  sequence  of  social  work  training  designed  by  Council  of 
Social  Work  Education.   Our  department  does  not  offer  social  work  courses  which  follow 
the  sequence  of  Introduction  to  Social  Work.   Threrefore  offering  the  course  in  the 
department  without  relating  to  other  specific  social  work  courses  is  meaningless. 

(F)  Delete  Alternative  Life  Styles  (43) 

Justification  -  See  justification  in  Social  Problems  (27) 

Additions 

(A)  Add  Introduction  to  Human  Services  (22) 

Course  Description:   The  course  is  designed  for  students  interested  in  learning  about, 
or  entering,  the  human  services  profession.   It  will  review  the  history,  the  range, 
and  the  goals  of  human  services  together  with  a  survey  of  various  strategies  and 
approaches  to  human  problems.   It  will  include  practical  discussions  of  social  be- 
havioral differences  as  they  relate  to  stress  and  conflict  in  people's  lives. 
Prerequisite:  Sociology-Anthropology  10  and/or  Psychology  10  or  consent  of  the 
instructor. 

Justification:   The  course  is  essential  for  all  the  students  who  want  to 
concentrate  in  human  services  in  the  department.   The  course  will  introduce 
the  student  to  a  broader  understanding  of  human  services,  the  value  and  the  philosophy 
of  human  services,  and  the  sociology  and  anthropology  involved  in  helping  people. 
For  those  students  who  are  thinking  of  entering  the  helping  profession,  it  provides 
an  overview  of  the  skills,,  roles,  and  functions  of  the  new  generalist  human  service 
worker. 

(B)  Add  Social  Problems  (27) 

Course  Description:   The  course  examines  the  causes,  characteristics,  and  conse- 
quences of  social  problems  in  America  from  diverse  socio-cultural  perspectives. 
Topics  discussed  typically  include  crime,  urban  crises,  family  disorganization, 
poverty,  race  problems,  drug  abuse,  and  other  related  issues.   Prerequisite : 
Sociology-Anthropology  10  or  consent  of  instructor. 

Justification:   Alternative  Life  Styles  (43)  concentrated  on  traditionally 
labelled  deviant  behavior  such  as  mental  illness,  drug  addiction,  prostitution, 
etc.   Social  Problems  will  cover  a  much  wider  areas  of  social  problems,  going  beyond 
deviant  behavior  and  analyzing  the  sources  of  social  problems  using  a  socio-cultural 
perspective.   The  course  should  appeal  not  only  to  Human  Services  specialists  but 
also  to  students  with  varied  majors. 

(C)  Add  Human  Services  in  Helping  Institutions  (43) 

Course  Description:   The  course  examines  the  organizational  and  conceptual  context 
within  which  human  services  are  delivered  in  contemporary  society.   Subjects  to  be 
covered  include  ethnographic  study  of  nursing  homes,  prisons,  therapeutic  communities, 
mental  hospitals  and  other  human  service  institutions.   The  methodology  of  fieldwork 
will  be  explored  so  as  to  sensitize  the  student  to  the  socio-cultural  dimensions  of 
helping  environments  and  relationships.   Prerequisite:  Sociology-Anthropology  10 
or  Sociology-Anthropology  29  or  consent  of  instructor.   (Alternate  years.) 
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Justification:   In  the  past  the  department  has  offered  several  courses 
dealing  with  socio-cultural  perspectives  on  helping  relationships  including 
medical  sociology  and  therapeutic  anthropology.   Such  courses,  while  successful, 
were  found  to  be  too  advanced  for  our  student  body  and  thus  were  not  permanently 
added  to  our  departmental  offerings.   S&A  43  provides  the  opportunity  to  introduce 
these  vital  contemporary  areas  of  anthropological  and  sociological  concern  at  a 
level  appropriate  to  our  student  body  and  thereby  strengthen  our  departmental 
offerings  while  contributing  substantially  to  our  new  human  services-socio-cultural 
track. 
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The  Department  of  Astronomy  and  Physics  proposes  the  following  changes  in  our 
offerings: 

I.   Renumber  two  courses  to  more  accurately  reflect  their  level  of 
difficulty. 
II.   Eliminate  the  lower  level  of  several  advanced  courses. 
III.   Add  a  new  May  or  Summer  Term  course. 
IV.   Add  a  new  regular  term  advanced  course  that  will  contribute  both  to 
our  physics  major  and  to  our  Nuclear  Medicine  Technology  program. 
V.   Revise  the  colloquium  requirement  for  both  our  astronomy  and  our 
physics  majors. 
VI.   Designate  our  courses  as  either  Astronomy  courses  or  Physics  courses, 
in  a  manner  similar  to  that  of  the  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences 
which  now  designates  its  courses  as  either  Computer  Science  or 
Mathematics. 

I.   Renumber  28  MECHANICS  to  31,  and  renumber  29  ELECTRICITY  AND  MAGNETISM  to 
32. 
Catalog  description: 

The  catalog  descriptions  of  these  two  courses  will  remain  the  same; 

only  the  numbers  will  change. 
Justification: 

These  two  courses  are  part  of  our  physics  core  requirement.   They  are 

normally  taken  by  juniors  (and  by  exceptional  sophomores  who  had  25 

and  26  in  their  freshman  year).   These  are  rigorous,  demanding  courses. 

Consequently  we  feel  their  numbers  should  be  in  the  30' s  rather  than 

in  the  20 's. 

II.   Eliminate  34,  35,  and  36,  the  lower  levels  of  RELATIVITY  AND  COSMOLOGY, 
STELLAR  EVOLUTION,  and  STELLAR  DYNAMICS  AND  GALACTIC  STRUCTURE. 
Catalog  description: 

The  catalog  descriptions  of  the  upper  levels  of  these  courses 
(44,  45,  and  46)  will  remain  the  same,  except  that  references  to  the 
lower  levels  will  be  deleted. 
Justification: 

We  have  not  needed  to  offer  the  lower  levels  of  these  courses  for  the 
last  seven  years.   All  students  taking  these  courses  have  had  the 
necessary  background  to  take  the  upper  levels. 

III.   Add  a  new  May  or  Summer  Term  course,  Physics  6--ENERGY  ALTERNATIVES. 
Catalog  description: 

6  ENERGY  ALTERNATIVES 

A  physicist's  definition  of  work,  energy,  and  power.   The  various  energy 
sources  available  for  use,  such  as  fossil  fuels,  nuclear  fission  and 
fusion,  hydro,  solar,  wind,  and  geothermal.   The  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  each  energy  conversion  method,  including  availability, 
efficiency,  and  environmental  effects.   Present  areas  of  energy  research 
and  possible  future  developments.   Projections  of  possible  future 
energy  demands.   Exercises  and  experiments  in  energy  collection, 
conversion,  and  utilization.   May  or  Summer  Term  only. 
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Justification: 

This  course  has  been  taught  on  an  experimental  basis  as  a  50 's  level 
course  twice  in  May  (for  5  and  10  students)  and  once  in  summer  (for 
4  students).   The  subject  is  of  great  current  and  future  importance. 
One  of  the  primary  goals  of  the  course  is  to  give  students  a  sound 
scientific  basis  upon  which  to  evaluate  the  many  claims  and 
counterclaims  they  will  encounter  concerning  energy  availability  and 
the  environmental  effects  of  various  sources.   Assignments  include 
assorted  readings,  homework  problems,  lab  experiments,  and  the 
preparation  of  a  written  paper  and  an  oral  presentation  on  some  energy 
topic;  a  midterm  and  a  final  exam  are  given.   While  this  course  would 
be  of  value  to  all  students  (including  astronomy  and  physics  majors), 
we  do  not  feel  it  should  count  toward  the  major  and  so  we  are  numbering 
it  below  10. 

IV.   Add  new  advanced  course,  Physics  47— NUCLEAR  AND  PARTICLE  PHYSICS 

47   NUCLEAR  AND  PARTICLE  PHYSICS 

The  course  will  consider  properties  of  nuclei,  nuclear  models, 
radioactivity,  nuclear  reactions  (including  fission  and  fusion),  and 
properties  of  elementary  particles.   The  interactions  of  nuclear 
particles  with  matter  and  the  detection  of  nuclear  particles  will  be 
covered.   It  will  be  shown  how  observed  phenomena  lead  to  theories  on 
the  nature  of  fundamental  interactions,  how  these  forces  act  at  the 
smallest  measurable  distances,  and  what  is  expected  to  occur  at  even 
smaller  distances.   Four  hours  of  lecture  and  recitation  and  two  hours 
of  laboratory  per  week.   Prerequisites:   either  Physics  26 
(Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus  II)  or  Physics  16  (Physics  with 
Life  Science  Applications  II),  Mathematics  19,  and  either  Physics  38 
(Atomic  and  Molecular  Physics)  or  Chemistry  10.   Alternate  years. 

Justification: 

This  course  contributes  to  a  student's  basic  understanding  of  physics 
by  showing  how  fundamental  forces  act  at  the  smallest  measurable  dis- 
tances.  Some  of  the  ideas  to  be  covered  in  this  course  can  be  applied 
to  many  other  fields  of  physics.   For  example,  scattering  theory  is 
a  current  area  of  research  in  geophysics  and  solid  state  physics. 
Radiation  safety  and  nuclear  medicine  are  current  areas  of  research  in 
health  physics.   Elementary  particle  physics  in  the  early  part  of  the 
big  bang  is  a  current  area  of  research  in  astrophysics.   Nuclear  physics 
shows  how  fundamental  forces  act  at  distances  smaller  than  atomic 
distances  and  prepares  the  student  to  study  even  shorter  distances. 
Elementary  particle  physics  represents  the  forefront  in  theoretical 
physics  research. 

This  course  fulfills  the  requirement  of  a  course  in  nuclear 
physics  for  the  physics  option  for  the  Cooperative  Program  in  Nuclear 
Medicine  Technology.  Physics  26  or  16  provides  the  basic  understanding 
of  the  laws  of  motion,  electricity  and  magnetism,  and  wave  phenomena 
that  is  necessary  as  a  prerequisite  for  the  course.  Either  Physics  38 
or  Chemistry  10  is  required  because  some  knowledge  of  the  periodic 
table,  ionization,  and  molecular  bonding  is  necessary  for  understanding 
the  interaction  of  radiation  with  matter,  as  well  as  providing  a  useful 
analogy  for  nuclear  and  elementary  particle  models.  Mathematics  19  is 
listed  as  a  prerequisite  because  although  it  is  a  corequisite  for 
Physics  26,  some  students  drop  Mathematics  19  in  midsemester .  Such 
students  would  not  have  sufficient  mathematics  background  to  handle 
Physics  47. 
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Change  description  of  49 — COLLOQUIA 

49.   ASTRONOMY  AND  PHYSICS  COLLOQUIA 

This  non-credit  but  required  course  for  juniors  and  seniors  majoring  in 
astronomy  and  physics  offers  our  students  a  chance  to  meet  and  hear  active 
scientists  in  astronomy,  physics,  and  related  scientific  areas  talk  about  their 
own  research  or  professional  activities.   In  addition,  majors  in  astronomy  and 
physics  must  present  two  lectures,  one  given  during  the  junior  year  and  one 
given  during  the  senior  year,  on  the  results  of  a  literature  survey  or  indi- 
vidual research  project.   Students  majoring  in  this  department  are  required  to  attend 
four  semesters  during  junior  and  senior  years.   A  letter  grade  will  be  given 
when  the  student  gives  a  lecture.   Otherwise  the  grade  will  be  S/U.   Students  in 
the  Cooperative  Program  in  Liberal  Arts  and  Engineering  are  required  to  attend 
two  semesters  and  present  one  lecture  during  their  junior  year.   One  hour  per 
week. 

Justification: 

The  departmental  colloquia  are  an  important  part  of  the  education  of 
astronomy  and  physics  majors.   Through  attendance  at  these  colloquia,  the  student 
becomes  aware  of  current  research  in  various  fields  as  well  as  learning  about 
possible  careers  in  astronomy  and  physics.   The  student  is  required  to  do  inde- 
pendent research  of  the  literature  in  topics  of  current  interest  and  to  explain 
that  research  in  a  way  which  is  understandable  to  other  students. 

The  requirement  of  attendance  at  colloquia  and  presentation  of  lectures  has 
been  difficult  to  enforce.   Also,  several  students  have  not  put  as  much  effort 
into  the  preparation  of  their  lectures  as  we  feel  they  should.   We  hope  that  a 
grade  will  provide  an  incentive  toward  quality  preparation.   When  no  lecture  is 
given,  an  S/U  grade  will  be  given  based  on  attendance. 

The  requirement  of  four  semesters  attendance  (revised  from  three)  and  two 
lectures  (revised  from  one)  corresponds  to  what  the  department  has  been  request- 
ing the  students  to  do  already.   By  their  junior  year,  all  of  our  students  have 
had  at  least  four  courses  in  the  department  and  are  ready  to  do  literature  re- 
search on  their  own  on  some  topics.   We  believe  that  regular  and  active 
attendance  is  a  reasonable  requirement.   The  awarding  of  academic  credit  for  AsPh 
49  has  never  been  done  in  the  memory  of  the  members  of  the  department  (although 
expressly  allowed),  and  we  now  feel  credit  is  not  really  appropriate.   Therefore 
the  reference  to  academic  credit  has  been  deleted.   (The  precedent  of  required 
but  non-credit  courses  has  been  established  by  the  college's  physical  education 
distribution  requirement.) 

Specifically  designate  our  courses  as  astronomy  courses  or  physics  courses.   The 
catalog  description  of  the  department  will  be  as  follows. 

ASTRONOMY  AND  PHYSICS 

The  department  offers  two  majors.   The  major  in  astronomy  is  specifically 
designed  to  train  students  in  the  field  of  planetarium  education;  it  also  may 
serve  as  a  basis  for  earning  state  certification  as  a  secondary  school  teacher 
of  general  science.   The  major  in  physics  can  prepare  students  for  graduate  work 
in  physics,  astronomy,  and  related  physical  sciences,  for  the  cooperative  pro- 
gram in  engineering,  for  the  Nuclear  Medicine  Technology  program,  for  state 
certification  as  secondary  school  teachers  of  physics,  or  for  technical  positions 
in  industry. 
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Astronomy 

The  major  in  astronomy  requires  Astronomy  11,  either  12  or  13,  30,  44,  45,  and  46; 
Physics  25  and  26;  Mathematics  18  and  19;  and  Chemistry  10  and  11.   Juniors  and 
seniors  majoring  in  astronomy  are  also  required  to  register  for  four  semesters  of 
Astronomy  49  (non-credit  colloquia).   In  addition;  the  following  cognate  courses 
are  recommended:   Physics  27  and  33;  Philosophy  23,  24,  and  33;  Music  22;  and  Art 
27. 

3  OBSERVATIONAL  ASTRONOMY 

A  methods  course  providing  the  opportunity  to  make  a  variety  of  astronomical 
observations,  both  visually  and  photographically,  with  and  without  telescopes. 
The  planetarium  is  used  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  sky  at  various 
times  during  the  year  and  from  different  locations  on  earth.   May  or  Summer 
Term  only. 

4  FIELD  GEOLOGY 

A  methods  course  introducing  the  field  techniques  needed  to  study  the  geology 
of  an  area.   May  or  Summer  Term  only. 

5  HISTORY  OF  ASTRONOMY 

A  comprehensive  view  of  the  evolution  of  astronomical  thought  from  ancient 
Greece  to  the  present,  emphasizing  the  impact  that  astronomical  discoveries 
and  the  conquest  of  space  have  had  on  Western  culture.   May  or  Summer  Term 
only. 

1  PRINCIPLES  OF  ASTRONOMY  (B) 

11  PRINCIPLES  OF  ASTRONOMY  (A) 

A  summary  of  current  concepts  of  the  universe  from  the  solar  system  to  distant 
galaxies.   Describes  the  techniques  and  instruments  used  in  astronomical  re- 
search.  Presents  not  only  what  is  reasonably  well  known  about  the  universe, 
but  also  considers  some  of  the  major  unsolved  problems.   Astronomy  1  and  11 
share  the  same  three  hours  of  lecture  and  two  hours  of  laboratory  each  week. 

11  has  one  additional  hour  each  week  for  more  advanced  mathematical  treatment 
of  the  material.   Credit  may  not  be  earned  for  both  1  and  11.   Corequisite 
for  11:   Mathematics  17  or  consent  of  instructor. 

2  EARTH  SCIENCE  (B) 

12  EARTH  SCIENCE  (A) 

A  study  of  the  physical  processes  that  continually  affect  the  planet  Earth, 
shaping  our  environment.   Describes  how  past  events  and  lifeforms  can  be  re- 
constructed from  preserved  evidence  to  reveal  the  history  of  our  planet  from 
its  origin  to  the  present.   Emphasizes  the  ways  in  which  geology,  meteorology, 
and  oceanography  interrelate  with  man  and  the  environment.   Astronomy  2  and  12 
share  the  same  three  hours  of  lecture  and  two  hours  of  laboratory  each  week. 

12  has  one  additional  hour  each  week  for  more  advanced  mathematical  treatment 
of  the  material.   Credit  may  not  be  earned  for  both  2  and  12.   Corequisite  for 
12:   Mathematics  17  or  consent  of  instructor. 

13  METEOROLOGY 

The  general  properties  of  the  atmosphere  and  their  measurements  will  be  dis- 
cussed in  terms  of  basic  physical  and  chemical  laws.

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30   PLANETARIUM  TECHNIQUES 

A  methods  course  covering  major  aspects  of  planetarium  programming,  operation 
and  maintenance.   Students  are  required  to  prepare  and  present  a  planetarium 
show.   Upon  successfully  completing  the  course,  students  are  eligible  to  become 
planetarium  assistants.   Three  hours  of  lecture  and  demonstration  and  three 
hours  of  practical  training  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Astronomy  1  or  11 
(Principles  of  Astronomy)  or  consent  of  the  instructor.   Alternate  years. 

44  RELATIVITY  AND  COSMOLOGY 

A  detailed  presentation  of  the  special  theory  of  relativity,  and  a  short  view 
of  the  general  theory  and  its  classical  proofs.   Man's  concepts  of  the  universe, 
with  particular  attention  to  alternative  modern  cosmological  models.   Discus- 
sion of  the  Cosmological  Principle,  its  rationale,  and  its  implications.   Four 
hours  of  lecture  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Astronomy  11  (Principles  of 
Astronomy  A)  and  Physics  25  (Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus  I) .   Alternate 
years.   Cross-listed  as  Physics  44. 

45  STELLAR  EVOLUTION 

The  physical  principles  governing  the  internal  structure  and  external  appearance 
of  stars.   Mechanisms  of  energy  generation  and  transport  within  stars.   The 
evolution  of  stars  from  initial  formation  to  final  stages.   The  creation  of 
chemical  elements  by  nucleosynthesis.   Four  hours  of  lecture  per  week.   Pre- 
requisites:  Astronomy  11  (Principles  of  Astronomy  A)  and  Physics  26  (Intro- 
ductory Physics  with  Calculus  II).   Alternate  years. 

46  STELLAR  DYNAMICS  AND  GALACTIC  STRUCTURE 

The  motion  of  objects  in  gravitational  fields.   Introduction  to  the  n-body 
problem.   The  relation  between  stellar  motions  and  the  galactic  potential. 
The  large  scale  structure  of  galaxies  in  general  and  of  the  Milky  Way  Galaxy 
in  particular.   Four  hours  of  lecture  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Astronomy  11 
(Principles  of  Astronomy  A)  and  Physics  25  (Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus 
I).   Alternate  years. 

49   ASTRONOMY  AND  PHYSICS  COLLOQUIA 

This  non-credit  but  required  course  for  juniors  and  seniors  majoring  in 
astronomy  and  physics  offers  our  students  a  chance  to  meet  and  hear  active 
scientists  in  astronomy,  physics,  and  related  scientific  areas  talk  about 
their  own  research  or  professional  activities.   In  addition,  majors  in 
astronomy  and  physics  must  present  two  lectures,  one  given  during  the  junior 
year  and  one  given  during  the  senior  year,  on  the  results  of  a  literature 
survey  or  on  individual  research.   Students  majoring  in  this  department  are 
required  to  attend  four  semesters  during  junior  and  senior  years.   A  letter 
grade  will  be  given  when  the  student  gives  a  lecture.   Otherwise  the  grade 
will  be  S/U.   Students  in  the  Cooperative  Program  in  Liberal  Arts  and 
Engineering  are  required  to  attend  two  semesters  and  present  one  lecture  dur- 
ing their  junior  year.   One  hour  per  week.   Cross-listed  as  Physcis  49. 

70-79   INTERNSHIP  (See  Index) 

80-89   INDEPENDENT  STUDY  (See  Index) 

Independent  studies  may  be  undertaken  in  most  areas  of  astronomy. 

90-99   INDEPENDENT  STUDY  FOR  DEPARTMENTAL  HONORS  (See  Index) 
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Physics 


The  major  in  physics  requires  Physics  25,  26,  31,  32,  and  four  additional 
Physics  courses  numbered  27  and  above.   Up  to  two  courses  chosen  from  Astronomy 
11,  12,  13,  45,  and  46  may  substitute  for  two  of  the  four  Physics  electives. 
Also  required  are  Mathematics  18  and  19,  and  Chemistry  10  and  11. 
Juniors  and  seniors  majoring  in  physics  are  required  to  register  for  four 
semesters  of  Physics  49  (non-credit  colloquia).   In  addition,  the  following 
cognate  courses  are  recommended:   Mathematics  20  and  21  (these  are  required  for 
the  cooperative  engineering  program  and  by  most  graduate  schools) ;  Computer 
Science  15  (required  for  the  cooperative  engineering  program) ;  and  Philosophy 
23,  24,  and  33.   A  foreign  language  is  recommended  for  students  planning  on 
graduate  study. 

6     ENERGY  ALTERNATIVES 

A  physicist's  definition  of  work,  energy,  and  power.   The  various  energy 
sources  available  for  use,  such  as  fossil  fuels,  nuclear  fission  and 
fusion,  hydro,  solar,  wind,  and  geothermal.   The  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  each  energy  conversion  method,  including  availability, 
efficiency,  and  environmental  effects.   Present  areas  of  energy  research 
and  possible  future  developments.   Projections  of  possible  future  energy 
demands.   Exercises  and  experiments  in  energy  collection,  conversion,  and 
utilization.   May  or  Summer  Term  only. 

15-16   PHYSICS  WITH  LIFE  SCIENCE  APPLICATIONS 

The  basic  concepts,  principle's,  and  laws  of  physics  are  presented  in  this 
noncalculus  introductory  physics  course.   Topics  include  mechanics,  elastic 
properties  of  matter,  fluids,  thermodynamics,  electricity  and  magnetism, 
waves,  optics,  and  radioactivity.   Many  of  the  examples  and  problems  used 
to  illustrate  the  physics  are  selected  from  the  life  sciences.   Three  hours 
of  lecture,  one  hour  of  recitation,  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  per  week. 
Prerequisite:   Mathematics  17  or  consent  of  instructor.   (Credit  may  not 
be  earned  for  both  15  and  25  or  for  both  16  and  26.) 

25-26   INTRODUCTORY  PHYSICS  WITH  CALCULUS 

A  mathematically  rigorous  introduction  to  physics  designed  for  majors  in 
physics,  astronomy,  chemistry,  and  mathematics.   Topics  include  mechanics, 
thermodynamics,  electricity  and  magnetism,  waves,  optics,  and  modern  physics. 
Five  hours  of  lecture  and  recitation  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  per  week. 
Corequisite:   Mathematics  18-19  (Calculus  I  and  II).   (Credit  may  not  be 
earned  for  both  15  and  25  or  for  both  16  and  26.) 

27    ELECTRONICS 

D. C.  and  A.C.  circuit  and  network  theory,  active  devices  such  as  transistors, 
operational  amplifiers,  integrated  circuits,  and  introduction  to  digital 
electronics  will  be  covered.   Three  lectures  and  two  two-hour  laboratory 
sessions  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Physics  16  or  26,  and  Mathematics  9  or 
18  or  consent  of  instructor.   Alternate  years. 
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31  MECHANICS 

Kinematics  and  dynamics  of  single  particles  and  systems  of  particles.   Rigid 
bodies.   Introduction  to  the  mechanics  of  continuous  media.   Moving  reference 
frames.   Lagrangian  mechanics.   Four  hours  of  lecture  and  three  hours  of 
laboratory  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Physics  25  (Introductory  Physics  with 
Calculus  I)  and  Mathematics  19  (Calculus  II). 

32  ELECTRICITY  AND  MAGNETISM 

The  electromagnetic  field,  electrical  potential,  magnetic  f ieldj and  electric 
and  magnetic  properties  of  matter.   Electric  circuits.   Maxwell's  equations. 
Laboratory  includes  electronics  as  well  as  classical  electricity  and 
magnetism.   Four  hours  of  lecture  and  three  hours  of  laboratory  per  week. 
Prerequisite:   Physics  26  (Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus  II). 

33  OPTICS 

Geometrical  optics^     optical  systems,  physical  optics,  interference, 
Fraunhofer  and  Fresnel  dif f raction, and  coherence  and  lasers  will  be  covered. 
Three  hours  of  lecture  and  three  hours  of  laboratory  per  week.   Prerequisites: 
Physics  16  or  26,  and  Mathematics  9  or  18  or  consent  of  instructor. 
Alternate  years. 

37  THERMODYNAMICS  AND  STATISTICAL  MECHANICS 

Classical  thermodynamics  will  be  presented,  showing  that  the  macroscopic 
properties  of  a  system  can  be  specified  without  a  knowledge  of  the  micro- 
scopic properties  of  the  constituents  of  the  system.   Then  statistical 
mechanics  will  be  developed,  showing  that  these  same  macroscopic  properties 
are  determined  by  the  microscopic  properties.   Four  hours  of  lecture  and 
recitation  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Physics  26  (Introductory  Physics  with 
Calculus  II)  and  Mathematics  19  (Calculus  II).   Alternate  years. 

38  ATOMIC  AND  MOLECULAR  PHYSICS 

The  development  of  the  principles  and  methods  of  quantum  mechanics  from  the 
earliest  evidence  of  quantization.   Structure  and  spectra  of  atoms  and 
molecules.   Extension  of  quantum  theory  to  the  solid  state.   Four  hours  of 
lecture  and  recitation  and  one  three-hour  laboratory  per  week.   Prerequisite: 
Physics  26  (Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus  II)  and  Mathematics  19 
(Calculus  II).   Alternate  years. 

44   RELATIVITY  AND  COSMOLOGY 

A  detailed  presentation  of  the  special  theory  of  relativity,  and  a  short 
view  of  the  general  theory  and  its  classical  proofs.   Man's  concepts  of  the 
universe,  with  particular  attention  to  alternative  modern  cosmological 
models.   Discussion  of  the  Cosmological  Principle,  its  rationale,  and  its 
implications.   Four  hours  of  lecture  per  week.   Prerequisites:   Astronomy  II 
(Principles  of  Astronomy  A)  and  Physics  25  (Introductory  Physics  with 
Calculus  I).   Alternate  years.   Cross-listed  as  Astronomy  44. 
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4  7   NUCLEAR  AND  PARTICLE  PHYSICS 

The  course  will  consider  properties  of  nuclei,  nuclear  models, 
radioactivity,  nuclear  reactions  (including  fission  and  fusion) ,  and 
properties  of  elementary  particles.   The  interactions  of  nuclear  particles 
with  matter  and  the  detection  of  nuclear  particles  will  be  covered.   It 
will  be  shown  how  observed  phenomena  lead  to  theories  on  the  nature  of 
fundamental  interactions,  how  these  forces  act  at  the  smallest  measurable 
distances,  and  what  is  expected  to  occur  at  even  smaller  distances.   Four 
hours  of  lecture  and  recitation  and  two  hours  of  laboratory  per  week. 
Prerequisites:   either  Physics  26  (Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus  II) 
or  Physics  16  (Physics  with  Life  Science  Applications  II),  Mathematics  19, 
and  either  Physics  38  (Atomic  and  Molecular  Physics)  or  Chemistry  10. 
Alternate  years. 

48  INTRODUCTION  TO  QUANTUM  MECHANICS 

Basic  concepts  and  formulation  of  quantum  theory.  The  free  particle,  the 
simple  harmonic  oscillator,  the  hydrogen  atom,  and  central  force  problems 
will  be  discussed.  Both  time-independent  and  time-dependent  perturbation 
theory  will  be  covered.  Four  hours  of  lecture  and  recitation.  Prerequisite: 
either  Physics  26  (Introductory  Physics  with  Calculus  II)  or  Chemistry  31 
(Physical  Chemistry  II),  and  Mathematics  21  (Differential  Equations). 

49  ASTRONOMY  AND  PHYSICS  COLLOQUIA

Justification :  In  recent  years  we  have  discovered  that  there 
is  a  need  for  a  general  introductory  course  on  religion.  Suet" 
course  would  present  the  broad  concepts  common  to  the  field. 
For  many  years  we  did  teach  an  introductory  course.  But  we 
dropped  it  during  the  mid-1970's,  because  the  texts  were  too 
individualistic  and  faddish.  Now  we  are  getting  useful  texts. 
which  contain  up-to-date  objective  research  materials  and 
common  methodologies. 


CHANGE  OF  NAME  AND  COURSE  NUMBER : 

46    BIBLE,  ARCHAEOLOGY,  AND  FAITH 

to  become 
26    BIBLICAL  ARCHAEOLOGY 

Description :  The  same  as  the  present  Religion  46. 

Justification:  The  course  was  intended  from  the  start  as 
a  beginners  course  with  no  prerequisites.  However,  the  histoi 
literary,  and  theological  issues  involved  in  the  course  are 
substantive.  A  number  in  the  20's  better  states  the  level 
at  which  this  course  is  taught.  Because  of  the  diversity  of 
issues  raised  it  is  an  appropriate  course  to  satisfy  the 
Distribution  Requirements  in  Religion.  Freshmen  have  been 
doing  so  successfully.

43    THE  EDUCATIONAL  MINISTRY  OF  THE  CHURCH 

Justification :  Due  to  staff  changes  some  years  ago,  no  one  in 
the  department  is  trained  to  teach  in  this  area.  Students 
have  been  fulfilling  interests  in  education  through  intern- 
ships in  local-  churches .  Some  of  the  content  in  this  course 
will  be  assimilated  into  Rel.  42  THE  NATURE  AND  MISSION  OF

Addendum  to  Course  Change  Proposal: 

NEW  COURSE: 

17    INTRODUCTION  TO  SUPERNATURAL  PHENOMENA 

Description:   An  examination  of  claims  for  supernatural  or  paranormal 
phenomena  with  an  emphasis  on  critical  methodology  and  the  evaluation 
of  evidence.  Topics  discussed  include  the  Bermuda  Triangle  Mystery, 
Ancient  Astronauts,  the  Loch  Ness  monster,  Bigfoot,  Noah's  Ark,  ESP, 
witchcraft,  astrology,  Spiritualism,  ghosts,  UFOs,  and  others. 

Justification:   Today's  students  are  swamped  with  "the  new  nonsense." 
Many  have  lost  the  ability  to  distinguish  scientifically  verifiable 
data  from  unverifiable  dogmatic  assertions.   This  course  is  designed 
to  teach  students  the  nature  of  and  the  difference  between  the 
scientific  and  religious  methodologies,  the  proper  role  of  each,  and 
the  hazards  of  mixing  the  two.   They  learn  the  proper  application  of 
Occam's  Razor  and  the  requirements  for  a  valid  "Galileo  defense." 
This  is  primarily  a  course  in  critical  skills  applied  to  subject 
matter  which  is  of  interest  to  most  of  our  students,  and  yet  which 
perfectly  illustrates  to  the  student  the  need  for  and  value  of  those 
skills.

The  History  Dept.  proposes  the  addition  of  the  following  course  to  its 
offerings : 

History  31:  History  of  World  War  II 

A  comprehensive  examination  of  World  War  II  emphasizing  the  effect  of 
ideological,  economic  and  political  forces  on  the  formulation  of  military 
strategy  and  the  conduct  of  operations;  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  expansion 
of  government  powers;  and  the  experience  of  war  from  the  perspective  of 
ordinary  civilians  and  military  alike.   Does_not  count  towards  distribution 
requirement . 

If  History  31  is  approved,  change  the  sentence  on  p.  7  of  the  catalog 
regarding  the  History  &  Social  Science  distribution  requirements  to  read: 

"Any  two  courses,  except  History  31" 

Justification: 

This  course  was  instituted  to  meet  the  interests  of  many  students  in  the 
Second  World  War  and  has  been  offered  twice  in  the  last  two  years.   The  department 
believes  it  is  a  useful  vehicle  for  attracting  students  who  might  not  otherwise 
take  a  history  course,  and  it  presents  no  staffing  problems,   Although  the  course 
presumes  no  background  in  history  and  consequently  has  no  prerequisites,  the 
department  does  not  wish  it  to  count  towards  the  history/social  science  distribution 
because  it  believes  the  focus  of  the  course  is  too  narrow  to  be  suitable  for  this 
purpose.

V.   Motions  from  C.D.C.  regarding  biology  catalog  changes  (initially  appearing 
in  Academic  Bulletin  #20,  1/14/83). 

A.   Bio  38  Clinical  Microbiology 

1.  It  was  moved  to  renumber  and  retitle  this  course  "Bio  26  Micro- 
biology for  the  Health  Sciences."  Motion  passed. 

2.  It  was  moved  to  add  to  the  description  of  this  course  the  phrase, 
"Not  open  to  students  who  have  received  credit  for  Biology  21." 
Motion  passed. 

3.  It  was  moved  to  delete  from  the  description  of  the  course  the 
phrase  "Not  to  be  used  as  the  required  biology  elective  (eighth 
course)."  Motion  passed. 

The  proposed  course  description,  as  amended,  now  reads: 

"Biology  26  Microbiology  for  the  Health  Sciences 

A  study  of  microorganisms  with  emphasis  given  to  their  taxonomy 
and  their  role  in  various  aspects  of  human  infectious  disease. 
Mechanisms  for  treating  and  preventing  infectious  diseases  will  be 
presented.   Laboratory  to  include  diagnostic  culture  procedures, 
antibiotic  sensitivity  testing,  serology,  anaerobic   techniques  and  a 
study  of  hemolytic  reactions.   Three  hours  of  lecture  and  four  hours 
of  laboratory  per  week.   Prerequisites:   one  year  of  introductory  level 
biology,  one  year  of  chemistry  or  consent  of  the  instructor.   Not  open 
to  students  who  have  received  credit  for  Biology  21. "

B.  Biology  45   Radiation  Biology 

It  was  moved  to  accept  Bio  45.   Motion  passed. 

The  proposed  course  description  now  reads; 

"Biology  45   Radiation  Biology 

A  study  of  the  effects  of  ionizing  and  non-ionizing  irradiations 
on  cells,  tissues  and  organisms.   Consideration  will  be  given  to  repair 
mechanisms  and  how  repair  deficiencies  elucidate  the  nature  or  ir- 
radiation damage.   Three  hours  of  lecture  and  one  three-hour  lab  per 
week.   Prerequisites:   Bio  10-11,  one  year  of  chemistry.   Alternate 
years. " 

C.  Biology  5-6  Human  Anatomy  and  Physiology 

1.  It  was  moved  to  retitle  the  course  "Human  Biology."  Motion  passed. 

2.  It  was  moved  to  add  to  this  course  description  the  phrase,  "Not 

open  to  students  who  have  received  credit  for  Biology  13-14."   Motion 
passed. 

3.  It  was  moved  to  add  to  the  course  description  the  phrase,  "Not  to 
be  taken  to  satisfy  the  science  distribution  requirement."   Motion 
passed. 

The  course  description,  as  amended,  now  reads: 

"Biology  5-6   Human  Biology 

An  introduction  to  the  physics  and  chemistry  relative  to  biological 
systems.   Human  anatomy,  physiology,  and  developmental  biology  will  be 
surveyed.   An  introduction  to  microbiology  with  emphasis  given  to  host- 
pathogen  relationships  and  the  immune  response.   Three  hours  of  lecture 
and  one  three-hour  laboratory  per  week.   Not  to  be  taken  to  satisfy  the 
science  distribution  requirement." 

D.  Biology  21   Microbiology 

It  was  moved  to  add  to  the  description  of  this  course  the  phrase,  "Not 
open  to  students  who  have  received  credit  for  Biology  26."  Motion 
passed. 

E.  Additions  to  the  department  preamble 

1.  It  was  moved  to  add  the  phrase,  "With  departmental  consent,  Biology 
26  may  be  substituted  for  Biology  21."  Motion  passed. 

2.  It  was  moved  to  add  the  phrase,  "Only  two  courses  numbered  below 
twenty  may  count  toward  the  major."  Motion  passed. 

The  department  preamble  (catalog,  p.  25),  as  amended,  now  reads: 

"A  major  consists  of  eight  biology  courses,  including  10-11,  21,  22,  23, 
24,  and  25.   With  departmental  consent,  Biology  26  may  be  substituted 
for  Biology  21.   Only  two  courses  numbered  below  twenty  may  count  toward 
the  major.   Departmental  internships  .  .  .  etc.,  etc.  ..." 


F.  Change  in  the  description  of  the  Medical  Technology  Cooperative 
Program. 

It  was  moved  to  specify  the  acceptance  of  either  Bio  21  or  26 
as  meeting  the  requirements  of  a  modified  biology  major  for  students 
in  the  cooperative  program.   Motion  passed. 

The  pertinent,  altered  catalog  description  (pp.  15-16)  now  reads: 

"Students  in  the  cooperative  program  usually  major  in  biology, 
following  a  modified  major  of  six  unit  courses  that  exempts  them  from 
Ecology  (Biology  24)  and  Plant  Sciences  (Biology  25) .   Students  may 
take  either  Microbiology  (Biology  21)  or  Microbiology  for  the  Health 
Sciences  (Biology  26),  and  either  Animal  Physiology  (Biology  23)  or 
Cell  Physiology  (Biology  35).   The  cooperative  program  .  .  .  etc., 
etc." 

G.  Change  in  the  description  of  the  Nuclear  Medicine  Cooperative  Program 

It  was  moved  to  specify  the  acceptance  of  either  Bio  21  or  26  as 
meeting  the  requirements  of  a  modified  biology  major  for  students  in 
the  cooperative  program.   Motion  passed. 

The  pertinent,  altered  catalog  description  (page  16)  now  reads: 

"Those  who  wish  to  major  in  Biology  are  allowed  a  modified  major  of  six 
Biology  courses  (Biology  5-6  or  10-11  or  13-14,  21  or  26,  22,  23  or 
35,  and  an  advanced  elective) ,  along  with  the  usual  requirement  in 
Chemistry  and  Mathematical  Sciences.   Those  who  wish  to  major  in 
physics  .  .  .  etc.,  etc."

I.      Method: 


INDEPENDENT  STUDIES  USAGE,      1977-1982 

Lists  of  studies,  compiled  by  the  Office  of  the  Registrar,  were  obtained 
for  each  semester  (Fall,  Spring,  May,  Summer)  for  each  of  the  past 
five  academic  years.     Using  the  Registrar's  records,  the  following 
information  was  obtained: 

1)    numbers  of  studies  involving  catalog  courses  or  special 
projects;    2)    whether  each  catalog  course  studies  was  required 
for  the  students  major  or  needed  for  teacher  certification; 
3)    the  year  the  student  enrolled  in  a  catalog  studies  entered 
Lycoming  as  a  freshman;  and    4)    each  course  taken  as  a 
studies  and  the  number  of  semesters    so  used.

III.    Conclusions: 

A.  Studies  Usage 

1)  There  has  been  no  increase  in  the  use  of  studies  over  the  five-year 
period.   During  1979-80  there  was  a   substantial  decrease  in  usage. 
Since  that  time  use  has    risen,  but  not  to  the  level  of  1977-78. 

2)  During  the  past  year  (1981-82)  the  use  of  catalog  studies  as  a 
percentage  of  all  studies  did  increase  10-15%.  above  normal 
levels.      This  is  explained  primarily  by  the  higher-than-usual 
use  of  catalog  studies  during  the  Fall  and  Spring. 

3)  The  use  of  catalog  studies  during  the  May  and  Summer  terms  has 
been  relatively  high  throughout  the  five-year  period. 

4)  Over  the    five-year  period  only  46.7%  of  catalog  studies  have  been 
required  for  the  major  or  certification.    Over  the  past  three  years 
there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  percentage  of  catalog  studies  taken 
because  of  major  or  certification  requirements. 

5)  In  recent  years  catalog  studies  usage  has  been  noticeably  high  during 
the  Fall  semester.     There  is  no  readibly  available  explanation  for  this. 

6)  Catalog  studies  are  primarily  used  by  upper-classmen.     57.4%  of 
catalog  studies  have  been  taken  by  seniors.    Another  14.1%  have  been 
used  by  juniors. 

B.  Courses  Used 

1)  Catalog  studies  have  been  used  in  many  (103)  courses  distributed 
across  most  of  our  departments. 

2)  The  Math  Department  is  the  only  department  which  has  offered  more 
than  one  course  as  a  catalog  studies  for  three  or  more   semesters. 
Only  one  of  these  courses  (36)  has  been  offered  as  a   studies  since 
Fall  1980. 

C.  Overall

ADVANCED  STANDING  BY  TRANSFER 

The  College  welcomes  transfer  students  from  other  accredited  colleges  and 
universities  according  to  the  following  standards  and  procedures: 

applicant  should  be  in  good  academic  standing  and  should  have  a 
cumulative  grade  point  average  of  2.0  in  transferable  courses  at 
their  former  institution; 

courses  that  are  reasonably  comparable  to  those  offered  at  Lycoming 
will  be  accepted  for  transfer,  if  the  grade  C  or  better  is  earned; 

--   grades  earned  at  previous  institutions  will  not  be  included  in  the 
computation  of  the  grade  point  average; 

—   class  standing  at  Lycoming  will  be  based  on  the  number  of  credits 
accepted  for  transfer; 

transfer  students  will  be  eligible  to  earn  appointments  to  the 
Dean's  List,  but  to  be  considered  for  honors  at  commencement  at 
least  64  credits  must  be  earned  at  Lycoming; 

students  will  be  eligible  for  class  rank  after  completing  eight 
courses  at  Lycoming; 

official  copies  of  transcripts  from  all  institutions  attended  must 
be  submitted  as  a  part  of  the  admissions  application. 

the  residency  requirement  for  a  degree  is  eight  courses  or  32 
credits.   The  final  eight  courses  must  be  taken  at  Lycoming.

New  course  description  reads: 

17    INTRODUCTION  TO  SUPERNATURAL  PHENOMENA 

Description :   An  examination  of  claims  for  supernatural  or 
paranormal  phenomena  with  an  emphasis  on  critical  methodology 
and  the  evaluation  of  evidence.   The  course  is  designed  to 
teach  students  the  difference  between  the  scientific  and 
religious  methodologies,  the  proper  role  of  each,  and  the  hazards 
of  mixing  the  two.   Subjects  covered  include  ESP,  Spiritualism, 
the  Bermuda  Triangle,  witchcraft,  faith  healing,  Noah's  Ark, 
ghosts,  monsters,  and  others. 

Justification:   Today's  students  are  swamped  with  the  "new  nonsense. 
Many  have  lost  the  ability  to  distinguish  scientifically  verifiable 
data  from  unverifiable  dogmatic  assertions.   In  this  course  students 
learn  the  proper  application  of  Occam's  Razor  and  the  requirements 
for  a  valid  "Galileo  defense."   They  will  learn  to  recognize  the 
essentially  religious  nature  and  function  of  most  supernatural  or 
paranormal  beliefs  and  claims.   This  is  primarily  a  course  in  crit- 
ical skills  applied  to  subject  matter  which  is  of  interest  to  most 
of  our  students,  and  yet  which  perfectly  illustrates  to  the  students 
the  need  for  and  value  of  those  skills.

The  Committee  did  not  make  positive  recommendations  for  a  number  of  requests  to 
revise  catalog  courses  or  develop  new  courses  which  fall  within  the  realm  of  the  fac 
member's  expertise.  The  Committee  does  not  believe  such  projects  comprise  professio 
development  as  defined  in  the  Faculty  and  Board  approved  guidelines  published  in  the 
Faculty  Handbook,  (pp.  35-6).  The  Committee  believes  there  is  a  clear  difference  bet 
professional  development  and  course  revision/modification  and  has  conluded  that  the 
aforementioned  proposals  fall  within  the  latter. 

The  Committee's  position  is  based  on  firmly  established  Committee  precedent  and 
College  practice.  A  review  of  grants  awarded  over  the  previous  twelve  years  reveals 
that  there  has  never  been  a  Professional  Development  Grant  awarded  solely  for  course 
development  or  revision.  (The  Self  Study  p.  129,  indicates  that  two  grants  have  been 
awarded  for  "Course  Development,"  but  further  analysis  revealed  that  there  was  no  su 
grant  awarded  in  1972,  and  that  the  award  in  1979  was  inextricably  related  to  applic 
for  outside  funds.  Indeed  the  latter  Professional  Development  Grant  was  primarily  f 
writing  proposals  which  could  never  have  been  considered  unless  the  course  was  alrea 
in  place. ) 

The  Committee  has  recommended  that  all  development  monies  be  spent  and  maintain 
a  firm  commitment  to  recommending  not  only  proposals  designed  to  develop  new  knowled 
but  also  to  support  faculty  attempting  to  develop  new  competencies.

For  a  number  of  years  Lycoming  College  has  offered  a  cooperative  program 
with  Duke  University  in  environmental  management  and  forestry.   Qualified 
students  can  earn  the  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  in  five  years,  spending 
three  years  at  Lycoming  and  two  years  at  Duke.   All  Lycoming  distribution 
and  major  requirements  must  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  junior  year. 
At  the  end  of  the  first  year  at  Duke,  the  B.A.  degree  is  awarded  by  Lycoming. 
Duke  will  award  the  professional   degree  of  Master  of  Forestry  or  Master  of 
Environmental  Management  to  qualified  candidates  at  the  end  of  the  second  year. 

Recently,  Duke  has  developed  six  tracts  of  study  within  the  two  Master's  degree 
programs.   Not  all  of  these  tracts  are  for  students  who  have  majored  in  science. 
In  particular  some  of  the  tracts  are  specifically  designed  for  students  who  have 
undergraduate  majors  in  Business  and/or  Economics.   Below  is  a  short  synopsis  of 
the  six  tracts.   In  general  all  tracts  have  some  undergraduate  science  requirement 
and  they  all  have  a  requirement  of  at  least  a  semester  of  Economics  (at  the  under- 
graduate level) . 

A.  Master  of  Forestry: 

Tract  I  -  Forest  Productivity.  This  tract  is  concerned  with  the 

identification,  evaluation,  and  selection  of  economically,

This  program  blends  the  biophysical 
management  of  the  forest  resource  with  the  methods  and  concepts 
of  modern  business  administration,  (undergraduates  with  majors/ 
minors  in  business,  economics,  science  are  encouraged  to  apply) 

B.  Master  of  Environmental  Management: 

Tract  III  Resource  Ecology.   This  program  stresses  the  development  of 
ecological  principles  to  solve  resource  and  environmental 
problems  within  the  constraints  of  economic  conditions  and 
environmental  ethics.  (Science  Majors  can  specialize  within 
this  tract  in  areas  of  forest  ecology  ,  wetlands  ecology, 
ecotoxicology,  environmental  impact  analysis) . 

Tract  IV-  Water  and  Air  Resources.  This  program  is  concerned  with  the 

management  of  these  renewable  natural  resources,  (majors  from 
a  wide  variety  of  fields  can  apply) 

Tract  V  -  Land  Resources.    This  program  involves  applied  studies  of 

the  ecologic  and  economic  bases  for  land  development  and  pro- 
tection, (course  work  in  the  program  spans  the  natural  sciences, 
including  ecology,  soils,  silviculture,  ecotoxicology  and  draws 
heavily  on  resource  economics,  environmental  law  and  land  planning) 

Tract  VI  -Resource  Economics  Policy. The  program  includes  micro,  macro,  and 
management  economics  and  the  application  of  economic  analysis  to 
problems  involving  forest,  land,  water,  and  air  resources  (strong 
background  in  Economics) .

Rationale:   The  philosophy  department  has  been  attempting  to  offer 
Philosophy  21,  22,  23,  and  24  as  a  set  of  intermediate 
courses  which  would  serve  both  as  distribution  courses 
for  brighter  students  and  as  required  courses  for  our 
majors.   These  courses  serve  the  first  purpose  quite  well 
but  not  the  second.   We  have  therefore  decided  to  re- 
organize these  courses  so  that  there  will  be  two  courses 
at  the  introductory  level  and  two  courses  at  the  advanced 
level  instead  of  four  courses  at  an  intermediate  level.

Department  of  English 


Proposal 

The  Department  of  English  proposes  the  following  addition  to  its  catalog 
offerings : 

English  3   Basic  Writing  and  Communication  Skills 

Intensive  practice  in  using  basic  grammar  and  spelling 
conventions  and  in  writing  sentences,  paragraphs,  and 
essays;  major  emphasis  on  the  development  and  organization 
of  concepts.   This  course  does  not  substitute  for  English  1 
or  2  and  may  not  be  taken  to  satisfy  the  English  distribution 
requirement. 

The  Department  also  proposes  to  change  the  number  of  English  2  to 
English  5. 

Justification 

This  is  an  addition  in  name  only;  for  the  past  three  years  the  department  has 
been  forced  to  set  aside  two  sections  of  English  2:   Composition  for  the  Williamsport 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  students.   These  two  sections  are  distinguished  from 
other  sections  of  English  2  because  the  W.  H.  School  of  Nursing  does  not  permit 
their  students  to  take  our  placement  exam,  hence  each  section  has  a  number  of 
students  whose  abilities  would  place  them  in  English  1  and  other  students  whose 
abilities  would  place  them  in  English  2.   Because  of  this  range,  the  course  must 
be  taught  differently  from  any  other  English  2  section  and  must  define  significantly 
lower  goals  to  be  achieved.   The  Department  does  not  credit  these  sections  in  the 
same  way  we  do  the  others,  partly  because  the  students  did  not  place  into  English  2 
but  more  importantly  because  the  work  done  in  them  is  not  at  the  same  level  as 
that  required  in  the  other  sections. 

Because  Lycoming  now  offers  a  B.S.  degree  in  Nursing,  a  problem  arises  with 
this  situation  since  a  few  of  these  W.  H.  students  may  choose  to  transfer  into 
our  program.   Should  they  do  so,  the  college  obviously  needs  to  apply  the  same 
standards  to  their  admission  that  it  does  to  every  other  Lycoming  student;  these 
students  must  take  the  English  Placement  Exam  and  be  placed  in  the  appropriate 
composition  course.   If  we  do  not  change  the  title  and  description  of  the 
section  of  English  composition  that  they  take,  W.  H.  students  who  transfer  to 
Lycoming  will  have  to  be  credited  for  a  course  they  did  not  place  into  and  for 
a  course  which,  in  fact,  is  not  English  2. 

NOTE:   Although  this  course  is  designed  entirely  for  W.  H.  School  of 
Nursing  students,  we  cannot  say  that  explicitly  either  in  the  title  or  descrip- 
tion because  the  State  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  will  not  approve  academic  courses 
in  their  curriculum  which  are  not  open  to  all  students  on  a  given  campus.   Our 
riders  in  the  description  ought  to  discourage  any  other  Lycoming  student  from 
taking  the  course.

B.      Correction  of  catalog  description  for  English  major 

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that  the  copy  of  the  revised  English  curriculum  which 
was  approved  by  both  GCAA  and  the  faculty  was  not  the  same  copy  which  the 
department  submitted  to  CDC.   Apparently,  whoever  was  responsible  for  producing 
multiple  copies  of  the  proposal  chose  to  zerox  from  the  ditto  master,   thereby 
including  items  which  had  been  deleted  or  corrected  by  the  department  before  we 
submitted  our  proposal  to  CDC. 

Therefore,  I  propose  a  correction  to  the  incorrect  catalog  description  of  the 
major  requirements  to  delete  the  following:   "And  one  from  English  40  and  41." 
The  current  catalog,  p.  34,  has  the  correct  statement  of  the  department's  in- 
tentions.  (Note:   The  incorrect  statement  was  published  in  a  memo  sent  out  from 
the  Registrar's  Office,  October  20,  1982.)

EDUCATION  5:  DEVELOPMENTAL  SEMINAR  (formerly  Education  54) 

The  course  focuses  on  developing  reading  and  study  skills  which  are 
useful  in  college.   Reading  comprehension,  vocabulary  building,  and 
critical  reading  are  especially  emphasized.   Study  skills,  including  time 
management,  textbook  reading,  reading-study  systems,  notetaking,  test- 
taking  skills,  and  library  reference  skills  are  also  stressed.

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4.   Addition  to  Faculty  Handbook 


The  Committee  proposes  that  the  following  be  added  to  the  Faculty 
Handbook  at  the  appropriate  place  (perhaps  under  Curricular  Changes, 
Section  5.14,  p.  56,  current  Handbook) : 

Any  catalog  course  which  is  not  taught  at  least  once  in 
three  successive  academic  years  (fall  through  summer  session) 
may  be  deleted  from  the  catalog  by  the  Dean  of  the  College. 
'Taught'  in  the  sentence  above  does  not  mean  offered;  however, 
it  includes  courses  which  are  taught  on  a  studies  basis.   Before 
a  course  may  be  deleted  the  Dean  of  the  College  must  notify 
the  person  responsible  for  the  course  (typically  the  department 
chairman  or  program  coordinator) ,  in  the  spring  prior  to  the 
submission  of  fall  schedules,  that  the  course  will  be  deleted 
if  it  is  not  offered  between  then  and  the  conclusion  of  the  next 
academic  year. 

1.  The  above  policy  will  go  into  effect  in  the  academic  year 
1983-84.   This  means  that  all  courses  currently  in  the 
catalog  must  be  taught  at  least  once  by  the  summer  session 
of  1986. 

2.  For  courses  added  to  subsequent  catalogs  the  first  year 
begins  in  the  fall  following  their  adoption.

Rationale 

The  College  catalog  ought  not  to  contain  courses  which  students 
cannot  reasonably  expect  the  faculty  to  teach.   The  current  catalog 
contains  about  50  courses  which  were  last  taught  in  1980  or  previous- 
ly.  (See  list  attached.) 

The  Committee  hopes  that  departments  will  voluntarily  drop 
courses  which  they  are  unable  to  teach.

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Proposal  from  Appointments  Committee — Faculty  Bylaw  Change 


Proposal . 

We  recommend  that  the  membership  of  the  faculty  on  the  Committee  on  Student 
Affairs  be  revised  (effective  September  1983)  to  read  as  follows: 

The  membership  shall  be:  Three  faculty,  three  students  selected  by 
Student  Government  and  approved  by  G.C.A.A.,  and  a  representative 
of  the  Office  of  Student  Services  selected  by  the  Dean  of  Student 
Services. 

The  wording  would  be  substituted  for  that  presently  included  in  Article  VI, 
Sec.  3,  (1)  (Faculty  Handbook,  p. 9). 

Justification. 

Faculty  Bylaws  currently  specify  the  membership  of  the  Student  Affairs 
Committee  as  seven  faculty,  seven  students,  and  the  Dean  of  Student  Services — 
15  members.   Several  of  those  appointed  to  this  committee  say  that  this 
unusually  large  number  of  members  makes  it  very  difficulty  to  organize  meetings 
with  a  quorum,  and  that  this  is  a  major  factor  contributing  to  the  relative 
inactivity  of  this  committee  in  recent  years.   In  addition,  under  the  current 
bylaws  the  requirement  of  seven  faculty  positions  uses  up  an  inordinate  number 
of  those  faculty  interested  in  doing  committee  work.   Apparently  there  is  a 
similar  strain  placed  on  student  government  in  selecting  student  members.   The 
recommended  wording  for  the  administrative  seat  on  the  committee  is  intended 
to  allow  for  selection  of  the  person:  in  the  Office  of  Student  Services  who 
seems  to  be  in  any  year  the  most  appropriate  person.

(Passage  of  the  motion  opens  an  action  for  floor  debate  leading  to 
amendment,  passage,  or  defeat,  a  simple  majority  required.)

Barbara  A.  Dowger,  senior  biology  major,  received  the  award  for  the  top  research 
paper  in  her  category  at  the  37th  Annual  Eastern  Colleges  Science  Conference, 
held  April  14-16  at  Wilkes  College. 

Barbara's  paper  was  based  on  research  on  herpes  virus,  and  was  judged  to  be  the 
best  in  the  biology  category,  the  largest  category  of  papers,  by  an  editorial  board 
Titled  "The  Effects  of  Protease  Inhibitors  on  Herpes  Virus  —  Transformed  Cells  In  Vi 
Dowger  was  invited  to  submit  her  paper  for  consideration  for  publication  by  the 
Washington  Academy  of  Science. 

Dowger  carried  out  her  research  in  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  Fred  Rapp  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  M.K.Howett  at  the  Milton  S.  Hershey  Medical  Center  in  Hershey,  and 
in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Robert  Zaccaria  of  Lycoming's  biology  department.

A  workshop  sponsored  by  Lycoming  College  for  members  of  the  faculty  on  the  il 
of  microcomputers  in  education  will  be  held  on  campus,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
May  3rd  and  4th  in  the  physics  laboratory,  Room  C-301  starting  at  9:00  a.m.  on 
both  days.   The  two-day  workshop  will  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Technical 
Education  and  Research  Center  Inc.,  a  non-profit,  public  service  corporation 
whose  main  commitment  is  to  promote  the  use  of  microcomputers  in  classroom 
instruction.   The  instructor  will  be  Dr.  Harold  Mahon,  professor  of  physics  at 
the  University  of  Massachusetts — Boston.   Dr.  Mahon  earned  his  B.S.  and  M. Sc.  in 
physics  at  Oregon  State  University  and  his  Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Washington.* 
He  has  taught  at  the  University  of  Colorado  and  University  of  Zurich  before  joinii 
the  staff  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts.   He  is  the  author  of  two 
manuscripts  on  efficient  management  of  energy  by  our  society.   In  addition  to 
his  interest  in  energy  problems,  he  is  actively  engaged  in  the  use  of  microcomputl1 
in  education  and  research. 

The  workshop  program  will  be 

Tuesday — May  3—9:00  a.m. — Room  C-301 

"Microcomputers  in  Science  Instruction" 

1.  Lecture  reviewing  microcomputers  and  how  they  are  used  in  teaching. 
Demonstration  of  software  (most  of  which  is  available  commercially)  for 
teaching.   Dr.  Mahon  points  out  that  this  introductory  lecture  will  be 
general  enough  so  faculty  in  disciplines  other  than  science  can  benefit. 

2.  Dr.  Mahon  will  then  conduct  a  workshop  in  the  use  of  software.  He  plans 
to  have  software  available  in  the  fields  of  physics,  biology,  chemistry, 
mathematics,  and  possibly,  in  non-scientific  areas. 

We  hope  to  have  no  more  than  two  faculty  members  working  on  each  computer 
during  the  workshop. 

Wednesday — May  4 — 9:00  a.m. — Room  C-301 

"Microcomputers  as  Laboratory  Instruments." 

1.  Lecture  on  details  of  microcomputers,  and  interfacing  peripherals  and/or 
laboratory  instruments  with  the  microcomputer.   Demonstration  of 
interfacing  laboratory  equipment  with  the  microcomputer. 

2.  The  Workshop  will  consist  of  constructing  some  simple  interfacing  unit  to 
go  on  an  Apple  (or  Franklin)  computer  (We  will  keep  each  unit  we  make.)  ar ^ 
design  of  software  to  accompany  the  interfacing  devices.   Dr.  Mahon  will 
supply  appropriate  transducers  whose  output  signal  can  be  fed  thru  the 
interfacing  device  into  the  computer.   Finally,  each  of  us  may  construct 
an  analog-to-digital  converter  which  can  be  used  for  interfacing  (again, 
we  will  keep  theae  units). 

Initially,  I  sent  questionnaires  only  to  faculty  in  the  sciences  in  order 
to  learn  whether  there  was  enough  interest  by  the  faculty  to  organize  these 
workshops.   But  now  that  the  workshops  will  be  on  campus,  naturally,  all  members 
of  the  faculty  are  invited  to  participate. 

While  I  do  not  need  to  know  how  many  of  you  plan  to  attend  only  the 
lectures,  I  do  have  to  know  the  number  of  faculty  who  intend  to  participate  in 
the  workshops,  i.e.,  either  Tuesday  alone  or  both  workshops.   We  want  to  have 
enough  computers  so  there  are  no  more  than  two  on  a  computer.

From  your  Director  of  Financial  Aid: 

As  you  may  have  read,  IRS  and  Congress  are  looking  at  classifying  the 
value  of  Tuition  Exchange  and  related  scholarships  as  taxable  income.  You 
may  wish  to  write  or  phone  your  congressional  representative  in  response 
to  this.  Prime  targets  to  contact  are  members  of  the  Select  Revenue  Mea- 
sures Subcommittee  of  which  Richard  T.  Schulze  of  Pennsylvania  is  a  member. 

"In  contacting  representatives,  it  could  be  pointed  out  that  since 
1954  Tuition  Exchange,  through  its  scholarship  program,  has  enabled  colleges 
and  universities  to  attract  and  retain  talented  faculty  members.  [Exchanges, 
grants,  and  tuition  remissions  should  always  be  referred  to  as  "scholarships", 
never  as  "fringe  benefits".]  It  could  also  be  noted  that  at  a  time  when 
American  higher  education  is  in  a  period  of  economic  and  philosophical  stress, 
it  is  inappropriate  to  curtail  an  important  incentive  for  generally  underpaid 
and  generally  committed  professionals.  Again,  although  tuition-remission 
scholarships  at  the  home  institution  are  sometimes  appropriate,  arrangements 
of  this  sort  can  generate  problems  for  the  teaching  parent  and/or  the  faculty 
child."

Administration  Seeks  to  End  Tax  Exemptions 
for  Tuition,  Housing,  and  Health  Benefits

WASHINGTON 

The  Reagan  Administration  has  told 
Congress  it  would  like  to  tax  such  fringe 
enefits  as  free  tuition  for  faculty  mem- 
crs'  dependents,  low-cost  faculty  hous- 
ig,  and  health  care. 

Those  benefits  have  traditionally  been 
xempt  from  taxes,  but  a  Congressional 
loratorium  on  taxation  of  fringe  benefits 
xpires  December  31.  John  E.  Cbapoton, 
issistant  Treasury  Secretary  for  tax  poli- 
y,  has  asked  the  Senate  Finance  Commit- 
:e  to  give  the  Administration  some  guid- 
nce  on  taxation  of  fringe  benefits  before 
ic  expiration  date. 

Mr.  Chapolon  contends  the  exemption 
f  fringe  benefits  from  taxation  reduces 
:deral  tax  revenues  and  encourages  cm- 
loyers  to  increase  those  benefits  instead 
F  raising  wages. 

He  would  like  to  see  some  fringe  bene- 
l*  taxed ,  either  by  denying  tax  deductions 
1  businesses  for  the  benefits  or  by  attach- 
ig  an  excise  lax  to  the  benefits. 

"Such  a  solution,"  Mr.  Chapolon  told 
ic  finance  committee,  "simply  says  that, 
the  employer  wishes  to  provide  compen- 
ition  designed  to  avoid  tax,  he  cannot 
ave  it  both  ways.  He  cannot  design  com- 
snsation  that  permits  employees  to  pay 
3  tax  while  still  retaining  the  full  tax  bene- 
l  of  deductions  for  himself." 

•utcry  by  Affected  Groups 
One  of  the  reasons  Congress  has  de- 
ified 10  tax  fringe  benefits  in  the  past  is 
scause  of  the  outcry  by  affected  groups 
ich  time  the  issue  surfaces.

into  the  daily  life  of  a  college.

Tax  Breaks  for  Gifts 

to  Foundations 

WASHINGTON 

The  Reagan  Administration  has  en- 
dorsed legislation  that  would  improve 
tax  breaks  for  contributions  to  private 
foundations. 

John  E.  Chapolon,  Assistant  Treas- 
ury Secretary  for  lax  policy,  told  a 
House  Ways  and  Means  subcommit- 
tee that  he  favored  permitting  contrib- 
utors to  spread  lax  deductions  for 
large  donations  over  a  five-year  peri- 
od, just  as  contributors  to  public  char- 
ities do.  The  longer  period  would  en- 
courage larger  donations,  Mr.  Chapo- 
lon said. 

Assuming  that  the  tax  break  would 
spur  contributions  to  private  founda- 
tions, colleges  and  universities  that  re- 
ceive support  from  those  foundations 
would  also  benefit. 

Some  colleges  run  their  own  private 
foundations,  and  the  proposed  legisla- 
tion, if  passed,  could  be  a  boon  to 
those  institutions. 

The  proposal  is  viewed  favorably  in 
Congress,  but  its  passage  is  dependent 
on  what  type  of  overall  tax  plan  law- 
makers decide  to  adopt.         — c.s.f. 


house  is  rented  to  a  faculty  member  at  less 
than  "fair  rental  value."  the  difference 
represents  income  that  should  be  taxed. 

In  one  case,  the  i.r.s.  has  sought  to  col- 
lect back  taxes  for  faculty  housing  from 
four  New  England  colleges.  The  i.r.s.  has 
go-:  after  only  the  taxes  it  says  the  col 
leges  should  have  withheld  from  pay- 
checks and  has  not  sought  payment  from 
individual  faculty  members. 

Colleges  have  responded  that  if  faculty 
housing  is  taxed,  it  will  become  too  expen- 
sive to  maintain  and  will  be  sold. 

'Jaat  Outrageous* 

Reduced  or  free  tuition  for  dependents 
of  faculty  members  also  has  a  history  dat- 
ing back  to  early  this  century,  Mr.  Sum- 
berg said,  and  it  is  also  likely  to  vanish 
should  it  become  subject  to  taxation. 

"Tuition  remission  should  not  be  tax- 
able," he  said.  "It  is  a  part  and  parcel  of 
the  educational  enterprise.  It  has  a  long 
history  of  being  recognized  as  a  program 
similar  lo  other  normal  scholarship  pro- 
grams, which  are  tax  free." 

Taxing  employer-provided  health-care 
benefits  above  a  certain  level,  as  the  Rea- 
gan Administration  proposed  this  year, 
would  be  "just  outrageous."  Mr.  Sumberg 
said.  "It  will  cut  back  sharply  on  preven- 
tion and  health  care.  Institutions  will  elimi- 
nate health  insurance  or  eliminate  parts  of 
the  health  care  package."  Under  legisla- 
tion being  considered  by  Congress,  tax  de- 
ductions for  health-insurance  premiums 
would  be  limited  next  year  lo  $175  a  month 
per  family  or  $70  a  month  for  an  individual. 

Higher-education  associations  are  opti- 
mistic that  Congress  will  at  least  extend 
the  moratorium  on  taxing  fringe  benefits. 
Mr.  Sumberg  said. 

Kathleen  Curry,  a  lobbyist  for  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Independent  Col- 
leges and  Universities,  said  thai  even 
though  much  consideration  is  being  given 
to  taxing  fringe  benefits,  it  is  likely  that  the 
moratorium  will  be  extended  because  the 
current  Congress  will  not  have  lime  to  con- 
sider all  the  implications.

However,  prior  to  being  sent  back  to  G.C.A.A., 
the  faculty  also  passed  Dr.  Zaccaria's  motion  to  amend  Rabold' s 
original  proposal  as  follows: 

"All  proposals  receiving  action  by  G.C.A.A.  must  be  distributed 
via  the  Academic  Bulletin  in  their  amended  and  edited  form  one 
week  prior  to  being  reported  at  the  meeting  of  the  faculty." 

Also,  President  Blumer  allowed  a  straw  vote  to  be  taken  to  indicate  the 
sense  of  the  faculty  on  Dr.  Rabold' s  original  concept.   This  vote 
indicated  a  strong  support  for  the  concept  of  expediting  the  legislative 
process.

Professor  Falk  also  submitted  the  following  report  regarding  academic  apparel: 

"College  convocations  that  call  for  academic  costume  occur  several 
times  during  the  school  year.   Faculty  members  and  administrative 
officers  of  the  college  are  responsible  for  providing  their  own 
academic  apparel  for  all  such  occasions.   Arrangements  for  renting 
academic  apparel  may  be  made  through  the  treasurer's  office. 

Souvenir  apparel  (the  throw-away  gown)  previously  provided  by  the 
college  is  no  longer  available  and  will  not  be  provided  by  the 
college.   However,  the  college  will  assist  full-time  faculty  and 
full-time  administrative  officers  during  fiscal  1984  by  paying  75% 
of  the  cost  of  renting  academic  apparel  for  designated  occasions, 
50%  during  FY  1985  and  25%  during  FY  1986;  or,  in  lieu  of  rental 
assistance,  the  college  will  provide  to  those  eligible  a  one-time 
stipend  of  $100.00  toward  the  purchase  of  one's  personal  academic 
apparel  (or  50%  of  the  cost  of  an  academic  gown,  whichever  is  less) . 
This  one-time  $100.00  stipend  may  also  be  claimed  at  any  time  prior 
to  May  31,  1986,  by  any  full-time  employee  previously  provided 
souvenir  apparel  simply  by  providing  proof  of  purchase  of  appropriate 
academic  regalia." 


2.  Dr.  Grogan  and  Dr.  Blumer  gave  a  brief  description  of  the  status  of 
the  Tuition  Exchange  Program.   Dr.  Blumer  indicated  that  the  green 
copy  (which  was  only  slightly  different  from  the  yellow  copy)  had 
been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  action.

Except  for  those  whose  appointments  will  terminate  by  the  summer  of  1984, 
applicants  teaching  in  colleges  and  universities  must  be  nominated  by  their 
institutions.   Each  institution  should  designate  an  official  whose  signature  on 
the  appropriate  application  cover  sheets  will  indicate  that  the  respective 
applicants  are  the  institution's  nominees. 

Each  college  and  university  in  the  United  States  and  its  territorial  possess 
may  nominate  three  members  of  its  faculty  for  the  Summer  Stipend  competition 
than  two  of  the  nominees  may  be  in  the  early  stages  of  their  careers,  i.e.,  Youn 
nominees;  no  more  than  two  may  be  at  a  more  advanced  stage,  i.e.,  Senior  nominees 
Thus ,  when  an  institution  submits  three  nominees  for  the  Summer  Stipend  competit:ii 
two  may  be  Younger  and  one  Senior,  or  one  Younger  and  two  Senior. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  Summer  Stipend  program,  academic  applicants  who  hole 
the  rank  of  instructor  or  assistant  professor  or  who  are  at  comparably  early  stajv 
of  their  careers  will  be  considered  Younger  nominees.   Those  holding  the  rank  of 
associate  professor  or  professor  will  be  considered  Senior  nominees. 

Academic  applicants  with  appointments  terminating  by  the  summer  of  1984  and 
others  not  employed  by  colleges  or  universities  are  exempt  from  nomination  and  m^ 
apply  directly  to  the  Endowment. 

Non-faculty  college  and  university  staff  members  are  eligible  for  the  Summei 
Stipend  program  and  may  apply  without  nomination  provided  that  they  will  not  be 
teaching  during  the  1983-84  academic  year.   They  can  send  their  applications 
directly  to  the  Endowment. 

The  criteria  which  the  Endowment  panels  convened  to  evaluate  the  Summer  Stiji 
proposals  will  use  in  selecting  the  best  of  the  applications: 

1.  the  quality  of  promise  of  quality  of  the  applicant's  work; 

2.  the  importance  of  the  applicant's  project  to  a  specific  field  and  to  th( 
humanities  in  general; 

3.  the  proposal's  conception,  definition,  and  organization;  and 

4.  the  likelihood  that  the  applicant  will  complete  the  project. 

The  nominees'  Summer  Stipend  applications  should  be  signed  by  the 
institutional  officer  authorized  to  submit  the  institutional  nominations.   It  is, 
for  this  reason  that  three  application  packets  are  enclosed  with  this  memorandum.

The  Committee  would  like  to  remind  Faculty  that  Professional  Development 
Grant  (PDG)  and  Sabbatical  requests  must  be  filed  with  Dean  VanMarter  by 
November  1  and  December  1  respectively.   Faculty  applying  for  sabbaticals  who 
desire  PDG  support  should  file  both  requests  by  the  earlier  date.   In  order  to 
facilitate  our  work,  it  would  be  helpful  if  all  requests  would  be  submitted  to 
the  Dean  in  duplicate. 

The  Committee  realizes  that  certain  workshops  and  summer  programs  are  not 
published  until  after  the  PDG  deadline,  therefore,  late  PDG  requests  will  be 
considered  if  funds  remain  after  all  the  applications  dated  by  November  1  have 
been  evaluated,  and  only  as  long  as  funds  last.   As  was  done  in  the  past,  the 
Committee  will  establish  a  list  of  alternate  recommendations  to  be  used  in  the 
event  of  late  withdrawal  of  funded  projects. 

The  Committee  will  hold  an  open  meeting  with  the  Faculty  on  October  3  at 
4:00  P.M.  in  the  lower  library  lounge  to  discuss  PDG  grants  and  sabbaticals.   For 
a  description  of  the  Committee's  responsibilities  and  funding  priorities,  see 
pages  6,  28-34  of  the  Faculty  Handbook.

HARPSICHORD"  presented  by  Thomas  J.  Hendrickson,  professor  of  physics 
at  Gettysburg  College.

ABSTRACT:   The  acoustics  of  the  Flemish  harpsichord  will  be  introduced 
with  some  slides  and  tape  recordings  of  historic  instruments.   After  a 
general  description  of  this  family  of  musical  instruments,  the  acoustics 
of  the  air  cavity  and  of  the  soundboard  will  be  discussed  and  some 
experimental  results  obtained  at  The  University  of  Iowa  will  be  presen- 
ted.  Demonstrations  with  a  1/3-octave  real  time  analyzer  mounted  in 
a  PET  microcomputer  will  illustrate  the  acoustics  involved. 

Thomas  J.  Hendrickson  is  Professor  of  Physics  at  Gettysburg  College 
where  he  has  taught  courses  on  musical  acoustics.   He  spent  his  sab- 
batical leave  during  the  fall  term  of  1981  and  three  weeks  during 
the  summer  of  1982  working  at  The  University  of  Iowa  with  members  of 
the  School  of  Music  and  the  Physics  Department  on  the  acoustics  of 
the  Flemish  harpsichord.

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:06  P.M.  and  led  the  Faculty  in 
prayer.

Administrative  Reports: 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  negotiations  are  about  to  begin  with  a  consortium 
of  colleges  and  universities  formed  among  United  Methodist  Schools  to  obtain 
health  care  similar  to  Blue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield  but  at  substantial  savings. 

Dr.  Blumer  also  reported  that  the  planning  council  is  completing  its  report 
for  a  five-year  plan  for  Lycoming  College  as  a  sequel  to  the  "self-study" 
plan  for  Middle  States.   This  report  has  been  done  in  conjunction  with  the 
latest  Middle  States  Accreditation  Review.   This  new  report  is  being  prepared 
for  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  will  be  available  by  early  October.   Copies 
will  be  sent  to  each  department  and  to  the  library.   Individual  faculty  members 
can  obtain  copies  by  contacting  the  President's  office. 

Finally,  Dr.  Blumer  announced  that  faculty  may  still  obtain  financial 
assistance  in  purchasing  academic  apparel  even  if  the  college  supplied 
rented  gowns  to  faculty  for  new  student  convocation  this  fall.   There  will 
be  no  penalty.

Subject:        Taxation  of  Tuition  Exchange  and  Related  Scholarships:  An  Update 

The  tax-free  status  of  tuition-remission,  tuition-exchange,  and  tuition-grant 
scholarships  has  been  challenged  on  a  number  of  occasions  by  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  the  U.S.  Treasury  Department,  and  by  Congress.  Although  the 
Economic  Recovery  Act  of  1981  prohibited  changes  in  this  sensitive  area  until 
December  31,  1983,  on  July  12  Representatives  Stark  (D-CA)  and  Conable  (R-NY) 
introduced  H.R.3525,  "A  Bill  to  Provide  Permanent  Rules  for  the  Tax  Treatment 
of  Fringe  Benefits."  If  enacted  into  law  in  its  present  form,  one  of  the 
consequences  of  H.R.3525  would  be  to  reclassify  tuition-exchange  and  tuition- 
grant  scholarships  as  taxable  income  of  the  parent,  beginning  July  1,  1984. 
Tuition-remission  scholarships  at  the  home  institution  would  continue  to  be 
excluded  from  taxable   income. 

Taxation  of  "portable"  scholarships  would  have  a  serious  impact  on  faculty  and 
staff  families,  especially  those  at  small  private  colleges.  Projections  indicate 
that  the  tax  penalty  would  be  between  $8,000  and  $9,000  for  the  four 
undergraduate  years  of  a  student  entering  Tuition  Exchange  or  similar  programs 
in  September   1984. 

NAICU,  AAUP,  and  Tuition  Exchange  presented  oral  and  written  statements  at  an 
August  1  hearing  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Select  Revenue  Measures  of  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  Although  these  statements  argue  strongly  against 
the  reclassification  of  "portable"  scholarships  available  to  faculty  and  sr.iff 
children  as  taxable  income,  it  may  well  be  that  the  issue  will  be  decided  by  the 
volume  and  eloquence  of  letters  and  telephone  calls  directed  to  members  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  or  to  other  elected  representatives. 

It  was  disclosed  in  an  August  8  press  release  that  the  White  House  and,  hence, 
the  Treasury  Department  would  not  support  the  Stark-Conable  bill.  Although  this 
is  good  news  for  the  academic  community,  informed  observers  in  Washington  feel 
that  the  issue  not  settled  and  that  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  may  decide 
to  press  ahead.  The  critical  period  is  judged  to  be  between  September  15  and 
October  15.  If  H.R.3525  is  to  move  from  the  Subcommittee  through  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  and  the  Rules  Committee  to  the  floor  of  the  House,  it  will 
probably  be  during  this  interval.  Public  hearings  have  already  been  held  and, 
accordingly,  the  bill   could  move  quickly  through  the   legislative  process. 

There  are  more  than  22,000  faculty  members  at  colleges  and  universities 
associated  with  the  Tuition  Exchange  program,  plus  thousands  of  professional  and 
support  staff  members.  Several  letters,  or  one  letter,  from  each  of  22,000-plus 
faculty/staff   families  could  be  decisive.

.  Members  of  Departmental  Student  Advisory  Committees  will  be  trained  by  the  Registrar  to 
administer  the  evaluation  forms.   These  students  will  administer  the  student  evaluation 
forms  during  the  last  week  of  classes  (possibly  Tuesday  and  Wednesday).   They  will  ensure 
that  all  students  write  the  appropriate  direct  address  number  on  their  evaluation  form. 

.  Forms  will  be  collected  and  returned  to  the  Computer  Center  for  such  tabulation  and 

statistical  analysis  as  determined  by  the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee.   Initially  the  data 
requested  will  include:   number  and  percent  of  responses  tallied  for  questions  1-6  on  page 
1  and  questions  1-14  on  page  2;  mean;  median;  mode;  and  standard  deviation  for  questions 
5  and  6  on  page  1  and  questions  1-14  on  page  2. 

.  Faculty  may  administer  their  own  optional  evaluation  forms  following  administration  of  the 
standard  college-wide  forms. 

.  Upon  completion  of  the  computer  analysis  and  after  final  grades  have  been  submitted,  the 
Computer  Center  will  send  the  course/section  summaries  and  the  original  evaluations  to 
the  appropriate  Department  Chairperson.   After  review,  the  chairperson  will  forward  the 
original  student  evaluations  and  the  course/section  summaries  to  the  individual  faculty 
member.   The  Computer  Center  will  also  send  a  college-wide  summary  for  questions  1-6  on 
page  1  and  questions  1-14  on  page  2  (analyzed  by  variables  such  as  Academic  Division, 
class  size,  class  status  of  students,  level  of  class,  academic  rank,  etc.)  to  each  faculty 
member. 

.  The  Computer  Center  will  forward  copies  of  each  course/section  summary  and  of  the  college- 
wide  summary  to  the  Dean  of  the  College.   The  course/section  summaries  will  become  a  part 
of  the  faculty  members'  personnel  files.   Should  faculty  desire  to  respond  to  the  informa- 
tion in  the  student  evaluations,  their  responses  will  be  appended  to  the  student  evaluation 
materials  in  their  personnel  files. 

.  The  student  evaluation  system  will  be  implemented  on  a  trial  basis  in  the  Fall  of  1983. 
Steps  1  through  5  will  be  used  without  modification.   Step  #6  will  be  modified  so  that 
the  Dean  will  receive  only  the  college-wide  summaries.   Course/section  summaries  for  this 
semester  will  not  be  made  part  of  the  faculty  personnel  files  unless  individual  faculty 
so  request. 

.  Full  implementation  of  the  Faculty  Evaluation  System  will  begin  in  the  Spring  of  19  84.

As  you  can  see  by  the  memo  copied  below,  dated  February  9,  1979,  my  proposal 
to  change  our  grading  system  was  presented  over  three  years  ago.   I  attended 
the  meeting  at  which  it  was  discussed,  but  then  sent  to  a  "sub-committee." 
It  was  never  heard  from  again.   I  still  feel  strongly  about  this  recommendation 
and  I  have  been  led  to  believe  that  a  significant  number  of  others  are  in 
agreement.   (In  1981  Yale  University  changed  to  a  plus  and  minus  system).   In 
my  opinion  this  proposed  system  benefits  stronger  students  (now  the  student 
with  a  B+  gets  a  B)  and  it  also  more  accurately  reflects  the  earned  grade  of 
a  weaker  student  (now  the  student  with  a  C-  gets  a  C) .   Although  one  of  the 
main  concerns  voiced  at  that  meeting  was  the  fear  of  grade  inflation,  a  system 
which  includes  minuses  as  well  as  pluses   actually  works  against  grade  in- 
flation.

SUBJECT:  Lycoming  College  Grading  System 

DATE:  February  9,  1979 


This  memo  is  meant  to  serve  as  a  proposal  for  the  adoption  of  a  "plus  grading 
system."   i.e.,  the  A,  B+,  B,  C+,  C,  D+,  D  system.   At  Lycoming  the  student  who 
earns  a  high  C  is  actually  penalized  by  receiving  a  2.0,  the  same  number  of  grade 
points  as  the  student  who  earns  the  lowest  C.   Since  the  Grade  Point  Average  is 
computed  on  a  decimal  system,  the  absence  of  letter  marks  with  pluses,  3.5,  2.5, 
and  1.5,  lowers  the  G.P.A.  considerably. 

Most  of  us  are  aware  of  student  pressure  for  high  grades.   A  plus  grading  system 
would  demonstrate  our  concern  and  enable  us  to  respond  positively,  but  without 
compromising  our  standards.   Although  there  would  be  an  initial  expense  for 
printing  costs,  the  benefits  for  the  student  would  outweigh  the  expenditure. 

B+,  C+,  and  D+  grades  have  been  adapted  by  many  colleges  and  universities  as  a 
more  equitable  measurement  of  a  student's  performance  than  the  broader  A,  B,  C, 
D  categories.

NEW  WORDING /SEQUENCE  FOR  SECTION  5.15  (part  a)  OF 
FACULTY  HANDBOOK  DESCRIPTION  OF  HONORS  AND  INDEPENDENT  STUDY 

Honors 

Honors  projects  are  undertaken  only  in  a  student's  major  and  are  in  any  case  available  only 
to  exceptionally  well-qualified  students  who  have  a  solid  background  in  the  area  of  the  project 
and  are  capable  of  considerable  self-direction.    Honors  projects  are  expected  to  involve 
independent  study  in  two  consecutive  unit  courses.    Normally  a  student  must  complete  the 
application  for  registration  in  honors  for  each  semester  of  course  credit.    The  grade  for 
honors  is  recorded  only  after  the  completion  of  the  second  semester  of  the  honors  project. 
An  incomplete  grade  is  recorded  for  the  first  semester  of  the  honors  project  until  the 
completion  of  the  second  semester  of  honors  work.    However,  under  special  circumstances 
(e.g.  such  as  after  outstanding  work  on  a  studies  project)  a  student  may  complete  a  one 
semester  honors  project  upon  recommendation  of  the  advisor  and  an  honors  committee. 

After  the  student  completes  an  honors  project  successfully,  the  Registrar  will  record  honors 
in  the  department  on  the  student's  permanent  record.    In  the  event  that  the  study  is  not 
completed  successfully,  or  is  not  deemed  worthy  of  honors,  the  student  shall  be  re-registered 


in  studies  and  given  a  final  grade  for  the  courses. 

In  order  for  a  student  to  be  registered  in  an  honors  program,  the  following  conditions  must 
be  satisfied: 

(1)  A  faculty  member  from  the  department(S)  in  which  the  honors  project  is  to  be  under- 
taken must  agree  to  be  the  director  and  must  secure  departmental  approval  of  the 
project. 

(2)  The  director,  in  consultation  with  the  student,  must  convene  an  individual  honors 
committee  consisting  of  two  faculty  members  from  the  department  in  which  the  pro- 
ject is  to  be  undertaken,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  director  of  the  project,  and  one 
faculty  member  from  each  of  two  other  departments  related  to  the  subject  matter  of 
the  study. 

(3)  The  members  of  this  committee  must  then  certify  by  their  signatures  on  the  application 
form  that  (a)  the  project  in  question  is  academically  legitimate  and  worthy  of  pursuit  as 
an  honors  project,  and  that  (b)  the  student  in  question  is  qualified  to  pursue  the  project. 

(4)  The  project  must  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Individual  Studies. 

In  order  to  successfully  complete  an  honors  project,  the  following  conditions  must  be  satisfied 
in  accordance  with  guidelines  established  by  the  Committee  on  Individual  Studies: 

(1)       The  student  must  produce  a  substantial  research  paper,  critical  study,  or  creative 
project — e.g. ,  a  group  of  original  musical  compositions,  one  or  more  playscripts, 
or  a  collection  of  short  stories — a  critical  paper  analyzing  the  techniques  and  prin- 
ciples employed  and  the  nature  of  the  achievement  represented  in  the  project  shall 
be  submitted. 


(2)  The  student  must  successfully  explain  and  defend  the  work  in  a  final  oral 
examination  given  by  the  individual  honors  committee. 

(3)  The  individual  honors  committee  must  certify  that  the  student  has  successfully 
defended  the  project,  and  that  the  student's  achievement  is  clearly  worthy  of 
honors;  i.e. ,  is  clearly  superior  to  that  which  would  ordinarily  be  required 

to  earn  an  A  in  a  regular  independent  studies  course. 

(4)  The  Committee  on  Individual  Studies  must  certify  that  the  student  has  satisfied 
all  of  the  conditions  mentioned  above. 

(5)         A  final  copy  of  the  honors  project  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the 
Library  for  processing  and  inclusion  in  the  library  collection.

SUBJECT:    Proposal  Regarding  Majors. 

The  following  proposal  is  co-sponsored  by  Logan  Richmond,  Ernest  Giglio,  Robert  Falk 
and  Tim  Carlson. 


PROPOSAL 

The  number  of  courses  required  in  a  major  may  not  exceed  ten. 

Any  number  of  courses  may  be  recommended.   Courses  in  another  department  which 

are  prerequisite  to  a  required  course  are  not  counted  in  the  total.   For  example, 

one  of  the  Economics  tracks  requires  Bus.  Ad.  38  which,  in  turn,  has  a  prerequisite 
Bus.  Ad.  2  3. 

The  ten-course   limit  applies  to  majors  within,  between,  or  among  departments, 
as  well  as  "individual  interdisciplinary"  majors  (p. 7,  82-83  catalog). 

Any  exception  to  the  ten-course  limit  must  be  approved  by  a  secret  ballot  of  the 
faculty. 

This  limitation  becomes  effective  with  the  1984-85  academic  year. 

Nursing  is  not  considered  to  be  a  major;  it  is  best  described  as  a  program  and 
does  not  fall  within  the  ten-course  limit. 

(Definition  of  "major".   A  subject  of  academic  study  chosen  as  a  field  of 
specialization. ) 

Rationale:   Lycoming  College  declares  itself  to  be  a  liberal  arts  college. 
The  constant  proliferation  of  department  offerings  and  the  expansion  of  requirements 
for  majors  have  diluted  the  liberal  aspects  of  our  curriculum.   It  would  seem  that, 
in  a  curriculum  requiring  32  unit  courses  for  graduation, roughly  a  third  should 
be  in  a  specialized  field,  a  second  third  in  distribution   requirements,  and  the 
remainder  in  electives.

I  would  like  CDC  to  consider  the  following  proposal.   Since  it  shares  the  same  con- 
ns as  the  Rabold  proposal  of  January  30,  1983,  I  would  like  it  considered  along  with  that 
posal.   This  is  not,  however,  a  friendly  amendment,  but  a  wholly  different  approach. 

posal   A  major  designed  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  B.A.  degree  shall  require  no 

than  eight  courses  in  the  department  of  the  major,  and  a  total  of  no  more  than  eight 
rses  in  other  departments.  Courses  which  are  necessary  prerequisites  for  all  students 
the  major  shall  be  counted  in  these  totals.   (Example:  a  department  requires  Math  19  in 

major.   Math  18  is  a  necessary  prerequisite,  and  so  both  Math  18  and  19  should  be  counted 
the  major.   Math  5  and  17,  while  required  of  some  students  because  of  their  background, 

not  necessary  prerequisites  for  all  students  and  should  not  be  counted). 

These  limitations  become  effective  with  the  class  entering  in  Fall,  1984,  and  any 
)rs  not  now  in  compliance  shall  be  redesigned  and  approved  by  March  of  1984. 

ionale   The  rationale  here  is  the  same  as  in  "the  Rabold  proposal,  which  is  to  prohibit 
bssive  requirements  of  courses  in  any  one  department.   However,  I  believe  this  proposal 
the  following  additional  merits : 

1)  It  is  simpler  than  the  Rabold  proposal. 

2)  It  considers  the  prerequisite  courses  that  students  must  take. 

3)  It  recognizes  that  many  majors  rely  heavily  on  supporting  courses  in  other  depart- 
ments, and  that  these  courses  have  been  and  should  be  a  part  of  these  majors. 

4)  It  would  probably  require  fewer  wholesale  changes  in  the  descriptions  of  the  majors. 
Ltional  Comments 


1)  If  we  simply  limit  a  major  to  ten  courses  and  ignore  prerequisite  courses,  we  will 
soon  find  ourselves  in  a  morass  of  games-playing.   Chemistry,  for  example,  now 
stipulates  four  non-chemistry  courses  (Math  18,  19;  Physics  25,  26).   Under  the 
Rabold  proposal,  this  requirement  could  be  reduced  to  one  course  by  stipulating 
Physics  26,  since  the  other  three  are  prerequisites  to  Physics  26.   This  approach, 
while  meeting  the  letter  of  the  law,  would  misguide  students,  advisors,  and  outside 
observers . 

2)  Neither  this  nor  the  Rabold  proposal  will  necessarily  force  students  into  other 
areas.   Those  who  choose  to  do  so  can  and  will  take  optional  courses  in  their 
department,  in  excess  of  the  eight  (or  ten)  course  limit.   Special  tracks  and 
programs  can  still  be  designed  and  publicized,  but  courses  within  the  department 
in  excess  of  eight  could  only  be  recommended,  not  required.

SUBJ:     Franz  &  Rabold  Course-limitation  Proposals. 

Many  members  of  the  faculty  apparently  believe  that  some  of  our  major 
programs  require  too  many  courses.   As  a  result  Franz  &  Rabold  have  written  pro- 
posals (attached)  designed  to  limit  the  number  of  courses  that  may  be  required 
for  the  major.   The  effect  of  adopting  either  of  the  proposals  is  described  on 
the  sheet  prepared  by  Betty  Paris  (attached).   Both  proposals  would  force 
alteration  in  ten  majors  currently  approved  by  the  college,  Rabold' s  proposal 
would  force  alteration  in  8  additional  majors,  Franz's  proposal  would  force 
alteration  in  4  additional  majors. 

Since  Franz's  proposal  is  superior,  I  will  confine  the  remainder  of  my 
remarks  to  it.   With  the  exception  of  Art  and  Nursing,  the  majors  affected  by 
Franz's  proposal  could  be  brought  into  line  by  dropping  one  course  from  the 
major.   If  Franz  would  be  willing  to  count  Art  History  as  different  from  Art, 
then  12  of  the  14  majors  affected  by  his  proposal  could  be  brought  into  line 
by  dropping  one  course — all  but  the  Sculpture  BFA  &  Nursing,  and  neither  of 
these  are  B.A.  degree  programs. 

So  the  question  to  ask  is  this:  is  anything  much  accomplished  by  requiring 
twelve  majors  to  eliminate  One  course?   Or  perhaps  more  to  the  point:  is  anything 
much  accomplished  by  taking  up  faculty  time  debating  whether  this  major  or  that 
really  must  eliminate  one  course? 

I  believe  the  answer  to  both  questions  is  No.   In  many  cases  students 
would  be  informally  required  to  take  the  dropped  course,  so  adopting  the  proposal 
wouldn't  change  anything.   In  other  cases  students  would  take  an  easy  elective 
or  an  elective  closely  related  to  the  major.   As  far  as  I'm  concerned  that's  not 
enough  of  a  gain  to  warrant  adopting  this  proposal. 

Finally,  with  the  exception  of  Art,  Math,  and  General  Management  all  of  the 
majors  picked  out  by  Franz's  proposal  are  interdisciplinary.   If  Art  History  is 


counted  separately  from  Art,  and  if  the  general  management  major  is  regarded  as 
a  composite  management,  finance,  marketing,  etc.  major,  then  all  of  the  majors 
picked  out  by  his  proposal,  with  the  exception  of  math,  are  interdisciplinary.  In 
general,  the  number  of  courses  required  for  our  majors  has  increased  because  we 
have  increasingly  adopted  interdisciplinary  majors.

I.   The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  D.  Franz  at  4:03  p.m. 

D.  Franz  asked  for  and  received  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  two  previous 
meetings  held  on  Sept.  26  and  October  10. 

D.  Franz  called  for  discussion  on  a  proposal  submitted  by  the  CDC  entitled,  "NEW 
WORDING  SEQUENCE  FOR  SECTION  5.15  (part  a)  OF  FACULTY  HANDBOOK  DESCRIPTION  OF  HONORS 
AND  INDEPENDENT  STUDY."   G.  Gordon  stated  that  the  proposal  was  essentially  a 
reformatted  version  of  the  current  policy  developed  to  clarify  this  policy  and 
eliminate  confusion.   D.  Franz  noted  that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  library  to 
bear  the  expense  of  having  Honors  Theses  bound  for  the  institutional  use.   L.  Richmond 
suggested  that  the  last  line  of  the  proposal  be  amended  to  read, 

"A  final  copy  of  the  honors  project  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the 
Library  for  binding,  processing  and  inclusion  in  the  library  collection."   G.  Gordon, 
speaking  for  the  CDC, accepted  the  revision  as  a  friendly  amendment. 

The  GCAA  then  unanimously  voted  to  send  the  proposal  on  to  the  faculty. 

D.  Franz  then  introduced  two  proposals  known  as  the  Rabold  Proposal  Regarding  Majors, 
dated  2/7/83,  and  the  Franz  Proposal,  dated  2/2/83.   Both  proposals  sought  to  limit 
the  number  of  courses  which  may  be  required  in  a  major.   The  chairman  of  the  CDC 
noted  that  neither  proposal  had  been  recommended  by  the  CDC,  but  that  they  had  been 
sent  to  the  GCAA  for  discussion.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  proposals  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  Requirements  for  further  study.   The  motion 
was  rejected  by  a  vote  of  18  opposed  and  3  in  favor.   The  GCAA  then  voted  not  to  send 
the  Rabold  Proposal  to  the  faculty  by  a  vote  of  1  in  favor  and  20  opposed.   The  GCAA 
then  voted  15  to  2  to  not  send  the  Franz  Proposal  on  to  the  faculty. 

D.  Franz  then  brought  before  the  committee  for  its  discussion  the  faculty  prohibition 
of  hour  exams  in  the  last  week  of  regular  classes  before  final  exam  week.   This  is 
found  on  p.  55  of  the  1983-84  Faculty  Handbook  in  Sec.  5.11.   Franz  stated  that  there 
appeared  to  have  been  numerous  violations  of  this  policy.   After  some  discussion 

E.  Giglio  proposed  that  the  policy  be  changed  to  read  "Final  Exams  may  only  be  given 
durring  Final  Exam  Week.   No  other  exams  or  quizzes,  when  counted  toward  a  course 
grade,  are  permitted  the  week  before  final  exams."   The  proposal  was  rejected  by  a 
vote  of  11  to  1.   D.  Van  Marter  then  asked  all  Department  Chairs  to  inform  department 
members  of  the  faculty  policy.   She  further  asked  that  information  be  gathered  to 
determine  a)  how  many  exams  are  actually  given  during  Final  Exam  Week,  and  b)  what 
type  of  exams  are  given. 

D.  Franz  announced  that  a  committee  has  been  appointed  to  study  the  Rabold  Proposal 
that  GCAA  actions  become  binding  on  the  faculty.   He  also  announced  the  formation  of 
a  committee  to  study  the  Lesko  Proposal  concerning  changing  of  the  means  of  report- 
ing grades  to  include  "plusses"  and  "minuses." 

Finally,  he  announced  that  he  had  asked  the  GCAA  secretary  to  look  into  the 
possibility  of  having  a  professional  secretary  attend  GCAA  meetings  to  take  notes.

MUSIC  67  -  ORCHESTRAL  ENSEMBLE 

The  Susquehanna  Valley  Symphony  Orchestra  allows  students  with  significant 
instrumental  experience  to  become  a  member  of  this  regional  ensemble. 
Participation  in  the  S.V.S.O.  is  subject  to  audition  and  availability  of 
openings.   Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per 
semester.   A  student  who  is  enrolled  in  orchestra  only,  should  register  for 
Music  67-B  (one  hour  credit).   A  student  may  belong  to  two  ensembles,  choosing 
either  Choir  or  Wind  Ensemble  as  the  second  group.   Such  a  student  will  then 
register  for  Music  67-A  (1/2  hour  credit)  plus  either  Music  68-A  (1/2  hour 
credit)  or  Music  69-A  (1/2  hour  credit) . 

RATIONALE: 

Lycoming  College  is  affiliated  with  the  S.V.S.O.  by  providing  an  office  and  a 
base  for  its  rehearsals.   The  orchestra  annually  performs  a  series  of  concerts 
in  Clarke  Chapel  and  at  neighboring  colleges.   Grades  will  be  assigned  by  a 
Lycoming  College  Faculty  Member  who  participates  with  the  S.V.S.O.   The  growing 
alliance  between  the  College  and  S.V.S.O.  makes  this  a  logical  and  attractive 
opportunity.   Several  Lycoming  students  are  already  performing  with  this  orchestra, 
one  of  which  is  receiving  credit  by  permission  of  the  Academic  Standing  Committee. 
Dr.  Grant  Jeffers  will  be  a  participating  member  of  the  S.V.S.O.  for  the  1983-84 
season  and  will  supervise  participating  students. 

If  this  proposal  is  passed  then  the  Music  Department  would  choose  to  change 
the  title  of  Music  69  from  Instrumental  Ensemble  (Band)  to  Wind  Ensemble 
(Band) .   (Wind  Ensemble  is  an  established  term  for  smaller  ensembles  containing 
Woodwinds,  Brass  and  Percussion.) 

Also,  if  the  proposal  is  passed,  the  following  new  descriptions  of  Music  68  and 
69  should  go  into  the  catalogue. 

NEW  DESCRIPTIONS: 

Music  68  -  CHORAL  ENSEMBLE 
(CHOIR) 

Participation  in  the  College  Choir  is  designed  to  enable  any  student 
possessing  at  least  average  talent  an  opportunity  to  study  choral  technique. 
Emphasis  is  placed  upon  acquaintance  with  choral  literature,  tone  pro- 
duction, diction,  and  phrasing.   Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one 
hour  of  Ensemble  credit  per  semester.   A  student  who  is  enrolled  in  Choir 
only,  should  register  for  Music  68-B  (one  hour  credit).   A  student  may 
belong  to  two  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Wind  Ensemble  as 
the  second  group.   Such  a  student  will  then  register  for  Music  68-A 
(1/2  hour  credit)  plus  either  Music  67-A  (1/2  hour  credit)  or  Music  69-A 
(1/2  hour  credit)  . 


Music  69  -  WIND  ENSEMBLE 
(BAND) 

The  College  Wind  Ensemble  allows  students  with  some  instrumental 
experience  to  become  acquainted  with  good  band  literature  and 
develop  personal  musicianship  through  participation  in  group  in- 
strumental activity.   Students  are  allowed  a  maximum  of  one  hour 
of  Ensemble  credit  per  semester.   A  student  who  is  enrolled  in 
Band  only,  should  register  for  Music  69-B  (one  hour  credit).   A  stu- 
dent may  belong  to  two  ensembles,  choosing  either  Orchestra  or  Choir 
as  the  second  group.   Such  a  student  will  then  register  for  Music  69-A 
(1/2  hour  credit)  plus  either  Music  67-A  (1/2  hour  credit)  or  Music  68-A 

(1/2  hour  credit) .

SUBJECT:   Revision  of  Mathematics  Major  requirements 


The  Department  of  Mathematical  Sciences  proposes  that  the  require- 
ments for  the  major  in  mathematics  be  changed  to  allow  one  of 
Mathematics  12,  14,  and  16  to  count  as  an  elective.   Specifically, 
the  first  sentence  of  the  catalog  discription  of  the  major  would 
read  (changes  underlined): 

A  major  in  mathematics  consists  of  10  units  of  courses  in 
the  mathematical  sciences:  Computer  Science  15,  Mathematics 
18,  19,  20,  24,  34,  42,  and  three  other  mathematics  courses 
numbered  above  20,  one  of  which  may  be  replaced  by  Mathematics 
12 ,  14  ,  or  16  . 

Justification: 


Traditionally  the  pool  of  elective  courses  in  the  mathematics 
major  has  included  many  in  applied  areas. 

Each  of  Mathematics  12,  14,  and  16  represents  an  introductory 
level  course  in  one  of  three  distinct  applied  areas  of  the 
mathematical  sciences:   operations  research,  statistics,  and 
the  mathematical  foundations  of  computer  science.   The 
Department  believes  that  some  exposure  to  these  important  areas 
within  the  discipline  is  of  value  to  our  majors,  many  of  whom 
do  not  go  on  to  graduate  work  in  mathematics  but  move  directly 
into  job  environments  in  which  a  basic  literacy  in  and  an 
appreciation  of  these  application  areas  often  proves  most 
useful.   The  demands  placed  on  our  mathematics  majors  in 
completing  the  major  requirements  often  preclude  their  taking 
one  or  more  of  these  courses  as  a  degree  elective.   The 
Department  believes  that  the  proposed  adjustment  in  the  major 
requirements  would  therefore  provide  a  more  flexible  setting  in 
which  our  students  could  pursue  these  curricular  options.

6.  Gary  Boerckel  made  a  motion,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Personnel  Committee 
as  a  friendly  amendment,  to  item  4,  p.  8  (Administration  of  Student 
Evaluation  Form) : 

"Faculty  may  supply  their  own  optional  form  to  be  administered  with  the 
standard  college-wide  forms." 

7.  Gary  Boerckel  made  a  motion  to  delete  item  6,  p.  8  (Administration  of 
Student  Evaluation  Form) . 

This  motion  failed. 

8.  Sue  Beidler  made  a  motion,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Personnel  Committee 
as  a  friendly  amendment,  to  add  the  words  "at  Lycoming"  to  the  end  of 
Question  #14,  p.  6  (Student  Evaluation  of  Faculty). 

9.  John  Whelan  made  a  motion,  which  was  accepted  by  the  Personnel  Committee 
as  a  friendly  amendment,  to  add  the  following  words  to  the  beginning 

of  Question  #14,  p.  6  (Student  Evaluation  of  Faculty): 

"Discount  whether  you  like  or  dislike  the  professor." 

10.  Forrest  Keesbury  made  a  motion  to  delete  Question  #9,  p.  6  (Student  Evaluation 
of  Faculty) . 

The  motion  passed. 

At  this  point  a  motion  was  made  to  extend  the  debate  another  10  minutes. 
The  motion  failed. 

Another  motion  was  made  to  table  the  vote  on  the  entire  document.   This 
motion  passed. 

New  Business: 

Fred  Grogan  made  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules,  Faculty  Bylaws,  Article  IV, 
Section  2,  requiring  "any  proposal  committee  decision  affecting  policy  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  each  faculty  member  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
vote,  and  shall  be  open  to  debate  on  the  floor  before  the  vote  is  taken." 
This  motion  to  suspend  the  forementioned  rule  passed.   Accordingly,  Fred  then 
made  a  motion  to  waive  for  Psychology  50  the  faculty  policy  requiring  that 
courses  be  offered  no  more  than  twice  as  a  50 's  course.

November  14,  1983 

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:07  P.M.  and  led  the  faculty  in 
prayer. 

The  minutes  of  October  10,  1983  were  approved.

"New  wording  sequence  for  Section  5.15  (part  A.)  of  Faculty  Handbook 
Description  of  Honors  and  Independent  Study."   The  motion  passed. 

Old  Business: 

Debate  continued  on  the  Faculty  Evaluation  Procedure  issued  June  24,  1983} from 
the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee. 

President  Blumer  ruled  that  a  list  of  friendly  amendments  dated  November  10,  1983^ 
be  considered  as  part  of  the  original  document. 

Logan  Richmond  made  a  motion  to  adopt  the  entire  document. 

Sue  Beidler  provided  a  friendly  amendment  to  page  2  of  the  document.   Her 
amendment  added  the  following  sentence  to  the  end  of  the  3rd  paragraph. 

"Following  an  examination  of  the  Report  of  Professional  Activities  Form 
and  other  pertinent  information,  the  evaluators  will  complete  the  section 
of  the  Peer  Evaluation  Form  which  deals  with  Scholarly/Professional 
Activities  and  Corporate/Community  Functions. 

Emily  Jensen  proposed  an  amendment  to  page  1  of  the  document.   She  accepted 
a  change  to  her  amendment  from  Charles  Getchell.   The  amendment  was  to  delete 
the  next  to  the  last  sentence  and  the  first  word  of  the  last  sentence.   The 
amendment  was  defeated. 

Jensen  also  proposed  to  amend  the  1st  sentence  of  the  2nd  paragraph  of  page  2 
to  read  as  follows: 

"The  teaching  evaluation  for  those  other  than  chairpersons  must  be 
completed  by  the  evaluatee's  department  chairman,  one  other  tenured  member 
of  the  faculty,  and  the  Dean." 

At  this  point  a  motion  was  passed  to  extend  the  debate  for  an  additional  20 
minutes. 

The  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  Jensen  proposed  amendment.   The  amendment  failed. 

Stan  Wilk  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  2nd  sentence  of  the  2nd  paragraph  of 
page  2.   This  sentence  would  then  read  as  follows: 

"The  second  evaluator  shall  be  selected  by  the  department  chairperson 
with  agreement  by  the  evaluatee.   In  cases  where  there  is  no  agreement, 
the  Dean  will  pick  the  second  evaluatee." 


At  this  point  a  motion  was  passed  to  extend  the  debate  for  an  additional 
10  minutes.   The  vote  was  then  taken  on  the  Wilk  amendment.   The  amendment 
passed. 

Owen  Herring  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  "List  of  Friendly  Amend- 
ments" sheet,  item  #2.   Insert  the  words  "to  faculty"  to  this  item  (#2)  so 
that  it  reads  as  follows: 

"page  4,  Proviso  #3  has  been  changed  to  read,  "The  entire  system  will  be 
reviewed  by  the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee  and  appropriate  reforms  will 
be  recommended  to  faculty  by  the  committee  if  necessary."   (The  changes 
have  been  underlined.)" 

This  motion  passed. 

The  following  friendly  amendments  were  made  by  Kathy  Ryan  to  "friendly  amendment' 
sheet: 

1.  Page  1,  item  #9 —

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:04  P.M.  and  led  the  faculty  in 
prayer. 

The  minures  of  November  14,  1983  were  apfproved. 

Previously  Distributed  Reports: 

1.  From  G.C.A.A.  (per  A.B.  //ll) 

The  proposals  regarding  Music  67,  68,  and  69  and  changes  in  the 
mathematics  major  passed. 

2.  From  Personnel  Committee  (distributed  11/1/83) 

I.   Professional  Development  Grants — passed. 

II.   Sabbatical  leaves — passed. 

III.   Faculty  Benefits 

Charlie  Getchell  made  an  amendment  changing  the  wording  to 
read  as  follows: 

"The  College  will  provide  funding  for  approved  professional 
meetings  under  a  formula  established  annually  by  the  Dean 
of  the  College  in  consultation  with  faculty  chairmen." 

Getchell' s  amendment  passed. 

The  main  amended  motion  on  Faculty  Benefits  then  passed. 

Old  Business: 

John  Piper  made  a  motion  to  postpone  the  CHIP  report  until  the  January 
faculty  meeting.   The  motion  passed. 

Administrative  Reports: 

Dean  Van  Marter  reported  the  results  from  her  "Survey  of  Final  Exams" — 

1)  22%  of  courses  offered  during  the  Fall  Term  (excluding  internships, 
studies,  and  practicums)  did  not  use  a  final  examination. 

The  courses  are  in  a  small  number  of  departments: 
Physical  Education,  Art,  and  all  developmental  courses 
(Eng.  5,  Ed.  5,  Math.  5).   In  some  cases,  alternate  forms 
of  evaluation  are  used,  as  in  art  studio  courses.   Only 
about  4-5%  of  courses  in  other  departments  do  not  use  final 
examinations. 

2)  18%  of  those  giving  finals  use  an  objective  examination. 

40%  use  some  type  of  written  examination,  though  this  figure 
includes  problems  as  well  as  essays. 
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35%  use  a  combination  of  objective  questions,  short  answer, 
and  essay. 

3)  52%  of  those  giving  finals  use  a  cumulative  examination. 

11%  use  an  examination  that  covers  only  part  of  the  semester's  work. 
28%  use  a  mixed  form. 

4)  2  courses  have  an  optional  final  examination. 

The  faculty  indicated  their  willingness  to  have  incorporated  into  the  new 
Faculty  Evaluation  Procedure  a  question  regarding  student  cheating.   The 
exact  wording  was  to  be  worked  out  by  the  Personnel  Committee. 

Dr.  Blumer  briefly  discussed  the  Five-Year  Plan  and  provided  some  background 
information  into  certain  findings  of  the  report.

The  following  change  in  Dean's  List  policy  as  shown  on  page  11  of  the 
1983-84  catalog  is  proposed  for  your  consideration: 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  Dean's  List  at  the  end  of 
the  fall  and  spring  semesters  if  they  have  completed  at  least 
fifteen  credits  with  other  than  S/U  or  R  grades,  and  have  a 
minimum  grade  point  average  of  3.50  for  the  semester. 

Rationale:   When  the  Nursing  program  was  set  up,  the  requirement  of 
completion  of  four  unit  courses  to  be  eligible  for  Dean's  List  was 
overlooked.   Thus,  students  in  the  B.S.N,  program  carrying  a  full  load 
can  earn  only  15  hours  because  the  Nutrition  course  is  3/4  of  a  unit. 
They  are,  therefore,  eliminated  from  eligibility  under  our  current 
policy.   This  change  would  make  them  eligible  and  not  violate  the 
principle  of  selection.

II .  D .  Franz  asked  for  and  received  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  held  on  October  2k,   1983. 

III.  D.  Franz  called  for  discussion  on  a  proposal  submitted  by  the  CDC 
concerning  the  addition  of  Music  67  to  the  curriculum,  and  changes  in 
Music  68  and  Music  69.   (See  The  Academic  Bulletin,  November  4,  19^3.) 
After  some  discussion  the  proposal  was  unanimously  accepted  by  the  GCAA . 

IV.  D.  Franz  called  for  discussion  on  a  proposal  submitted  by  the  CDC 
concerning  a  revision  of  the  catalogue  description  of  the  major  in 
mathematics.  The  revision  would  allow  a  student  to  substitute  either 
Math  12,  14,  or  16  in  place  of  one  of  the  the  three  required  courses 
numbered  20  or  above  in  the  current  description.   (See  the  Academic 
Bulletin,  November  4,  1983 •)  After  some  discussion  the  motion  to 
accept  the  proposal  was  passed  unanimously. 

V.  D.  Franz  then  called  for  new  business.  M.  Shaul  raised  the  question 
of  why  there  were  a  number  of  faculty  committees  which  had  no  student 
representation.  An  examination  of  the  list  of  those  committees 
resulted  in  explanations  for  the  lack  of  students  on  some  committees 

as  well  as  recommendations  concerning  means  by  which  such  representation 
could  be  accomplished  on  other  committees.

Rationale:   At  present  there  is  no  way  to  enforce  this  regulation  since  no 
penalty  or  guideline  is  provided.   Declaration  of  a  major  is  a  student  respons 
bility  and  should  be  completed  before  the  beginning  of  the  fifth  semester  sine 
many  major  requirements  are  sequential  in  nature.   Some  courses  are  offered 
only  in  alternate  years  also.   The  declaration  process  is  essential  for  the 
student's  benefit  so  requirements  can  be  met  for  graduation  within  the  normal 
progression.

Background: 

Since  Fred  Grogan  has  decided  to  pursue  administration  full-time  and  will  be 
available  to  the  department  on  a  very,  very  limited  basis,  the  following  altera- 
tions in  the  Political  Science  major  are  submitted,  by  necessity  rather  than 
choice,  to  the  CDC  for  its  consideration. 


I.   Curricular  Changes 

1.  The  following  courses  will  be  deleted  from  our  offerings  for  the  reasons 
cited: 

15     Intro,  to  Politics  (to  be  replaced  by  PS  16) 

28-29  Contemporary  Issues  in  Public  Policy  I  and  II  (to  be  replaced  by 
PS  16) 

22  Political  Parties  and  Interests  Groups  (no  staff) 

24  Legislative  Process  (no  staff) 

30  American  Constitutional  System  (no  demand) 

32  Politics  of  Cities  and  Suburbs  (no  staff) 

46  Contemporary  Political  Ideologies  (low  demand) 

47  American  Political  Tradition  (no  demand) 

Justification 

Essentially,  we  are  now  a  two-person  department  with  Dr.  Grogan  teaching 
one  course  a  year  for  the  department.   Since  a  replacement  for  Dr.  Grogan 
has  been  rejected  by  the  college,  we  have  had  to  shape  a  respectable  major 
out  of  the  qualifications  and  interests  of  the  remaining  members,  Drs. 
Roskin  and  Giglio.   This  is  not  the  "ideal"  curriculum  but  the  only  one 
we  could  mount  given  our  present  resources.   In  sum,  six  courses  are 
being  dropped  from  our  offerings  and  two  other  courses,  PS  15  and  28/29 
are  being  collapsed  into  one  introductory  course,  PS  16. 

2.  Add  the  following  course  to  departmental  offerings: 

PS  16  (A  and  B)  INTRODUCTION  TO  PUBLIC  POLICY 

This  course  is  currently  being  taught  during  the  Fall  1983  semester  as 
50A  and  B.   This  course  will  try  to  serve  both  our  prospective  majors  and 
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as  a  distribution  requirement  for  the  rest  of  the  college.   Writing  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  course. 

PS  16  A  and  B   INTRODUCTION  TO  POLITICS  AND  PUBLIC  POLICY 

An  examination  of  public  policy  within  the  context 
of  American  politics.   Includes  identification  and 
analysis  of  contemporary  policy  issues,  alternative 
solutions,  factors  in  formulation,  and  evaluation  of 
impact.   May  be  taken  for  either  half-unit  (section 
16A)  or  full  unit  (section  16B) ;  declared  majors  and 
prospective  majors  should  take  the  full  unit  course, 
16B. 

II.   Catalog  Changes: 

1)  Add  the  following  statement  to  these  courses: 

PS  23  American  Presidency 

PS  33  Bureaucracy  and  Public  Administration 

"Subject  to  student  demand,  but  offered  at  least  once  during  a  four-year 
cycle)" 

Justification: 

At  the  present  time  we  are  uncertain  whether  we  can  staff  these  courses 
to  be  taught  on  a  regular  basis.   Dr.  Giglio  taught  PS  23  in  fall  1982 
with  six  students.   Our  intention  is  to  offer  "American  Presidency"  at 
least  in  the  presidential  election  years,  e.g.,  1984,  1988,  etc.   Whether 
we  can  offer  it  more  regularly  will  depend  on  staffing  and  student  demand. 
The  other  course  that  Dr.  Grogan  normally  taught  was  PS  33.   That  course 
was  last  offered  in  Fall  1981  with  ten  students.   We  would  like  to  continue 
to  make  this  course  available  to  our  majors,  particularly  those  who  go  on 
to  a  government  internship  and  we  would  hope  that  either  Dr.  Grogan 
continue  to  teach  it  on  an  occasional  basis  or  else  the  college  will  permit 
us  to  seek  part-time  staff. 

2)  Add  Prerequisite:   "Jr.  or  Sr.  standing  or  consent  of  instructor"  to  the 
following  course: 

PS  36  /Mass  Comm  31  Mass  Media  Law  and  Regulation 

Justification: 

This  course  is  required  for  the  Mass  Communications  major.   We  use  a  law 
school  text  and  much  of  the  case  material  is  unfamiliar  to  most  students. 
In  our  judgment,  the  course  will  provide  greater  benefits  to  the  students 
if  they  have  already  taken  Mass  Comm  10  and  30. 

3)  Eliminate  Section  F.   Non-area  Electives  and  renumber  Section  G  to  become 
Section  F.   Special  Programs 

Justification: 

To  keep  sequence  in  logical  order;  i.e.,  subareas  A  to  E  with  Section  F 
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eliminated  and,  hence,  Section  G  Special  Programs  becomes  Section  F. 

4)  Drop  PS  32  Politics  of  Cities  and  Suburbs  from  the  Journalism  sequence 
in  the  Mass  Communication  major. 

Justification: 

PS  32  is  one  of  the  six  courses  being  dropped  by  the  department  due  to  the 
reduction  in  staff. 

5)  Drop  PS  30  American  Constitutional  System  and  PS  47  American  Political 
Tradition  from  the  interdisciplinary  American  Studies  Program. 

Justification: 

Both  PS  30  and  PS  47  are  being  dropped  from  the  department's  offerings. 

6)  Rewrite  the  third  and  fourth  paragraphs  describing  the  major  in  the  catalog 
(p.  50  in  the  1983-84  college  catalog)  to  read  as  follows: 

A  major  consists  of  eight  political  science  courses,  including 
Political  Science  16B.   Prospective  majors  are  encouraged  to  register  for 
this  course  during  their  freshman  year.   An  exemption  will  be  granted  only 
if  it  strengthens  the  student's  program.   In  addition,  students  must  take 
at  least  one  course  in  each  of  the  five  areas  (A  to  E)  below.   Students  are 
encouraged,  also,  to  select  a  minor  in  another  department  in  accordance 
with  their  academic  and  career  interests  and  in  consultation  with  their 
departmental  advisor. 

For  non-majors,  the  department  offers  three  minors:   1)  a  minor  in 
political  science  consists  of  any  four  courses  numbered  20  or  above  from 
areas  A  to  E;  2)  a  minor  in  foreign  affairs  consists  of  four  courses 
selected  from  Political  Science  20,  25,  26,  27,  38  and  39;  and  3)  a  minor 
in  legal  studies  consists  of  Political  Science  31,  35,  36  and  one  other 
•course  numbered  20  or  above.   Students  are  encouraged  to  consult  with 
department  members  on  the  selection  of  a  minor. 

Justification: 

The  catalog  changes  are  dictated  by  the  proposed  curricular  changes  so 
that  the  catalog  reflects  departmental  practices.   The  two  outside  courses 
are  being  replaced  by  a  minor,  which,  we  hope,  will  stimulate  our  students 
to  consider  other  departments.   We  believe  that  a  four-course  minor  serves 
our  students  better  than  a  two-course  outside  the  department  requirement. 
However,  to  encourage  minors  we  must  withdraw  the  outside-course  requirement 
because,  as  it  presently  stands,  a  student  may  not  use  courses  taken  for 
a  major  as  part  of  a  minor.   Only  courses  not  required  for  the  major  may 
be  used  for  a  minor.

RE:       Curriculum  revision 

A.  The  Department  of  English  proposes  two  changes  in  its  curriculum:   (1)  to 
drop  the  two-track  format  in  English  6:   Composition,  and  (2)  to  transfer 
English  19:   Newswriting  for  the  Broadcast  Media  from  the  English  curriculum 
to  the  Mass  Communications  curriculum.   (See  attached  statement  from 
Professor  Nason.) 

B.  In  addition,  the  Department  proposes  a  minor  change  in  a  course  title. 


A.  Curricular  Revision 

1)  English  6:   Composition 

The  English  Department  proposes  to  replace  the  current  English  6: 
Composition  with  the  following: 

ENGLISH  6:   COMPOSITION 

Extensive  practice  in  analytical  writing.   Special  emphasis 
is  placed  on  developing  the  composing  skills  needed  to  articulate 
and  defend  a  position  in  various  situations  requiring  the  use  of 
written  English. 

Background 

When  the  English  Department  revised  the  composition  offerings  four 
years  ago  to  add  the  developmental  course,  we  designed  the  regular  compo- 
sition course  to  permit  students  to  choose  between  primarily  a  humanities/ 
liberal  arts  focus  and  a  technical/business  and  science  focus.   This  made 
good  sense  at  the  time  since  the  program  was  based  on  a  two-year  sequence: 
students  who  were  placed  in  English  5:   Developmental  took  that  during 
either  semester  of  their  freshman  year  and  did  not  take  English  6:   Composi 
tion  until  their  sophomore  year.   With  subsequent  alterations  in  staff  we 
have  been  able  to  handle  all  English  5  students  in  the  fall  semester, 
thereby  enabling  all  students  to  complete  their  English  composition  re- 
quirement during  their  freshman  year.   While  this  is  certainly  preferable 
for  students  with  weak  verbal  skills,  the  result  is  that  they  are  now  asked 
to  make  a  choice  between  options  in  English  6  before  they  are  ready  to  do 
so.   Further,  whatever  advantage  may  be  gained  in  terms  of  student  interest 
and  motivation  is  lost  on  an  incoming  freshman  student  who  lacks  suf- 
ficient knowledge  of  a  given  discipline  to  really  benefit  from  specific 
training  in  writing  in  that  area. 

Rationale 

Returning  to  a  single-track  composition  course  is  wise  for  a  number 
of  other  reasons  as  well.   First,  it  will  promote  better  consistency  in 
the  kinds  of  writing  we  teach  in  the  many  sections  of  English  6;  although 
we  now  all  aim  for  common  goals,  it  will  be  much  easier  to  achieve  those 
goals  if  we  do  not  have  the  added  task  of  training  students  in  skills  that 
apply  to  a  given  subject  area. 
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Secondly,  returning  to  a  single-track  composition  course  will 
facilitate  the  scheduling  of  composition  courses,  both  for  the  English 
Department  and  for  the  students  who  take  them.   With  all  sections  being 
the  same,  students  will  have  many  more  options  from  which  to  select 
the  course  that  fits  into  their  schedule.   (It  has,  in  fact,  often  been 
the  case  that  students  opt  for  the  course  that  fits  into  their  schedule, 
regardless  of  which  track  it  is.)   Related  to  this  practical  consideration 
is  the  matter  of  staffing.   Because  of  the  Business/Science  track  in 
composition,  we  are  forced  to  consider  training  in  technical  writing  in 
any  hiring  of  part-time  or  full-time  staff  since  part,  and  sometimes  all, 
of  their  teaching  responsibilities  will  be  in  composition.   For  the  full- 
time  position,  this  places  undue  emphasis  on  specialized  training  that 
will  be  used  only  in  the  one  course;  for  the  part-time  position,  the 
problem  is  compounded  by  the  fact  that  few  people  with  M.A.s  in  English 
and  experience  in  teaching  freshmen  composition  have  any  training  or 
experience  in  technical  writing.   In  short,  staffing  this  dual-track 
composition  course  has  been  extremely  difficult. 

One  final  reason  for  returning  to  a  single-track  composition  course 
is  perhaps  the  most  important  of  all:   since  that  one  track  will  emphasize 
the  humanities/liberal  arts  end  of  the  spectrum,  it  will  serve  to  enforce 
the  humanities  component  of  the  college's  distribution  requirements. 

2)  English  19:   Newswriting  for  the  Broadcast  Media 

Background 

English  19  was  originally  added  to  the  English  curriculum,  not  because 
of  its  appropriateness  as  an  English  course  but  because  members  of  the  Mass 
Communication  Coordinating  Committee  felt  it  was  an  essential  course  for 
mass  communications  students  in  the  broadcast  sequence.   Since  Professor 
Madden  had  considerable  professional  experience  in  the  area  and  had  been 
teaching  Newswriting  for  the  Print  Media  for  some  time,  she  developed  the 
course  to  meet  students'  needs.   The  intention  at  the  time  was  that  the 
course  was  to  be  handled  by  the  English  Department  only  until  a  communica- 
tions instructor  with  some  specialization  in  the  electronic  media  would 
take  it  over.   For  various  reasons,  the  course  does  not  belong  in  the  English 
curriculum  and  should  now  be  transferred  to  the  mass  communication  offerings. 

Rationale 

With  the  recent  hiring  of  a  mass  communications  person  who  has  specific 
training  in  the  broadcast  area  and  who  is  equipped  to  teach  audio  writing, 
it  is  possible,  and  indeed,  preferable  to  move  the  course  to  that  program. 
As  a  broadcast  media  course  it  requires  technical  equipment  of  the  sort 
that  is  better  located  in  the  Mass  Communication  program;  we,  in  fact,  do 
not  have  it,  and  Mass  Communication  does.   Further,  as  a  broadcast  media 
course,  it  teaches  a  kind  of  writing  that  belongs  more  appropriately  in  a 
mass  communication  program;  unlike  English  18:   Newswriting  for  the  Print 
Media,  English  37:   Public  Relations  and  Publicity  Writing,  and  other  writ- 
ing courses  in  English,  this  course  requires  total  brevity — the  writing  of 
"leads" — with  minimal  use  of  supporting  detail  or  development  of  an 
argument .

SUBJECT:   English  19,  "Newswriting  for  the  Broadcast  Media" 


It  is  the  intention  of  the  Mass  Communication  Department,  following  discussion 
with  Dr.  Jensen,  to  accept  the  English  Department's  proposed  transfer  of  English 
19,  Newswriting  for  the  Broadcast  Media.   Further,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
course  description  remain  the  same  and  the  listing  be  changed  to  Mass  Communica- 
tion 19. 

RATIONALE:   I  feel  the  course  is  more  suited  to  the  mass  communication  discipline 
for  several  reasons.   The  style  of  writing — while  challenging  in  other  ways — does 
not  require  the  detail  and  development  involved  in  the  other  English  writing 
courses.   Instead,  the  focus  is  on  brevity,  action  and  writing  for  the  ear.   Also, 
I  have  had  the  background  and  professional  experience  in  broadcast  writing.   I 
plan,  as  part  of  the  course,  to  utilize  the  college  radio  station,  a  facility 
more  closely  aligned,  I  believe,  with  the  mass  communication  area.   Finally,  I 
see  the  course  as  a  requirement  for  more  than  the  one  track,  which  is  the  present 
case.   As  such,  more  frequent  offerings  would  be  necessary.   (Since  there  already 
are  two  separate  sets  of  mass  communication  requirements,  however,  I  do  not  plan 
to  submit  that  and  other  proposed  changes  to  CDC  for  the  1984-85  year.)   Overall, 
future  plans  for  the  Mass  Communication  Department  include  a  greater  emphasis  on 
the  broadcasting  and  journalism  sequences.   This  course  is  necessary  for  those 
plans  and,  therefore,  I  feel  more  appropriate  in  the  Mass  Communication  Department

SUBJECT:   Course  Description  Change 


The  Mass  Communication  Department  proposes  changing  the  title  of  Mass  Comm  30, 
Theories  of  Mass  Communication,  to  Theories  and  Issues  in  Mass  Communication; 
further,  it  is  proposed  that  the  current  catalog  description  be  changed  to: 

An  analysis  of  current  theories  dealing  with  mass  communication  systems 
and  the  behavior  and  attitudes  of,  and  effects  on,  their  audiences.   The 
course  also  examines  contemporary  mass  media  issues  with  an  emphasis  on 
developing  critical  thinking  skills.   Prerequisite:   Mass  Comm  10. 

RATIONALE:   The  above  description  and  title  change  more  accurately  reflect  the 
role  of  Mass  Comm  30  in  the  overall  Mass  Communication  Program.   The  course  is 
viewed  by  the  department  as  being  the  final  of  three  core  courses  (Mass  Comm  11 
and  Mass  Comm  10  being  the  other  two),  all  of  which  deal  with  some  aspect  of 
communication  theory.   Students  in  Mass  Comm  11,  Fundamentals  of  Oral  Communica- 
tion, study  the  human  communication  process.   In  Mass  Comm  10,  Introduction  to 
Mass  Communication,  they  are  introduced  to  the  structure  and  organization  of  the 
various  mass  media  and  their  role  in  society.   The  intent  of  Mass  Comm  30  then, 
is  a  more  in-depth  study  of  these  mass  communication  systems  and  their  theoretical 
frameworks.   A  study  of  current  issues  and  problems  is  central  to  this.   The 
present  title  and  description,  it  is  felt,  do  not  go  far  enough.

Curriculum  Development  Committee 
New  Minor  Proposal 


Attached  is  a  proposal  on  Student  Minors  which  the  Curriculum  Development 
Committee  has  developed  to  replace  the  current  policy.   Included  in  the  proposal 
are  requirements  and  procedures  for  developing  minors  (to  be  substituted  for 
Section  5.20  of  The  Faculty  Handbook) ,  a  revised  catalog  statement  regarding 
student  minors  (to  be  substituted  for  the  current  catalog  statement  on  page  8) ,  and 
an  appendix  listing  current  minors  affected  by  the  proposal. 

The  Committee  feels  the  new  minor  proposal  offers  the  following  advantages: 

1.  Elementary  course  is  defined  in  a  clear  way. 

2.  Major  programs  which  include  courses  from  other  departments  are 
treated  fairly. 

3.  Interdisciplinary  minors  are  permitted. 

In  addition,  the  new  proposal  reorganizes  into  appropriate  sections  informa- 
tion which  relates  mainly  to  faculty  development  of  minors. 

NOTE:  Sections  in  the  following  proposal  which  are  labelled  Current  Minor  are 
intended  for  comparison  purposes  only.  These  sections  are  not  meant  to 
be  included  as  part  of  the  new  minor  proposal.

Student  Minors 

The  College  awards  two  kinds  of  minors,  departmental  and  interdisciplinary, 
in  recognition  of  concentrated  coursework  in  an  area  other  than  the  student's  major. 

A.  Departmental  Minor 

1.  Departments  which  decide  to  offer  a  minor  must  inform  the  Dean  of  the 
College  that  they  would  like  to  do  so;  they  must  submit  a  dated  copy  of 
the  courses  required  for  the  minor  and  the  appropriate  name  of  the  minor 
they  choose.   The  department's  minor  proposal  must  meet  the  following 
requirements :

Bulletin  and  will  be  responsible  for  including  the  minor  and  its  requirements 
in  the  new  catalog. 
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4.  Students  must  declare  their  intention  to  minor  in  a  department  by  signing 
a  form  available  in  the  Registrar's  Office,  getting  required  faculty  signatures 
and  returning  the  completed  form  to  the  Records  Room. 

5.  When  students  complete  a  minor,  the  title  will  be  indicated  on  their  official 
transcript.   They  must  meet  the  requirements  for  the  minor  which  are  in  effect 
at  the  time  they  declare  that  minor  or  which  are  in  effect  subsequent  to  that 
time  and  before  they  graduate.   Minors  will  not  be  noted  on  the  graduation 
program. 

B.  Interdisciplinary  Minors 

1.  Proposals  for  interdisciplinary  minors  must  be  submitted  to  the  Curriculum 
Development  Committee  and  eventually  approved  by  the  Faculty. 

2.  All  interdisciplinary  minors  must  meet  the  following  requirements: 

a.  a  minor  must  normally  contain  at  least  four  closely  related  courses 
numbered  twenty  or  above.

c.  only  one  of  the  courses  may  be  numbered  50  or  above.

3.  A  faculty  member  from  one  of  the  sponsoring  departments  must  be  named  to 
coordinate  the  minor. 

4.  After  the  Faculty  approves  an  interdisciplinary  minor,  the  coordinator 
will  be  notified.   The  Dean  will  then  announce  the  establishment  of  the 
minor  in  the  Academic  Bulletin  and  will  be  responsible  for  including  the 
minor  and  its  requirements  in  the  new  catalog. 

5.  Students  must  declare  their  intention  to  minor  by  signing  a  form  available  in 
the  Registrar's  Office,  getting  required  faculty  signatures,  and  returning 
the  completed  form  to  the  Records  Room. 

6.  When  students  complete  a  minor,  the  title  will  be  indicated  on  their  official 
transcript.   They  must  meet  the  requirements  for  the  minor  which  are  in  effect 
at  the  time  they  declare  that  minor  or  which  are  in  effect  subsequent  to  that 
time  and  before  they  graduate.

Rationale 

A.  Departmental  Minors 

1.  (b)  This  new  rule  gives  the  College  a  simple,  clear  method  of  distinguishing 
elementary  from  nonelementary  courses.   The  Sub-Committee  on  Course 
Numbering  turned  up  only  one  or  two  cases  of  possible  elementary  courses 
numbered  above  twenty. 

1.  (c)  The  effect  of  this  change  is  to  rule  out  current  minors  in  at  least  Art, 
Economics,  Political  Science,  and  Biblical  Languages.   The  Committee 
felt  strongly  that  four  courses  did  not  constitute  a  minor  if  one  of  them 
was  an  elementary  course. 

1.  (d)  This  permits,  for  example,  students  in  biology  to  minor  in  chemistry 

without  taking  6  chemistry  courses.   The  Committee  felt  strongly  that  a 
student  should  not  be  prevented  from  "minoring"  in  a  subject  by  accident 
of  his  major.   If  he  has  taken  the  courses  for  a  minor,  his  minor  should 
be  recognized,  the  Committee  felt. 

B.  Interdisciplinary  Minors 

The  Committee  felt  that  one  of  the  major  advantages  of  offering  a  minor 
was  to  allow  students  the  opportunity  to  take  concentrated  coursework  in  subject 
areas  other  than  those  offered  by  a  single  department.   An  interdisciplinary 
minor  meeting  the  stipulated  requirements  and  approved  by  the  Faculty  would  add 
an  important  academic  dimension  to  the  College. 

C.  Student  Limitations 

(a)  &  (b)  The  Committee  believed  that  this  looser  limitation  was  more  reasonable. 

(c)  This  simplified  the  current  complicated  rule  and  permits  math  majors  to  minor 
in  Computer  Science,  French  majors  to  minor  in  Spanish,  Bio  majors  to  minor  in 
Chemistry,  etc.

2,  sec.  B,  be 
changed  f.o  read; 

Methematic&l  Sciences;  The  metheoaticj  placement  test:  determines  whether 
a  scholar  oust  take  2  or  3  courses  for  distribution.  These  courses  must 
be  numbered  12  or  higher,  and  one  must  be  a  matheaatics  course  numbered  18 
or  higher.  If  only  two  courses  are  required,  Mathematics  17  may  not  be 
included.  Only  one  compute?  science,  course  may  be  used  to  fulfill  the 
Mathematical  Sciences  requirement. 

Justification:  The  p-eeect  requirea&nt  of  one  course  numbered  20  or  above 
effectively  requires  scholars  to  take  Math  17,  18,  and  usually  10.  This  makes 
the  actual  requirement  at  least  four  courses  for  the  continuous  track  and  at  Iea3t 
six  courses  for  the  discrete  track.  The  proposed  change  brings  the  actual  requi 
meet  in  line  with  the  rest  of  the  college,  while  still  disallowing  the  most  element 
courses.  Without  thi3  change  many  of  cur  present  Scholars  will  drop  the  program 
rather  than  take  six  oath  courses.

About  the  author:  Edgar  Lee  Masters  (1869-1950)  had  been  a  quiet  and 
successful  lawyer  in  Chicago  for  twenty-four  years  when  his  Spoon  River  Anthology 
appeared  in  1915  and  immediately  rivaled  Walt  Whitman's  Leaves  of  Grass  as  the  most 
controversial  volume  in  American  literature.  Spoon  River  Anthology  contains  two 
hundred  and  forty-four  miniature,  unsentimentalized  autobiographies  of  the 
thwarted  souls — drunkards,  skinflints,  secret  saints  and  private  lechers, 
dreamers  and  idealists — he  had  known  in  his  boyhood  town  of  Petersburg  and 
Lewistown,  Illinois  on  the  Spoon  River. 

The  stir  caused  by  Spoon  River  Anthology  is  partly  explained  by  its 
timeliness  and  partly  by  its  hard-hitting  descriptions  of  real  people  whom 
Masters  accurately  remembered  from  his  boyhood.  In  1915 »  such  writers  as 
Stephen  Crane,  Theodore  Dreiser,  and  Upton  Sinclair  had  already  chronicled  the 
effects  of  exploitation  and  corruption  on  the  inhabitants  of  America's  large 
industrial  cities.  Masters  revealed  that  the  infection  festered  also  in  the 
small  town,  that  stronghold  where — most  Americans  wanted  to  believe — the  human 
virtues  of  community,  love  and  family  still  flourished,  uncontaminated.  Although 
Sherwood  Anderson's  Winesburg,  Ohio,  and  Sinclair  Lewis'  Gopher  Prairie, 
Minnesota,  were  soon  to  follow,  Edgar  Lee  Masters'  Spoon  River  was  the  first 
town  to  have  its  sentimental  shroud  of  respectability  ruthlessly  removed,  ending 
forever  the  myth  of  agrarian  purity  and  innocent  America.

Two  years  ago  the  Scholar  Council  came  to  this  faculty  and  aald  that  the 
old  Scholar  Program  was  In  trouble,  dying  in  fact,  and  that  a new  program  was 
necessary.  At  that  time  we  said  that  the  program  was  inflexible  and  overly 
demanding  of  students  and  required  constant  administrative  oversight  from  fac- 
ulty, generates  vast  amounts  of  red  tape  and  paper  work.  To  remedy  these  and 
other  problems,  va  proposed  an  entirely  new  Scholar  Program,  simplified  and  ceo- 
forming  to  normal  college  dtatribution  requirements,  but  meeting  them  at  a  mere 
rigorous  level.  To  give  the  program  needed  flexibility  we  proposed,  and  the  fac- 
ulty approved,  section  K  of  the  present  catalog  description  which  atatas  that 
the  Council  "shall  have  the  right  to  grant  exceptions  end  make  adjustments  to 
the  Scholar  distribution  requirements  provided  that  in  all  cases  such  adaptions 
and  adjustments  would  still  satisfy  the  regular  collage  distribution  requirements. 

The  Council's  right  to  grant  exceptions  and  make  adjustment*  has  necessarily 
been  exercised  in  several  instances,  since  at  present  students  ^Jj^  '£*"** 
programs  and  circumstances  cannot  complete  the  Scholar  Program  without  being  grant- 
ed such  exceptions  or  adjustments:

2.  Students  who  join  the  program  after  their  freshman  year 

3.  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  program

5.  Cooperative  Program  in  Engineering

8.  Cooperative  Program  in  Optometry 

9.  Cooperative  Program  in  Podiatry

At  this  time,  Charlie  Getchell  made  a  motion  to  extend  debate  for 
5  minutes.   Motion  passed. 

Diane  Lesko  proposed  the  following  amendment: 

Under  Student  Minors,  C.  Student  Limitations,  Proposed  Minor,  item  (c) — 

"a  student  may  not  receive  a  minor  in  his/her  major  discipline 
unless  that  major  discipline  is  Art  and  the  student  chooses  to 
minor  in  Art  History." 

This  amendment  passed. 

The  main  amended  motion  then  passed. 

II.  From  the  Scholar  Council  (Re:  Section  K) — 

Owen  Herring  made  a  motion  to  reaffirm  the  Scholar  Council's  authority  to 
grant  adjustments  and  exceptions  as  indicated  in  Section  K. ,  p.  19,  current 
catalog: 

"K.  In  the  case  of  transfer  students  and  those  who  seek 
to  enter  the  program  after  their  freshman  year  and  in 
other  cases  deemed  by  the  Scholar  Council  to  involve 
special  or  extraordinary  circumstances,  the  Council  shall 
have  the  right  to  grant  exceptions  and  make  adjustments  to 
the  Scholar  distribution  requirements  provided  that  in  all 


cases  such  exceptions  and  adjustments  would  still  satisfy 
the  regular  College  distribution  requirements." 

This  motion  passed. 

Dr.  Blumer  ruled  "that  if  there  is  a  specific  distribution  requirement  for 
the  B.A.  degree  (i.e.,  English  6)  the  Registrar  will  look  on  the  transcript 
to  make  sure  that  every  scholar  has  that.   The  Scholar  Council  can  do  what 
ever  it  wishes  about  thegrade  (i.e.,  English  6)  but,  the  requirement  is 
that  there  be  a  passing  grade.   If  that  is  not  found,  that  student  is  not 
eligible  for  graduation." 

Richard  Erickson  made  a  motion  to  change  the  wording  in  the  catalog  (last 
sentence  in  the  paragraph  preceding  Section  A.)  from  "the  following  course 
requirements  must  be  met"  to  "the  following  distribution  requirements  must 
be  met." 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  extend  debate  for  another  five  minutes. 
The  motion  passed. 

Erickson 's  motion  then  passed. 

Steve  Robinson  then  asked  President  Blumer  "If  in  the  future,  the  Dean  and/ 
or  Registrar  object  to  the  "adjustments  and  exceptions"  decided  upon  by  the 
Scholar  Council,  would  not  the  burden  of  proof  fall  upon  the  Dean  and/or 
Registrar  to  come  to  the  Faculty?" 

Dr.  Blumer  answered  "Yes." 

New  Business : 

The  Committee  on  Prizes  and  Honorary  Degrees  distributed  ballots  for  awarding 
Honorary  Degrees. 

Administrative  Reports: 

Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  the  Faculty  recommendation  regarding  sabbatical  leaves 
and  professional  development  grants  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  with  one  modification.   Henceforth,  in  regards  to 
sabbatical  leaves,  the  Handbook  shall  read — "the  recipient  of  a  sabbatical 
leave  shall  resume  his  or  her  duties,  etc."   In  regards  to  professional  develop- 
ment grants,  the  Handbook  shall  read — "the  recipient  of  professional  development 
grant  shall  remain  at  Lycoming  for  at  least  one  semester  succeeding  the  grant , 
etc." 

In  regards  to  administration  of  the  available  funds,  the  Faculty  recommendation 
was  adopted  without  change  (i.e.,  per  a  formula  established  annually  by  the 
Dean  of  the  College  in  consultation  with  Department  Chairmen^ 

Dr.  Blumer  also  reported  that  he  has  distributed  another  memo  (a  yellow  one) 
regarding  health  insurance.   Mr.  Stan  Tarr  of  E.I.I.A./UMC  Health  Insurance 
Trust  will  visit  Lycoming  to  help  explain  the  issues  for  health  insurance 
programs.   Mr.  Tarr  will  be  on  campus  February  23,  1984  holding  two  discussions. 
One  at  10:00  A.M.  and  the  other  at  3:30  P.M.  in  the  Lower  Library  Lounge. 


Finally,  Dr.  Blumer  reported  that  a  telephone  consultant  is  coining  to  campus 
with  the  intention  of  designing  a  new  communication  system  which  will  be  owned 
by  Lycoming  College.   The  target  date  for  completion  is  September,  1984. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:04  P.M.

II.  A  History  Department  proposal  to  add  History  5  to  its  offerings  was 
placed  before  the  committee.

The  move 
was  seconded.   Weaver  moved  to  amend  the  proposed  changes  in  ARTICLE  VI, 
Sec.  2  listed  in  Proposal  A.   The  amendment  was  to  change  the  part  of 

the  proposal  which  reads,  " A  Chairman,  to  be  elected  annually, 

will  vote  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie  and  cannot  speak  to  the  issue  on  the 
floor  while  sitting  as  Chairman."   by  placing  a  period  after  the  word 
"tie"  and  striking  the  remainder  of  the  sentence.   The  amendment  was 
defeated  by  a  vote  of  6  in  favor  and  7  against.   Proposal  A  was  then 
passed  by  a  unanimous  vote.   Keesbury  then  moved  that  Proposal  B  be 
placed  before  the  committee  for  discussion.   Keesbury' s  motion  was  not 
seconded.

History  5: 


Selected  Themes  in  Western  Civilization 


A  survey  of  the  political,  economic,  social  and  cultural 
values  and  institutions  in  Western  Civilization  from  the 
time  of  classical  Greece  to  the  present.   One-half  unit 
of  credit.   (Not  open  to  students  who  have  had  History 
10  and  11.) 


JUSTIFICATION: 


This  course  is  offered  as  a  general  elective  to  enable 
students  taking  Math  5  (also  one-half  unit  of  credit)  to 
complete  4  unit  courses  in  that  semester.   It  has  been 
offered  twice  (Fall  1983  and  Spring  1984)  and  must  have 
faculty  approval  to  be  offered  a  third  time. 


GCAA  ACTION:  The  following  two  changes  in  the  Faculty  Organization 
by-laws,  Articles  IV  and  VI,  were  passed  by  the  GCAA  at  the  March  19, 
1984  meeting.  In  addition,  the  attached  "sunset  provision"  was  also 
passed  by  GCAA. 


ARTICLE  VI 

Sec.  2 
The  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  wil 1  have  the  following 
responsibi lities: 

--To  act  upon  proposals  submitted  to  it  by  its  subordinate  commit- 
tees regarding  academic,  curricular,  and  instructional  policies. 
Actions  of  the  GCAA  shall  become  final  and  binding  on  the 
faculty  when  reported  by  the  Chairman  of  the  GCAA  at  a  scheduled 
meeting  of  the  faculty  unless  five  voting  members  of  the 
faculty  request  debate.  If  such  a  request  is  made  the  issue 
will  be  subject  to  full  debate  and  vote  by  the  faculty. 

--To  review  graduation  requirements  in  terms  of  courses  and  per- 
formance level  and  to  propose  appropriate  changes  to  the  Faculty. 

--To  approve  appointments  made  by  the  Committee  on  Appointments. 

--To  maintain  a  continuing  surveillance  of  the  operation  of  the 
faculty  committee  system. 

--To  consider  the  instruction  budget. 

The  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  shall  determine  its  own  procedures, 
except  that  they  shall  include  the  following: 

--A  Chairman,  to  be  elected  annually,  will  vote  only  in  the  case  of  a  tie 
and  cannot  speak  to  the  issue  on  the  floor  while  sitting  as  Chairman. 

--A  Secretary  will  be  elected  annually,  take  minutes  of  the  meetings, 
record  votes  of  actions  taken,  and  distribute  an  agenda  and  minutes. 

--An  agenda  of  each  meeting  must  be  distributed  to  all  faculty  at  least 
one  week  before  each  GCAA  meeting. 

--Actions  taken  by  the  GCAA  and  the  recorded  vote  must  be  distributed  to 
all  faculty  at  least  one  week  before  the  action  is  reported  to  the 
Faculty  meeting. 


--Any  member  of  the  Faculty  may  attend  GCAA  meetings,  and  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Chairman  speak  to  the  issue  on  the  floor. 

Membership  of  this  committee  shall  consist  of  (a)  departmental  chairmen, 
(b)  The  Dean  of  the  College,  (c)  the  Registrar,  (d)  the  Director  of  the 
Library,  (e)  two  voting  students  selected  by  the  student  body  through  their 
own  governing  organization.

ARTICLE  IV 


(2)  Except  for  the  actions  of  GCAA  as  described  in  Article  VI, 

Sec.  2,  and  in  keeping  with  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Faculty  of  Lycoming  College,  no  committee  may  make 
policy—committees  shall  implement  the  policies  of  the 
Faculty  and  they  may  recommend  policy  changes  to  the  Faculty. 
Except  as  described  in  Article  VI,  Sec.  2,  no  committee 
decision  affecting  policy  shall  be  considered  final  until  it 
is  approved  by  the  Faculty  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting,  a 
quorum  being  present.  Any  proposed  committee  decision 
affecting  policy  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  each 
faculty  member  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote,  and  shall 
be  open  to  debate  on  the  floor  before  the  vote  is  taken. 


Sunset  Provision 

The  above  proposal  will  become  effective  September  1,  1984.  The 
GCAA  must  assess  the  viability  of  Article  VI,  Sec.  2,  and  Article  IV, 
Sec.  2,  and  recommend  to  the  Faculty  at  the  regular  October,  1985 
Faculty  meeting  either:  1)  that  both  articles  remain  as  implemented  in 
September,  1984  or  2)  that  the  changes  in  Article  VI,  Sec.  2,  and 
Article  IV,  Sec.  2,  be  rescinded  and  both  Articles  revert  to  the 
August,  1984  wording.

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MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY 
LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
April  9,  1984 

President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:06  P.M.  and  led  the  faculty  in 
prayer. 

The  minutes  of  March  12,  1984  were  approved. 

Order  of  the  Day: 

1.  A  motion  was  passed  approving  the  class  of  1984  for  graduation. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Prizes  and  Awards  distributed  ballots  to  the  faculty 
for  voting  on  the  following  prizes: 

Faculty  Prize 

Bishop  William  Perry  Eveland  Prize 

Class  of  1907  Prize 

Previously  Distributed  Reports: 

From  G.C.A.A. 

1.  History  5,  Selected  Themes  in  Western  Civilization,  was  approved 
by  the  faculty. 

2.  Proposal  to  make  G.C.A.A.  actions  binding  upon  the  faculty. 

Bob  Zaccaria  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  Article  VI,  Sec.  2 
of  the  proposal: 

a)  add  the  words  "at  that  time"  to  the  end  of  the  next  to  the  last 
sentence  of  the  first  "responsibility"  listed  in  the  proposal. 

b)  add  the  words  "including  a  final  edited  copy  of  all  approved 
proposals"  to  the  fourth  operating  rule  of  G.C.A.A.   Accordingly, 
this  rule  would  read  as: 

"Actions  taken  by  the  G.C.A.A.,  including  a  final  edited  copy 
of  approved  proposals  and  the  recorded  vote  must  be  distributed 
to  all  faculty  at  least  one  week  before  action  is  reported  to 
the  faculty  meeting." 

Zaccaria' s  amendments  passed. 

Forrest  Keesbury  made  a  motion  to  have  a  secret  ballot  for  the  main 
amended  proposal  from  G.C.A.A.   This  motion  failed 

The  main  amended  proposal  from  G.C.A.A.  then  failed. 

New  Business : 

John  Whelan  brought  to  the  floor  an  issue  that  was  of  concern  to  several  faculty 
members  regarding  the  course  evaluation  forms.   The  main  concern  was  that  the 
Committee  on  Faculty  Personnel  unilaterally  decided  upon  a  different  procedure 
in  dealing  with  the  forms  than  had  been  approved  by  the  faculty  when  the  plan 
was  adopted. 


President  Blumer  ruled  that  the  burden  of  proof  rests  with  the  Personnel 
Committee  and  not  the  faculty,  that  is,  the  faculty  must  approve  of  any 
change  in  procedure  in  dealing  with  the  evaluation  forms. 

Ed  Gabriel  made  a  motion  to  have  his  announcement,  regarding  the  faculty 
evaluation  procedure  which  was  distributed  to  the  faculty  on  April  6,  1984, 
serve  as  the  procedure  for  dealing  with  the  evaluations  this  semester. 
Because  this  motion  would  constitute  a  change  of  policy  and  thereby  necessitate 
a  one-week  advance  notice  to  the  faculty,  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  allowing 
consideration  of  Gabriel's  motion  would  first  have  to  be  passed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  faculty  present.   Bob  Larson  made  the  necessary  motion  to  suspend  the 
rules . 

This  motion  passed.   Thereafter,  Gabriel's  motion  was  defeated. 

Subsequently,  Ed  Gabriel,  upon  consultation  with  Charlie  Getchell,  agreed  to 
rewrite  the  necessary  documentation  enabling  him  to  administer  the  evaluation 
forms  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  original  plan. 

Administrative  Reports: 

Dean  Van  Marter  reminded  the  faculty  that  no  exams  are  permitted  during 
the  last  week  of  classes. 

President  Blumer  reported  the  following: 

1.  Congratulations  from  the  administration  and  faculty  to  Mort  Fineman 
and  Gerry  Madden  who  will  be  retiring  at  the  end  of  this  semester. 

2.  President  Blumer  will  ask  for  authorization  from  the  Board  to  begin 
construction  of  a  new  science  building  as  soon  as  plans  and  specs 
can  be  prepared. 

3.  Recommendations  regarding  faculty  work  load  should  be  made  to  the 
President  by  September,  1984.   He  intends  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  October,  1984  meeting  to  resolve 
this  issue. 

4.  Lacrosse  has  not  yet  been  approved  as  a  club  sport  at  Lycoming. 
Priority  is  being  given  to  women's  athletic  program  at  this  time. 

5.  The  President  expressed  his  appreciation  for  a  superb  open  house 
at  the  Fine  Arts  Center. 

6.  Finally,  the  President  announced  that  Marshall  Raucci  was  leaving 
Lycoming  College  to  accept  a  position  in  a  local  bank.   He  congratu- 
lated Marshall  and  the  entire  Admissions  Department  for  their 
accomplishments. 

Marshall  Raucci  announced  that  applications  are  up  over  last  year  by  24%  and 
that  depostis  are  up  by  37%. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:50  P.M.

From  the  Biology  Department : 


Barbara  A.  Dowger,  senior  biology  major,  received  the  award  for  the  top  research 
paper  in  her  category  at  the  37th  Annual  Eastern  Colleges  Science  Conference, 
held  April  14-16  at  Wilkes  College. 

Barbara's  paper  was  based  on  research  on  herpes  virus,  and  was  judged  to  be  the 
best  in  the  biology  category,  the  largest  category  of  papers,  by  an  editorial  board. 
Titled  "The  Effects  of  Protease  Inhibitors  on  Herpes  Virus  —  Transformed  Cells  In  Vivr 
Dowger  was  invited  to  submit  her  paper  for  consideration  for  publication  by  the 
Washington  Academy  of  Science. 

Dowger  carried  out  her  research  in  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  Fred  Rapp  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  M.K.Howett  at  the  Milton  S.  Hershey  Medical  Center  in  Hershey,  and 
in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Robert  Zaccaria  of  Lycoming's  biology  department.

,?he  Internship  Program  has  been  a  part  of  the  curriculum  of  Lycoming  College  since  1973.    The 
nost  recent  evaluation  of  the  program  occurred  in  1979.    This  is  an  update  of  that  evaluation 
mdertaken  by  the  Individual  Studies  Committee  during  the  1982-83  academic  year.

II.       An  evaluation  form  sent  to  243  students  who  participated  in  the  internship 
program  between  the  1979-80  academic  year  and  the  Fall  1982  semester 
(response  was  38%)

on  the  class  of  1972 

IV.     An  evaluation  form  sent  to  75  teaching  members  of  the  faculty  (response  was  44%) 

V.     Evaluation  forms  collected  by  the  committee  from  agency  supervisors  over  the 
last  3  semesters. 

VI.     Summary  of  Committee  Conclusions  and  Recommendations 

Summary  of  Internship  Information  Gathered  from  College  Records: 

Between  the  academic  year  1977-78  and  Fall  Semester  1982,  there  have  been  460  internships 
with  222  (or  48%)  taken  for  1  unit  credit  and  188  (or  41%)  taken  for  2  units  (see  Table  1). 
Table  2  summarizes  the  number  of  internships  where  students  received  departmental  credit 
by  semester  and  year.    Departments  utilizing  the    internship  most  heavily  (   40  internships 
since  1977)  are  Sociology  (79),  Biology  (66),  Communications  (56),  Business  (56),  Criminal 
Justice  (48)  and  Accounting  (40).      27. 1%  of  the  class  of  1982  and  29.  5%  of  the  class  of  1983 
were  involved  in  at  least  one  internship  during  their  junior  or  senior  year.

III.    Information  Gathered  by  Career  Development  Center  Survey  of  Class  of  1972. 

Examination  of  the  survey  revealed  that  125  former  students  responded  and  slightly  over 
20%  of  them  or  28,  mentioned  the  desireability  of  an  internship  or  some  kind  of  career- 
related  experience. 

The  respondents  represented  19  majors  and  included  a  number  of  double  majors.    Majors 
from  the  following  eight  departments  mentioned  or  alluded  to  such  activity:   accounting, 
business  administration,  English,  history,  physics,  political  science,  psychology  and 
sociology. 

Eight  respondents  specifically  indicated  that  internships  should  be  made  available. 
Twenty  mentioned  that  career  or  job- related  experiences  would  be  a  valuable  addition 
to  a  college  education.     Some  representative  comments  were  tha  t  students  should  have 
"first-hand  experience  while  at  school",   "hands-on  experience",    "exposure  to  practical 
business  operations",  "more  practical  experience",  "on-the-job  training  while  at  school", 
and  "career  related  programs,  such  as  a  practicum". 

The  respondents,  of  course,  were  graduated  a  year  before  Lycoming  adopted  the  internship 
program  (1973).

All    agencies    in   which    students    completed    their   work  would    be   willing    to 
sponsor    future    interns    from    the   college.      Some    sample    comments: 

"Yes.       It    is    our    feeling    that    an    internship    program    is    an    integral    part 

of   a    liberal    arts    education" 
"Our   experience   with   your    intern    program   has    been   quite   good" 
"Absolutely,    yes!" 

In    regard    to   the   question   as    to  whether   the    intern  was   academically   prepared 
to   handle   the   assignments    involved    in    the    internship,    responses   were   again 
positive   but   more    restrained.      There  were   several    answers   of   simply,    "Yes". 
One   agency   avoided    the   question   by   stating    that    they   found    the   student   "anxious 
to    learn    and   willing    to   handle    any   given    assignment".      Among    the  more   enthusiastic 
responses   were   "very  well    prepared",    "had   necessary  academic   skills",    "Intern 
was   academically   prepared".      There   seems    to   have   been   a    reluctance   for   sponsoring 
agencies    to   comment    in    detail    on    academic    preparation    in    comparison    to    the   other 
two   questions    listed    above.       Enthusiasm,    committment,    a   willingness    to  work, 
and    the   ability    to   ask   questions    and    learn   on    the   job  were    characteristics 
more   easily   evaluated    by   the   agencies. 

Responding    agency   evaluations    indicate   enthusiastic    support    and    continued    interest 
in    the    intern    program.      The    program    is    viewed    as    a    positive    step    in    the   educational 
process    for    the    student    and   as    a   way    in   which    community   agencies    can    be   of    service 
to   the   col  1 ege. 

VI.    Summary  of  Committee  Conclusions  and  Recommendations: 

Overall,  faculty,  students  and  agency  supervisors  share  a  favorable  impression  of  the 
Internship  Program.  Some  trends  observed  during  this  evaluation,  since  the  last  one 
in  1979,  are  as  follows: 

1)  There  has  been  a  decline  in  both  the  number  of  internships  and  especially 
in  the  number  of  multi-unit  (3-4  unit)  internships  since  the  guidelines  of 
the  Committee  were  changed  in  1980.    It  appears  that  internships  of  1-2 
units  provide  a  good  mixture  of  academic  work  and  "on-the-job"  hours. 

2)  There  still  exists  an  imbalance  in  the  numbers  of  students  involved  with 
internships  between  the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters.  There  are  more  students 
enrolled  in  the  internship  program  during  the  Spring  Semester.    An 
examination  by  Departments  and  the  College  of  additional   internship  oppor- 
tunities (especially  established  out-of-town  programs  during  May  or  Summer) 
may  work  to  distribute  the  internship  load.    The  development  of  a  college- 
wide  "Manual  of  Internships"  has  been  suggested  as  a  means  to  publicize  the 
program  more. 


VI.  (continued) 

3)  There  still  exists  an  imbalance  in  the  number  of  Departments  offering 
internships  as  well  as  the  number  of  faculty  involved  with  the  program. 
One  of  the  goals  of  the  Committee  is  to  encourage  and  examine  the 
potential  use  of  the  Internship  Program  by  Departments.    Along  these 
lines,  each  member  of  the  faculty  received  a  questionnaire  at  the  end 
of  the  Spring  Semster  inquiring  about  internship  needs.    Additional 
information  will  follow. 

4)  All  parties  seem  to  recognize  the  need,  at  some  level,  for  better 
supervision.    In  particular,  the  students  comment  on  the  wish  for  more 
communication  batween  faculty  and  agency  supervisors.     Possibly  more 
efficient  use  of  the  initial  meeting  between  student,  faculty  and  agency 
supervisor  during  the  initial  application  period  would  help  to  alleviate 
frustrations  by  all  parties.    In  particular,  special  arrangements  must  be 
made  for  "out-of-town"  internships. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  issues  that  the  Individual  Studies  Committee  will  be  addressing 
over  the  next  year.    Your  input  on  any  part  of  the  evaluation  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 


Additional  Comments: 

The  establishment  of  the  Assistant  Dean's  position  by  the  College  has  provided  the 
Individual  Studies  Committee  with  additional  resource  assistance.    Over  the  last  year  we 
have  established: 

1)  a  routine  "letter  of  thanks"  sent  to  all  agency  supervisors  (at  the  end 
of  the  academic  year)  who  assisted  with  the  internship  program.    In  the 
past,  these  individuals  received  no  recognition  from  the  College  for  their 
support 

2)  a  routine  mailing  of  evaluation  forms  to  both  students  and  agency  supervisors 
at  the  end  of  each  semester.     Faculty  who's  students  were  involved  with  the 
program  will  receive  copies  of  their  evaluations 

3)  a  file  system  for  established  internships  and  the  initial  stages  of  a  center 
for  information  on  internship  opportunities  (a  "Manual  of  Internships"  may 
be  developed) 

4)  a  revision  of  the  internship  application  form 

5)  the  potential  for  meetings/workshops  between  interested  faculty  and 
agencies
